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_ Births.—[n the Dublin Registration Area, which consists of the city of Dublin 
and the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, Pembroke, Blackrock and 
Kingstown, there were registered during the year 1903 (52 weeks) 10,876 births 
—5,638 boys and 5,238 girls—being equal to 1 in 35, or 29 per 1,000 of the esti- 
mated population.* The average rate for the preceding ten years was 28 per 1,000. 


Of the 10,876 births registered in 1903, 9,237, or 31 in every 1,000 of the 
population, occurred in the city, and 1,639, or only 19 in every 1,000 inhabitants, in 
the urban districts named above. 


Of the 10,876 births in the entire district, 2,765 were registered during the first 
guarter of the year, 2,764 in the second, 2, 716 in the third, ‘and 2,631 in the fourth, 
the weekly average being 209. 


Tn London the number of births registered during the year 1903 (52 weeks) was 
130,906, being equal to a rate of 28 in every 1,000 of the estimated population; in 
Glasgow the number was 25,019, equal to 32 per 1,000 ; and in Edinburgh it was 
8,093, or 25 per 1,000 of the population. 


_ Deaths.— lhe number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during 
the year 1903 was 9,047 (4,521 maies and 4,526 females)—equal to 1 in 42, or 23°9 
in every 1,000 of the estimated population. The average death-rate for the ten years 
1893-1902 was 26-1 per 1,000 of the estimated population of the Area as then 
constituted. Thus the rate for last year is 2°2 below the average—a decrease 
equivalent to 8-4 per cent. 


Omitting 404 deaths, which, being those of persons admitted into public institutions 
from localities outside the Dublin Registration Area, are not properly chargeable to 
it, the death-rate for last year (52 weeks) is 22°8 per 1,000 of the population, the 
rate for the city being 24-4 per 1,000 (24-1 on the North side, and 24-7 on the 
South), and for the suburbs 17:3 per 1,000. The rates for the several Registrars’ 
districts range from 14:7 for Blackrock, to 28-8 for No, 2 North City (Lisburn- 
street) District. 

Of the 9,047 deaths in the entire district, 2,634 were registered during the first 
quarter of the year, 2,257 in the second, 1 863 i in the third, and 2,293 in the fourth, 
the weekly average being 174,

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In the twenty-one provincial Urban Districts, for which statistics are given in the —

The number of deaths registered in London during the year 1903 (52 weeks) was 
72,110, or 15°6 in every 1,000 of the inhabitants ; in Glasgow, 15,027, equal to 19-1 
per 1,000 ; andin Edinburgh, 5,495, or 16°8 in every 1,000 of the estimated population. 





Public Institutions.—Of the 9,047 deaths registered in the Dublin Registration 
Area last year 3,595, or 39°7 per cent., occurred in public institutions, viz. :—1,972 in 
the various hospitals, prisons, and lunatic asylums ; 780 in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse ; 805 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse; and 38 (those of persons 
admitted from the Dublin Registration Area) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse. 


Diseases.— Dublin Registration Area.—(See Tables III. and [V.)—The mortality 
last year shows that the total number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseasest 
registered in the Dublin Registration Area was 587. ‘This number is equal to a 
rate of 1:5 per 1,000 of the estimated population, the average rate for the preceding 
ten years being 2°8 per 1,000. 


Small-pox.—There were 36 deaths from Small-pox registered during the year, equal 
to a rate of 0:9 per 10,000 persons living. Of these 10 were reported “ vaccinated,” 
20 “ unvaccinated,” and concerning 6 ‘‘no statement” was made. Four of the 
deaths. from small-pox were in March quarter; 28 in June quarter; and 4 in 
September quarter ; in the December quarter no death from small-pox-was registered. 
The deaths registered appertain to the following districts—to No. 1 North City East, 
1 death; to No. 1 North City West, 3 deaths; to No. 2 North City, 12 deaths ; 
to No. 3 North City, 8 deaths ; to Coolock and Drumcondra No. 1 (part of), 1 
death ; to No. 1 South City, 2 deaths ; to No. 2 South City, 2 deaths; to No. 3 
South ‘City, 3 deaths ; to No, 4 South City, 1 death ; to New Kilmainham, 1 death ; 
and to Kingstown, 2 ‘deaths. 


From Table I. it appears that there was 1 case of small-pox under treatment at 
the close of the year 1902, that 291 cases were admitted to hospital during the year, 
that 256 cases were discharged, and that, as before stated, there were 36 deaths. 


Measles.—Deaths from measles were below the average (178), and also well below 
the number registered in 1902 (392), being only 49 in number, which number is 
equal to a rate of 1:3 per 10,000 persons living. 


Scarlet Fever.—The number of deaths registered during the year was 63, which is 
below the average of the ten years preceding by 4, and equal to an annual rate of 1-7 
per 10,000 persons living. In the four years preceding deaths from scarlet fever re- 
gistered were 51, 22, 31, and 76 respectively. Of the deaths 14 appertained to 
Dublin North City, 24 to Dublin South City, and 14 to the Urban Districts which, 
with the City, constitute the Dublin Registration Area. From Table I. it appears 
that 1,088 cases were admitted to hospitals during the year, 1,096 were discharged, 
63 died, and 101{ were under treatment at the end of the year 1903.

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From Table II. it would appear that, during the year, 1,081 cases of scarlet fever 
were notified as occurring in the City of Dublin, 186 in the Urban District of Rath- 
mines and Rathgar, 140 in the Pembroke UWeban District, 46 in Blackrock Urban 
District, and 18 in Kingstown Urban District. 


Typhus Fever.—Two deaths from typhus were registered during the year, equal to 
an annual rate of 0:1 per 10,000 persons living, the annual average rate being 0-2 
per 10,000. Deaths recorded from typhus in the four preceding years were 5, °9, 3, 
and 8 respectively. In Table I. it appears that 43 cases of typhus were admitted to 
hospital during the year, 53 were discharged, there were 2 deaths, and 3 paneps re- 
mained under treatment at the close of the year. 


Whooping-cough.—Deaths from whooping-cough, which had fallen from 235 in the 
year 1901, to 59 in the year 1902, rose in 1903 to 129, equal to an annual rate 
of 3°4 per 10,000 of the estimated population, the average yearly rate for the preced- 
ing ten years being 4:9 per 10,000. Of the total deaths from whooping-cough in the 
Registration Area 74 appertained to Dublin North City, 49 to Dublin South City, 
and 6 to the Urban Districts. 


Diphtheria.—Of 60 deaths from diphtheria, 35 took place in the March quarter, 
8 in the June quarter, 8 in the September quarter, and 9 in the December quarter 
of 1903. The deaths are equal to a rate of 1°6 per 10,000 of those living, the 
average rate for the ten years preceding being 1-3 per 10,000. 

The deaths appertain as follows :—To Dublin North City, 25; to Dublin South 
City, 27; to the Urban District of Rathmines and Rathgar, 2 ; to Pembroke Urban 
District, 1 ; and to Kingstown, 1. 


Four deaths were registered of persons admitted into institutions from without the 
Registration Area. From Table I. it appears that 316 cases of diphtheria were ad- 
mitted to hospital during the year, 293 patients were discharged, there were 34 
deaths, and 22 persons remained under treatment at the close of the year. The 
number of cases of diphtheria notified during the year in the Dublin Registration 
‘Area was 418, as shown in Tabie IT, 


Simple Continued Fever—The deaths of three persons were thus assigned during 
the year. 


Enteric Fever.—The deaths from Enteric Fever, 94 in number, equal a rate of 
2°5 per 10,000 of the population, the average rate being 4°3 for the preceding 10 years, 
In the four years preceding the deaths registered from this disease were 182, 133, 

107, and 121 respectively. Of the total 47 appertained to Dublin North, and 26 to 
Dublin South City, i1 to the Urban Districts, and 10 were of persons admitted into 
Institutions from without the Registration Area. During the period under review 
515 cases of enteric fever were admitted to Hospital, 481 persons were discharged, 
there were 41 deaths, and 63 patients remained under treatment at its close. The 
number of cases of enteric fever notified to the Public Health Authorities in the 
Dublin Registration Area was 865, as will be seen from Table II. 





Diarrheal Disease es are 58 per cent. 
under the average for the preceding ten years, and the number, 151, corresponds 
to a rate of 4:0 per 10,000 of the population. Of the total, 73 deaths occurred 
- in the September quarter of the year. About one-third of the total deaths apper- 
-tained to the City Districts, No. 1. South and No. 3, South. In the Urban 
Districts 18 deaths from these disorders were registered. 


Influenza,—The number of deaths attributed to influenza was 105. 


Tuberculosis.—The total number of deaths from all forms of tuberculosis regis- 
tered during the year was 1,778; in the year 1902 (53 weeks) 1,736 deaths were 
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recorded, The deaths in 1903, comprise 176 trom tuberculous phthisis ; 1,042 


from phthisis; 173 from tuberculous meningitis ; 50 from tuberculous peritonitis ; 
42 from tabes mesenterica; 9 from scrofula; and 286 from other forms of the 
disease. ‘The death-rate for all forms of tuberculosis for the area for the year was 
equal to 46-9 per i0,000 of the population. The rate for phthisis, 32:1 per 10,000, 
is rather under the annual average rate for the ten years preceding, namely—33-7 
per 10,000. In Dublin North City the rate for phthisis is 32°6 per 10,000, in 
Dublin South City it is 35-4 per 10,000, and in the Urban Districts combined the 
rate for phthisis is 19:7 per 10,000 living. 


Cancer, malignant disease.—There were 121 deaths assigned to carcinoma, 21 to 
sarcoma, and 220 to cancer, malignant disease. 


Nervous System.—The deaths (809) include 361 from convulsions ; of the latter 
figure 317 were deaths of children under 1 year old. 


Diseases of the heart and blood vessels.--The total number of deaths from diseased 
conditions of these structures was 1,365, in which are included 242 deaths from 
valvular heart disease, and 26 deaths from aneurysm. : 


Respiratory System.—The total number of deaths from diseases of the respiratory 
system (1,705) correspond to a rate of 45-0 per 10,000 of the population, the annual 
average rate for the preceding 10 years being 50°5 per 10,000, The total includes 
1,024 deaths from bronchitis, 29 deaths from croupous pneumonia, 186 deaths from 
broncho pneumonia, and 307 deaths from pnewmonia. 


Violence.—-Of the deaths attributed to violence, 217 in number, 203 were due to 
various accidental circumstances. Among others, 48 deaths occurred from burns, 
scalds, or explosions ; of these 32 were of children under 5 years of age. Two deaths 
by homicide were reported, and 12 deaths by suicide occurred.

In 444 cases the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness : of these 444 cases, 282, or 63°5 per cent., were deaths 
of children under 5 years of age: these 282 deaths form 11-0 per cent. of the total 
number of deaths of children of that age. Of the deaths of 536 infants under 1 
month old registered, there were 134 (or 25-0 per cent.) regarding which the cause 
was uncertified.

Occupations.—Table VII. on page xiii. exhibits the occupations or social position of 
the persons whose deaths were registered during the year, the various callings being 
grouped in classes and orders, so as to show the respective rates of mortality in the 
several social grades of the population.

Measles.—125 deaths were registered in Belfast, 39 in Newry, 26 in Lurgan, 
19 in Limerick, 18 in each of Dundalk and Portadown, 14 in Kilkenny, 10 in Water- 
ford, and the same number in Sligo. 


Scarlet Fever.—In Belfast 24 deaths were registered. 


Typhus,—Four deaths from typhus were registered in Belfast, 4 in Londonderry, 
3 in Galway, and one each in the Urban Districts of Limerick, Dundalk, and 
Tralee. 


Whooping-cough.—-This disease caused 168 deaths in Belfast, 44 in Cork, 35 in 
Londonderry, 11 in Newtownards, and 10 in Dundalk. 


Diphtheria.—Forty deaths were registered in Belfast, as against 66 in ‘the 
preceding year; 5 in Londonderry ; 4 each in Cork, Dundalk, and Portadown : 
2 each in Lurgan, Sligo, and Clonmel ; and one each in N ewry, Lisburn, and New- 
townards. 


Simple continued Fever.—In Belfast 18 deaths were assigned to this heading, 


Enteric Fever.—In Belfast 136 deaths were registered, as against 169 in 1902, 
and 341 in 1901. 


Diarrhoeal Diseases.—Of the total number (419), 277 were registered in Belfast, 
37 in Cork, 29 in Londonderry, and 14 in each of Limerick and Waterford. 





Phthisis (Pulmonary Tuberculosis).—-The number of deaths from phthisis in the 
twenty-one towns was 2,027, being 101 under the number for the previous year, . 
and equal to a rate of 2°8 per 1,000 of the aggregate populations of the provincial 
urban districts. The number of deaths from this cause in Belfast was 1,030, and 
equal to an annual rate of 2-9 per 1,000 of the estimated population. In the 
other twenty urban districts the deaths numbered 997 , and correspond to an annual 
rate of 2°8 per 1,000 of their aggregate population. In the Dublin registration 
area the corresponding death-rate from phthisis was 3:1 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population.

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases f registered in the 22 districts during last 
week* were equal to an annual rate of 2°7 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in 
six of the districts to 120 in Dundalk, the 6 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district including 3 from measles. Among the 133 deaths from all causes registered in 
Beltast are 9 from measles, 2 from scarlet fever, 3 from whooping-cough, one from diph- 
theria, one from enteric fever, and 3 from diarrhea; and the 35 deaths from all causes 
in Cork include one from measles, one from diphtheria, one from enteric fever, and one

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 

213—115 boys and 98 girls; and the deaths to 206—.110 maies and 96 females. 
DEATHS. 

The deaths registered represent an annuai rate of mortality of 28:3 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 11) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 26°8 per 1,000. 

Deaths registered from measles, which, in the preceding 4 weeks, had been 10, 9, 7,

and 9, fell to 2 in the week ended 10th January, 1903. There were 2 deaths from scarlet 
fever, 7 deaths from influenza, 2 deaths from whooping-cough, 3 deaths from diphtheria, 
3 deaths from enteric fever, and 3 deaths from diarrhea, dysentery. ny 

Tuberculous disease caused 29 deaths, namely :—One death from tuberculous phtkisis, 
22 deaths from phthisis, 2 deaths from tuberculous meningitis, one death from tubercu- 
lous peritonitis, and 3 deaths from other forms of the disease. 

There were 2 deaths from carcinoma, and 4 deaths from malignant disease, * cancer.” 

Diseases of the nervous system caused 21 deaths, including 11 deaths of children under 
5 years from convulsions. 

There were 37 deaths from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels. 

Diseases of the respiratory organs caused 30 deaths, including 15 deaths from bron- 
chitis, one death from croupous pneumonia, one death from broncho-pneumonia, and 9 
deaths from pneumonia. The number (30) is equal to an annual rate of 4:1 per 1,000 
of the population of the Dublin Registration Area. 

Six deaths were caused by accidental violence. 

In 19 instances the cause of. death was “ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 10 children under 5 
years of age (including 9 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 7 persons aged 
60 years and upwards. 

Sixty-one of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (38 being infants under one year, of whom 18 were under ».ne month oid), 
and 60 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 27 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 9 were octogenarians, and 2 (a man and a woman) were stated to have been azed 
94 and 90 years respectively. ) : 

Seventy-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 17 took piace in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 16 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 

Tne following are che principai teatures ot the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed.

Table XI. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the 
Dublin Hospitals during the week ended 10th January, 1903. 

From this it appears that :— — 

One case of small-pox was admitted to hospital and 2 remained under treatment at 
the close of the week. 

Six cases of measles were admitted to hospital, being 3 under the admissions 
for the preceding week; 8 were discharged, there were 3 deaths, and 50 cases 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Seven cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 14 cases were discharged 
there was one death, and 62 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week 

Twenty-seven cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, 26 cases were discharged 
there was one death, and 172” cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Une case of typhus was admitted to hospital, 3 were discharged, there was one 
death, and 12 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Nine cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 10 were discharged, there were 
4 deaths, and.28. cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 3 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 6 patients were discharged, and 12 cases remained under treatment at the end 


of the week. 
ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 
The mortality last week in 76 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 18°8), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18°5 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 22°6 per 1,000, the rate

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TaBue LI.) 
Sir John Moore, M.D., F-R.C.P.I., F.R.Mer.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 10th 
January, 1903 :— . 


“The record is again one of extremely unsettled, stormy, wet weather, with alternate warm and cold 
spells, clouds and gloom. Frequent an deep atmospheric depressions swept northeastwards along the 
seaboard of North-Western Europe, causing sudden changes of temperature, gales, and abundant falls of 
rain, sleet, and snow. OnSunday morning a large depression was central near the Shetland Islands. 
where the barometer was down to 29 inches, AS.W.to W. gale had blown in the early morning, but the 
day was fine in the Dublin district, owing merely to the approach of a new disturbance to the mouth of 
St. George's Channel. This system caused heavy rains in England and Wales followed by floods on 
Monday inthe Thames Valley. Owing to the depression moving northwestwards, Ireland in turn came 
under its influence, and rain fell heavily on Monday, temperature rising fast in the evening with the 
coming of the S.W. wind. At8a.m. of Tuesday the depression was found over the N.W. and N. of Ireland. 
Twenty-four hours later it lay over the South of Scotland, the barometer being as low as 28°74 inches at 
Leith. Thursday was at first fair and frosty in Ireland because of an uniform distribution of pressure 
between the northern depression and a new one approaching from S.W. The latter ultimately caused a 
severe snow storm followed by a downpour of rain. As it passed eastwardson Saturday rain, sleet and 
snow again fell in large quantities and the wind blew a fresh or strong gale from N.N.E. In Dublin the 
mean height of the barometer was 29'347 inches, pressure varying between 28'832 inches about 2 a.m. of 
Wednesday (wind, S.), and 29700 inches at 9 a.m. of Thursday (wind, W.S.W.). The corrected mean tem- 
perature was 41'°8°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 pm. was 406°. The screened 
thermometers rose to 62°1° on Tuesday,and fell to 30° on Thursday. The duration of bright sunshine 
was estimated at only 6 hours. The dominant wind was S.W. Rain (or sleet and snow) fell daily to 
the large amount of 1'826 inches, ‘577 inch being measured on Thursday and ‘563 inch on Monday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Utlice, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°372 inches. The highest reading (29°731) was on 
Thursday at 9 a.m., air calm, and the lowest (29028) on Friday at 9 p.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 39:4°, being 0-1° under the average for the 
corresponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902, The temperature was highest on Tuesday, on 
which day the thermometer registered 51:1°, and was lowest on Thursday, the mercury 
having fallen to 243. _ The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 39°59, and of 
the Wet Bulb 38°3°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘90, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 3°6 hours. 
The rainfall measured 1-840 inches. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 46°5°, the maximum 53°99, and 
the minimum 35°0°; at Glasgow the maximum was 489°, the minimum 28-0°, and the 
mean 37°3°; and at Edinourgh the maximum was 46°6°, the minimum 29 6°, and the mean 
37°5. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:95 inch; at Glasgow 0°92 inch ; and at 
Edinburgh 2:27 inches.*

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases ft registered in the 22 districts during last 
week* were equal to an annual rate of 2°3 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in 
fourteen of the districts to 12'3 in Drogheda, the 12 deaths from all causes registered in 
that district including 3 from whooping-cough. Among the 178 deaths from all causes 
registered in Belfast are 12 from measles, one from typhus, one from whooping-cough, 2 
from diphtheria, one from enteric fever, and 3 from diarrhea.

{in the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
189—99 boys and 90 girls; and the deaths to 227-.104 maies and 123 females. 
DEATHS. 
The deaths registered represent an annual rate of mortality of 31:2 in every 1,000 

of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 9) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 30:0 per 1,000. During the 
two weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 29°8, and was 1'3 below 

the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1893-1902.

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Measles caused 3 deaths; in the preceding 4 weeks the deaths were 9,7, 9, and 2 
respectively. Scarlet fever and typhus fever each caused one death, influenza caused 4 
deaths, whooping-cough caused 2 deaths, diphtheria caused 6 deaths, and enteric fever 
caused 5 deaths. 

Tuberculous disease caused 36 deaths. This figure includes 2 deaths from tuberculous 
phthisis, 24 deaths from phthisis, 2 deaths from tuberculous meningitis, 2 deaths from 
tuberculous peritonitis, one death from tabes mesenterica, and 5 deaths from other forms 
of the disease. 

One death was due to carcinoma, and 5 deaths to malignant disease, ‘‘ cancer.” 

There were 17 deaths from diseases of the nervous system, including 9 deaths (8 of 
children under 5 years) registered from convulsions. 

Diseases of the heart and blood-vessels caused 37 deaths. 

There were 45 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system. This number is equal 
to an annual rate of 6°2 per 1,000 of the population of the Dublin Registration Area ; 
the annual average rate for the corresponding period of the past 10 years was 8:2 per 


1,000. The total (45) includes 34 deaths from bronchitis, 5 deaths from broncho-pneu- 


monia, and 3 deaths from pneumonia. 

Shere were 7 deaths due to accidental causes. This figure includes 5 deaths from 
burns, scalds, all of persons under 20 years of age. 

In 11 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 8 children under one 
year old and the deaths of 2 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Sixty-one of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (36 being infants under one year, of whom 9 were under »ne month old), 
and 68 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 31 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 14 were octogenarians. 

Ninety-six of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 25 took place in the North Dublin Union W ork- 
house and 14 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 

The following are the principai features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed.

1,000. Scarlet fever, enteric fever, and influenza, each caused one death. There were 6 deaths from 
tuberculous diseases, and 8 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, including one death from 
pbroncho-pneumonia. F 

No.z North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (25) are equivalent to an annual rate of 433 
per 1,000. Measles and diphtheria each caused one death, there were 4 deaths from tuberculous 
diseases, also 8 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, including 4% deaths from broncho- 
pneumonia, and one death from pneumonia; one death occurred from accidental violence. 

No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—‘Ihe deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 280 per 
1,000. Influenza, measles, typhus fever, and enteric fever each caused one death ; there were 3 deaths 
from tuberculous diseases, and one death from disease of the respiratory system,

Hight cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 2 cases were discharged, 
there were 2 deaths, and 66 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week, 

Twenty-eight cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, 21 cases were discharged, 
there were 2 deaths, and 177* cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Seven cases of typhus were discharged, from hospital, and 5 cases remained 
under treatment at the close of the week. j 

Eight cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 3 were discharged, there 
were 3 deaths, and 30 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week, 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 6 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 2 patients were discharged, and 16 cases remained under treatment at the end

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METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE 1.) 
Sir John Moore, M.pD., F.R.C.P.I., F.R.MET.Soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 17th 
January, 1903 :— 


“Extremely cold weather held during the greater part of this week, but on Friday and Saturday an 
Atlantic Bapeesane spread over Ireland, causing a rise of temperature indeed but severe southerly gales 
and rain. By 8 a.m. of Sunday, the cyclonic system, which had caused a strong northerly gale, sleet and 
snow on the east coast of Ireland the previous day, was central near Cherbourg, having travelled in a 
§.S.E. direction from the Isle of Man during the preceding 24 hours. It was also rapidly filling up. In its 
train came northerly winds and sharp frost, first to Ireland afterwards to Great Britain. At 8 am. of 
Sunday the thermometer read 29° in Dublin, but stood as high as 46° in Berlin and 50° at Frankfirt. A 
succession of very cold days followed—Tuesday morning finding temperature down in Dublin to 257° in 
the screen and to 22°3° on the ground, with calms or a light westerly land breeze and smoke fog. An 
easterly wind sprang up in the forenoon of that day, and this raised the temperature along the east coast 
of Ireland, while it fell along the Welsh coast, where the wind was off theland. The wind presently drew 
into S.E. in Ireland and freshened, but remained easterly and light in England, where keen frost set in, 
the thermometer falling to 18° at Loughborough and 20° at Penrith and Bath early on Wedneiday. At 
that time the distribution of temperature was curious—Bodé, in Norway (Lat. 67 degs.) reporting 41°, 
while Nice on the sunny Riviera had 29°. On Thursday and Friday a large anticyclone, in which the 
barometer ultimately rose above 309 inches, was central over the Scandinavian Peninsula, whereas a 
cyclonic system lay off the West of Ireland, spreading eastwards and causing storm and rainas mentioned 
above. This system retreated on Saturday, leaving dull, damp weather in Ireland. In Dublin the mean 
height of the barometer was 30 234 inches, pressure rising to 30°544 inches at 9 a.m. of Wednesday (wind, 
S.E.) and falling to 29877 inches at 9 p.m.of Friday (wind strong to a gale from S.S.E.). The corrected 
mean temperature was 346°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 33°9°. The screened 
thermometers fell to 257° on Tuesday and rose to 427° on Saturday. Rain fell on three days to the amount 
of ’324 inch, ‘202 inch being recorded on Friday. Bright sunshine was calculated to prevail for 15 hours. 
The dominant wind wasS.S.E. Hailand snow fell on Sunday, hail on Tuesday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°237 inches. The highest reading (30-563) was on 
Wednesday at 9 a.m., wind S. E., and the lowest (29°906) on Friday at 9 p.m., wind S.E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 32°3°, being 7:4° under the average for the 
corresponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902, The temperature was highest on Saturday, on 
which day the thermometer registered 42°1°%, and was lowest on Tuesday, the mercury 
having fallen to 20°6°. ‘The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 32:39, and of 
the Wet Bulb 31:2°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘86, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 16°5 hours, 
The rainfall measured °163 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 301°, the maximum 37:09, and 
the minimum 23°6°; at Glasgow the maximum was 37°4°, the minimum 15°0°, and the 
mean 25°7°; and at Edin:.urgh the maximum was 34°6°, the minimum 21°6°, and the mean 
28°6°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°21 inch; at Glasgow 0°00 inch; and at 
Edinburgh 9-00 inch.*

‘The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered* last week in 
the Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-one priacipal provincial Urban Districts 
of Ireland was 28°6 per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes 
of these Returns, is estimated at 1,093,289. The deaths registered in each of the 
past four weeks, and during the whole of that period, in the several Districts, alpha- 
batically arranged, corresponded to the following annual rates per 1,000 :—

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases { registered in the 22 districts during last 
week* were equal to an annual rate of 2°1 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
thirteen of the districts to 12°3 in Drogheda, the 9 deaths from all causes registered in 
that district including one from measles and 2 from whooping-cough. ‘The 174 deaths 
from all causes in Belfast include 9 from measles, 4 from whooping-cough, one from 
enteric fever, and 3 from diarrhea; and the 26 deaths registered in Limerick from all 
causes include 6 from measles and one from diarrhea. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA, 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
- 200—106 boys and 94 girls; and the deaths to 211-—.103 maies and 108 females. 


DEATHS. 

The deaths registered represent an annuai rate of mortality of 29:0 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 28°1 per 1,000. During the 
three weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 29°5, and was 1°8 below 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1893-1902.

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One death from small-pox was registered. One death was registered from measles ; 
_in the preceding 4 weeks the deaths registered were 7, 9, 2, and 3 respectively. There 
were 2 deaths from scarlet fever, 2 deaths from influenza, 3 deaths from diphtheria, 3 
deaths from enteric fever, and one death from diarrhea. 

Tuberculous disease caused 34 deaths. This number includes one death from tubercu- 
lous phthisis, 28 deaths from phthisis, and 4 deaths from tuberculous meningitis. 

Three deaths were registered from carcinoma, one death from sarcoma, and 4 deaths 
from malignant disease, “ cancer.” 

There were 28 deaths from diseases of the nervous system, including 12 deaths from 
convulsions. Ot the latter 1i deaths were of children under 5 years of age. 

Diseases of the heart and blood-vessels caused 36 deaths. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 50 deaths. This number is equal to an 
annual rate of 6-9 per 1,000 of the population of the Dublin Registration Area; the 
annual average rate for the corresponding week of the past 10 years is 7:7 per 1,000. 
Bronchitis caused 38 deaths, broncho-pneumonia caused 2 deaths, and pneumonia caused 
8 deaths. 

Four deaths were due to accidental violence, 

In 7 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 5 children under one 
year old and the deaths of 2 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Forty-nine of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (31 being infants under one year, of whom 11 were under one month old), 
and 65 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 25 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 1] were octogenarians, and one (a female) was stated to have been aged 90 years. 

Ninety of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 23 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house, 19 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 3 in the Rathdown Union Work- 
house. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ILI. and VIT.} 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 28'1 per 1,000; the rate in 
the City was 295 (North City Districts, 30:1, South, 28°9), and in the Urban Districts 23°1 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases* in the entire Area equal anannual rate of 1'4poar 1,000 
inhabitants, the rate for the Oity being 16 (21 in the North City Districts, and 11 in tne South), 
and for the Urban Districts 0°6 per 1,000. 

No.1 North City District, Hast (Olarence-street, North).—The deaths (13) are equal to an aunual rate 
ot 43°9 per 1,000. There was one death from influenza, 2 deaths were due to phthisis, and 2 deaths 
were caused by diseases of the respiratory system. ' 

_y No.1 North City District, West (Summer-nill).—'Lhe deaths (22) are equal to an annual rate of 29°3 per 

1,000. Measles caused one death, phthisis caused one death. There were 4 deaths from diseases of the 
respiratory system, including 2 deaths from pnewmonia, and one death was due to accidental violence. 

No.2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (28) are equivaient to «n annual rate ot 48°5 
per 1,000. Small-pox caused one death, diphtheria caused one death, enteric fever caused 2 deaths ; 
there were 3 deaths from phthisis, 8 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, and one death 
from accidental violence. 

No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 46°3 per 
1,000. There was one death from diphtheria, there were 3 deaths from phthisis, and 4 deaths from 
diseases of the respiratory system. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week 
are :—Clontarf and Howth, No, 1, part of, 10°8 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 
1, part of, 15°6; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 31'3. 

No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 22°8 per 
1,000. Scarlet fever and diphtheria each caused one death; 6 deaths were due to phthisis, there was 
Sea) death from bronchitis, and one death from pneumonia. There was one death from accidental 
violence. 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street)—The deaths (10) are equal to an annual rate of 30°5 per 
1,000. Phthisis and tubercoulous meningitis each caused one death ; there were 4 deaths from diseases 
of the respiratory system. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-strest)—The deaths (27) are equal to an annual rate of 331 per 
1,000. There was one death from diarrhea, there were 3 deaths from phthisis, and one death from 
tuberculous phthisis ; there were 10 deaths from diseas-s of the respiratory system, including one 
death from pnewmonia. 

No.4 South City District (Grand Canal-street),—The deaths (21) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
31'2 per 1,000. There were 2 deaths from pjhthisis, and 7 deaths from diseases of the respiratory 
system, including 2 deaths from pneumonia; there was one death from accidental violence. 

New Kilmainham District—The deaths (4) are equal to an annual rate of 23°5 per 1,000. 

Urban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Rathmines and Rathgar, 17'3 per 1,000 inhabitants; Pembroke, 220; Blackrock, 41:7; and Kings- 
town, 266. The only doath from any of the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these districts 
was from scarlet fever for Pembroke.

Six cases of measies were admitted to hospital, being one under the admission 
for the preceding week; 10 were discharged, and 36 cases remained under treat— 
ment at the close of the week. 

Fifteen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 10 cases were discharged 
and 71 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Twenty-three cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, 32 cases were discharged, 

there was one death, and 167* cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Hight cases of typhus were admitted to hospital, 3 were discharged, and 10 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. | 

Eight cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 5 were discharged, there 
was one death, and. 32 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

In* addition to the above-named diseases, 3 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 3 patients were discharged, there were 3 deaths, and 13 cases remained under 
treatment at the end of the week. 

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. _ : 
_ The mortality last week in 76 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 20°9), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 20°1 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 24°6 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 27:1, and for Edinburgh 21°4.

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METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see Tasue lI.) 
Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.B.Met.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 24th 
January, 1903 :— 


“Atlantic weather took the place of the bitter ‘Continental’ cold of the previous week, and southerly 
to westerly winds of varying strength, clouds and frequent rain prevailed. The large anticyclone 
described in last week’s Report, and in which the barometer rose to 31°02 inches at Memel on the Baltic 
on the morning of Saturday, Jaauary 17, was still traceable over Germany and Austria up to Friday, but 
throughout the week a cyclonic distribution of pressure was found over Western Europe. Sunday was 
in Dublin fair and mild after a cloudy, foggy morning. A depression, which had caused rain and storm 
during the previous two days anda wonderful ‘silver thaw’ in London on the evening of Saturday, 
January 17, was passing out again over the Atlantic. But the fine weather was shortlived, and the 
following two days proved dull, mildand damp. In England dense and persistent fogs prevailed at this 
time, and on Tuesday morning the thermometer sank locally to 20° at Nairn in the North of Scotland. 
Wednesday found a series of V-shaped depressions edging in over Ireland and Scotland from the Atlantic. 
Rain fell in large quantities in most parts of Ireland and Wales connected with these disturbances—1'v2 
inches been measured at Valentia, and ‘90 inch at Roche’s Point, Cork, on Thursday morning, and ‘72 inch 
at Holyhead on Friday morning. A S.W. gale occurred early on Saturday morning, but this day was in 
Dublin very fine untilevening. At Munich the frost was unbroken during the week, the minima being 
$°, 0°,—1°,—19, 1°, 8° and 5° respactively. » In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30°017 inches, 
pressure ranging between 30247 inches at9a.m.and 9 p.m.of Tuesday (wind, easterly) and 29°762 inches 
at 9a.m. of Thursday (wind, 8.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 445°. The mean dry bulb 
reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 439°. The screened thermometers fell to 37:19 on Sunday and Friday and 
rose to d51'8° on Saturday. The prevalent winds were at first S.H., afterwards S.W. The duration of 
bright sunshine was estimated at 12\hours. .Rain fell on five days tothe amount of ‘479 inch, ‘238 inch 
* being measured on Thursday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°033 inches. ‘The highest reading (30-271) was on 
Tuesday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°779) on Thursday at 9 a.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 42:2°, being 0-4° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the 10 years 1893-}902, ‘The temperature was highest on Saturday, on 
which day the thermometer registered 50°79, and was lowest on Sunday, the mercury 
having fallen to 30°9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 42°5°, and of 
the Wet Bulb 41:19. The mean humidity of the air was ‘90, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 13:1 hours, 
The rainfall measured °538 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 404°, the maximum 48°99, and 
the minimum 33°3°; at Glasgow the maximum was 48'8°, the minimum 27°6°, and the 
mean 38'0°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 46°3°, the minimum 22°8°, and the mean 
37-49, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°36 inch; at Glasgow 0°79 inch; and at 
Edinburgh 0°41 inch.*

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases { registered in the 22 districts during last 
week* were equal to an annual rate of 2°7 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
eleven of the districts to 10°6 in Tralee, the 8 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district including one from scarlet fever and one from diarrhea. Among the 180 deaths 
from all causes registered in Belfast are 13 from measles, 3 from scarlet fever, one from 
typhus, 6 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, one from simple fever, and 4 from 
enteric fever. The 26 deaths in Cork from all causes include one from scarlet fever, 
one from enteric fever, and one from diarrhea. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA, 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 


187—107 boys and 80 girls; and the deaths to 187—.90 maies and 97 females. 


DEATHS. 

‘The deaths registered represent an annuai rate of mortality of 25°7 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 24°8 per 1,000. During the 
four weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 28°6, and was 2'2 below 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1893-1902.

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There were 3 deaths from scarlet fever; 3 deaths from influenza, one death from 
diphtheria, 2 deaths from enteric fever, and 7 deaths from diarrhea, dysentery. No death 
from measles, small-pox, or whooping-cough was registered. 

There were 27 deaths from tuberculous disease, namely :—One death from tuberculous 
phthisis, 17 deaths from phthisis, one death from tuberculous meningitis, one death from 
tabes mesenterica, and 7 deaths from other forms of the disease. 

Two deaths from carcinoma and 3 deaths from malignant disease, ‘‘ cancer,” were 
registered. 

There were 14 deaths from diseases of the nervous system. This number includes 
the deaths of 6 children (under 5 years of age) from convulsions. 

Diseases of the heart and blood-vessels caused 28 deaths. 

The deaths trom diseases of the respiratory system, 44 in number, equal an annual rate 
of 6'i per 1,000 of the population of the Dublin Registration Area ; the annual average 
rate for the corresponding period of the past 10 years is 6-9 per 1,000. The total (44) 
includes 29 deaths from bronchitis, 3 deaths from broncho-pneumonia, and 8 deaths from 
pneumonia. 

Five deaths were due to accidental causes, two of the five being caused by poisonous 
vapours, 

iia 12 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 6 infants under one 
year old and the deaths of 2 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Fifty-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
& years of age (27 being infants under one year, of whom 14 were under vne month old), 
and 50 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 24 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 8 were octogenarians, and 2 (females) were stated to have been aged 92 and 100 
years respectively. 

Seventy-two of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 17 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 18 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for — 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which — 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ILI. and VII. ] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 24°8 per 1,000; the rate in 
the City was 26°8 (29°4 oft the North side, and 23'0 on the South), and in the Urban Districts 190. 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 1°4 per 1,000 
inhabitants, the rate for the Uity being 1°6 (1°4 in the North City Districts, and 18 in tne South), 
4&na for the Urban Districts 0°6 per 1,000. 

No.1 North City District, East (Olarence-street, North).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate — 
of 202 ver 1,000. There was one death from scarlet fever, one death was due to phthisis, and one 
Aeath to tabes mesenterica, pneumonia caused one death, and one accidental death was registered. 

No. i North City District, West (Summer-hill).—‘'he deaths (29) are equal to an annual rate of 38°6 per 
1,000. Scarlet fever caused one death, dysentery caused one death, phthisis caused 2 deaths, and 
diseases of the respiratory system caused 9 deaths. 

No.2 North City District (Lisburn-street)—The deaths (20) are equivalent to an annual rate of 346 

er 1,000. Three deaths were due to phthisis, and one death was caused by tuberculous meningitis. 

here were 6 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, including one death from broncho= 
pneumonia and 2 deaths from pneumonia. 

No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 31'3 per 
1,000, Influenza and diarrhoea each caused one death, phthisis caused 2 deaths, and diseases of the 
respiratory system caused 6 deaths, including one death from broncho-pneumonia and 2 deaths from 
pneumonia. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week 
are :—Clontarf and Howth, No, 1, part of, 10°8 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 
1, part of, 10°4; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 23°. 

No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 21'4 per 
1,000. Three deaths were caused by diarrhea, and 2 deaths were caused by phthisis ; diseases of the 
tespiratory system caused 5 deaths, 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street)—The deaths (6) are equal to an annual rate of 183 per 
1,000. There were 2 deaths from tuberculous disease, and one death from bronchitis. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (24) are equal to an annual rate of 294 per 
1,000. Diphtheria caused one death, diarrhawa caused one death, tuberculous disease caused 4 deaths, 
and diseases of the respiratory system caused 8 deaths, including 2 deaths from pneumonia. 

No.4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
19°3 per 1,000. There was one death from pihthisis, there were 5 deaths from diseases of the heart 
and blood-vessels, one death from bronchitis, and one death due to accidental causes. 

New Kilmainham District—The deaths (4) are equal to an annual rate of 23°5 per 1,000. 

Urban Districts The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recordea last week are :— 
Rathmines and Rathgar, 188 per 1,000 inhabitants; Pembroke, 180; Blackrock, 179; and Kings- 
town, 23'7.

Table XI. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the 
Dublin Hospitals during the week ended 31st January, 1903. 

From this it appears that :— 

One case of small-pox was admitted to hospital during the week, and 2 cases 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Seven cases of measles were admitted to hospital, being one over the admissions 
for the preceding week; 8 were discharged, and 35 cases remained under treat- 
ment at the close of the week. 

Eleven cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 24 cases were discharged, there 
was one death, and 57 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Thirty-four cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, 35 cases were discharged, 
there were 3 deaths, and 163* cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Seven cases of typhus were admitted to hospital, and 17 remained under treat 
ment at the close of the week. 

Seven cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 8 were discharged, there 
was one death, and 30 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 6 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 2 patients were discharged, and 17 cases remained under treatment at the 


end of the week. 
ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 
The mortality iast week in 76 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 17°7), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 18°1 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 21°3 per 1,000, the rate

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see Tanue II.) 
Sir John Moore, M.D., F.8.¢.P.1., F.R.MET.soc,, has favoured ‘the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 31st 
January, 1903 :— . | 


“A week of brave and blustering ‘south-westess brought January, 1903, to aclose. Oomparatively 
little rain fellin or near Dublin, and temperature ru ec much above the average. All through the week 
the barometer stood high—often at 30°6 inches or vpwards—over the South of France and the Iberian 
Peninsula ; whereas large and deep depressions skirted the shores of North-Western Europe in their 
passage north-eastwards across the Atlantic and Norwegian Sea. Baric gradients for 8.W. winds were 
very steep over the British Isles, and the wind consequently blew from the point named with great 
strength, gales being felt from time to time at all exposed and coast stations. Very little frost was 
reported except from the Gulf of Bothnia, and the central regions of the Franco-Spanish anticyclone. 
On Monday a good deal of rain fell in Ireland, Wales and the South of Scotland, on Tuesday a stilllarger 
amount was reported from the South of England, ‘48 inch being measured in London. The barometric 
chart for Friday morning showed the remarkable’ difference of 2°3t inches in atmospheric pressure 
between Bodé, in Norway (28°35 inches), and Lyons, in the S.E. of France (30°69 inches), On Saturday a 
depression came in more directly over Ireland from the Atlantic, causing heavy showers after several 
days of dry but squally weather. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°860 inches, the range 
being from 30'233 inches at 9 a.m. of Thursday (wind, 8.W. by W.) to 29°057 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday 
(wind, S:8S.W.). ‘The corrected mean temperature was 484°, the mean dry bulb reading at9a.m.and 9 

.m. being 47°3°. The screened thermomeiers rose to 559° on Monday and fell to 39°3° on Wednesday. 

the duration of bright sunshine was estimated at 17 hours. S.W. winds prevailed throughout. Rain fell 
on two days to.the amount of ‘384 inch, ‘219 inch being measured on Monday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean heizht of 
the barometer during the week was 29°875 inches. ‘The highest reading (80°249) was on 
Thursday at-9 a.m., wind S. \V’., and the lowest (29:08!) on Saturday at 9 p.m., wind S. 

The mean temperature for the week was 46°7°, being 49° over the average for the 


corresponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902. The temperature was highest on Sunday and. 


Monday, which days the thermometer registered 54°2°, and was lowest on Wednesday, 
the mercury having fallen to 37:°9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 46°2° 
and of the Wet Bulb 43°79. The mean humidity of the air was ‘83, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 15:0 
hours. .The:rainfall measured °485 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 46°7°, the maximum 52°69, and 
the minimum 39°3°; at Glasgow the maximum was 53°5°, the minimum 39°2°, and the 
mean 45°8°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 53:5°, the minimum 38°5°, and the mean 
45:29, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°37 inch; at Glasgow 1°40 inches ; and at 
Edinburgh 1-04 inches.* . 0,08 am

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases {registered in the 22 districts during last 
week* were equal to an annual rate of 1°5 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
twelve of the districts to 11-4 in Newtownards, the 6 deaths from all causes in that dis- 
trict including 2 from whooping-cough. Of the 155 deaths from all causes in Beltast 
3 were from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, one from simple

DEATHS. 

The deaths registered represent an annuai rate of mortality of 27°8 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 10) of pergons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 26°4 per 1,000. During the 
five weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 28°4, and was 2:2 below 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1893-1902.

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There were 3 deaths from scarlet fever. In the 4 weeks preceding the deaths from 
this disease had been 2, one, 2 and 3 respectively. There was one death from influenza ; 
there were 3 deaths from whooping-cough and 3 deaths from diphtheria; in the preced- 
ing 4 wecks deaths from the latter disease were 3, 6,3 and one respectively. There 
was one death from diarrhea, and not one death from small-pox, measles, typhus fever, 
or enteric fever. 

Thirty-two deaths were tabulated as being due to tuberculous disease. ‘These include — 
2 deaths from tuberculous phthisis, 19 deaths from phthisis, 4 deaths from tuberculous 
meningitis, one death from tuberculous peritonitis, and one death from tabes mesenterica. 

One death was due to carcinoma, 2 deaths to sarcoma, and one death to malignant 
disease, *‘ cancer.” 

Of 16 deaths attributed to diseases of the nervous system, 8 deaths were registered as 
convulsions, the latter being in all cases children under 5 years of age. 

There were 32 deaths from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels. 

The deaths (59) trom diseases of the respiratory system are equal to an annual rate of 
8'1 per 1,000 of the population of the Dublin Registration Area; the annual average 
rate for the corresponding period of the past 10 years is 7°5 per 1,000. ‘There were 37 
deaths from bronchitis, 2 deaths from croupous pneumonia, 4 deaths from broncho- 
pneumonia, and 11 from pneumonia. 

Two deaths were due to violence from accidental causes. 

In 10 instances the cause of death was ‘uncertified,’ there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 7 children under 5 
years of age (including 6 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 2 persons aged 
60 years and upwards. 

Sixty-four of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (42 being infants under one year, of whom 16 were under vne month old), 
and 57 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 25 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 8 were octogenarians, and 8 (females) were stated to have been aged 90, 90, and 
91 years respectively. 

Seventy-seven of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 22 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 15 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. . 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ILI. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 264 per 1,000; the rate in — 
the City was 29'7 (28'7 in the North City Districts, and 30°7 in the South), and in the Urban Districts 15'2. 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases* in tne entire Area equal an annual rate of 1°2 per 1,000 
inhabitants, the rate for the VUity being 1°6 (1'0 in the North City Districts, and 2°32 in tue South), 
ana for the Urban Districts 0°0 per 1,00UU. 

No.1 North City District, East (Olarence-street, North).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate 
ot 25° per 1,000.

1,000. Diarrhea caused one death, tuberculous disease caused 4 deaths, and diseases of the respiratory 
system caused 10 deaths. 

No.2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to an annual rate of 260 
per 1,000. Tuberculous disease caused 2 deaths, and diseases ot the respiratory system caused 6 
deaths, including one death from broncho-pneumonia and one death from pneumonia. 

No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).— The deaths 19) represent an annual rate of 313 per 
1,000. Scarlatina and diphtheria each caused one death, phthisis caused 2 deaths, and diseases of the 
respiratory system caused 7 deaths, including 5 deaths from pnewmonia.

Ten cases of measles were admitted to hospital, being 3 over the admissions for 
the preceding week; 16 were discharged, and 29 cases remained under treatment 
at the close of the week. 

Six cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 11 cases were discharged, and 52 
cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

_ Thirty-one cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, 20 cases were discharged, 
there were 3 deaths, and 171* cases remained under treatment at the close of the week:

Six cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 10 were discharged, there 
was one death, and 25 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week.

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METEOROLOGY. 


_ (For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 

Sir John Moore, M.D. F.B.C.P.I., F.R.MET.8oc,, has favoured the Registrar-General, 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 7th 
February, 1903 :— 

“Atlantic weather prevailed throughout this week—that is, blustering winds from westerly points of 
the compass, high temperatures for the time of year, and clouds and showers, Sunday, however, was a 
very cold and inclement day, with frequent showers of snow and sleet. These conditions were connected 
with, and caused by, the passage across the British Isles of a large and deep V-shaped depression, which 
at 8a.m. of Sunday was central between the Orkneys and Shetlands, the-barometer being as low as 28°73 
inches at Sunburgh Head (Shetlands), 28°75 inches at Aberdeen, and 28°77 inches at Wick. At Lisbon the 
barometer at the same time stood at 30°34 inches, so that gradients were steep over Western Europe. 
Cold, rough weather held throughout Sunday, the thermometer not rising above 38°0° in Dublin during 
the day, although it had been as high as 48'8° late on Saturday night, while the wind was still 8.W. As 
this disturbance traveiled away to the eastward, an anticyclone spread in over Ireland from the Atlantic, 
bringing mild westerly winds and finally clouded skies. On and after Wednesday ever-deepening 
depressions continued_to arrive off our north-western shores, baric gradients from 8.W. winds being 
particularly steep on Friday and Saturday, when stiff S.W. gales prevailed, accompanied by intermittent 
rain. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29'929 inches, pressure ranging between 29'233 
inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, W.), and 30'253 inches at 9a.m. of Tuesday (wind, W.S.W.). The mean 
temperature was 467°, and the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 453°. The screened 
thermometers fell to 33°8° on Monday and rose to 568° on Saturday. The estimated duration of sunshine 
was 11 hours. South-westerly winds prevailed. Rain fell on four days to the amount of ‘171 inch, ‘050 
inch being recorded on Friday.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29-948 inches. The highest reading (30-262) was on 
Tuesday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°252) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind W.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 44°6°, being 4-9° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902, ‘The temperature was highest on Saturday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 55°72, and was lowest on Monday, the 
mercury having fallen to 31:4°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 44:62 
and of the Wet Bulb 42°4°. The mean humidity of the air was -84, complete saturation 
being Bataan by 1:0. ‘The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 13°] 
hours. The rainfall measured :270 inch. . 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 42°5°, the maximum 52°19, and 
the minimum 30°7°; at Glasgow the maximum was 56°6°, the minimum 33°5°, and the 
mean 45°5°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 53°3°, the minimum 31°3°, and the mean 
431°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:22 inch; at Glasgow 0°19 inch; and at 
Edinburgh 1:02 inches.*

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases f registered in the 22 districts during last 
week* were equal to an annual rate of 2°4 per i,000. the rates varying from 0:0 in 
eleven of the districts to 16:0 in Dundalk, the 5 deaths from all causes in that district 
including 2 from measles and 2 from whooping-cough. Among the 142 deaths from all 
causes registered in Belfast are 10 from measles, 4 from whooping-cough, 3 from enteric 
fever, and 4 from diarrhea. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA, : 


. In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
206—118 boys and 88 girls; and the deaths to 193—.92 maies and 101 females. 


DEATHS. 

The deaths registered represent an annuai rate of mortality of 26°6 in every 1,000 
of the popuiation; omitting the deaths (numbering 11) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 25:0 per 1,000. During the 
six weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 28°1, and was 2°3 below 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1893-1902. 

Two deaths from measles were registered, no deaths from this disease having been 
registered in the 2 weeks preceding. There were 3 deaths from scarlatina; in the 4 
weeks preceding the deaths had been one, 2, 3, and 3 respectively. There were 2 deaths 
from influenza, 3 deaths from whooping-cough, and one death from diphtheria ; deaths

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from the latter disease in the preceding 4 wecks had been 6, 3, one, and 3 respectively. 
Enteric fever, which in the preceding 4 weeks had caused 5, 3, 2, and 0 deaths respec- 
tively, in the week under review caused one death. Four deaths from diarrheal diseases 
were registered, one death from acute parotitis was registered, and not one death from 
smallpox or typhus fever was recorded. 

The number of deaths from tuberculous disease (43) comprise one death from tubercu- 
lous phthisis, 27 deaths from phthisis, 6 deaths from tuberculous meningitis, one death 
from tuberculous peritonitis, one death from tabes mesenterica, and 7 deaths from other 
forms of tuberculous disease. 

Six deaths were attributed to malignant disease, “ cancer.” 

There were 16 deaths from diseases of the nervous system, including 5 deaths from 
convulsions of children under one year. 

There were 19 deaths from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels. 

There were 41 deaths trom diseases of the respiratory system, including 26 deaths 
from bronchitis, 2 deaths from broncho-pneumonia, and 7 deaths from pneumonia. The 
total (41) is equal to an annual rate of 5°6 per 1,000 of the population of the Dublin 
Registration Area, the annual average rate for the corresponding period of the past 10 
years being 7:7 per 1,000. 

Two deaths were due to accidental violence, and one death by suicide occurred. 

In 10 instances the cause of death was: “ uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 6 children under one 
year of age and the deaths of 3 persons aged 60 years and upwards, 

Fifty of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 years 
of age (27 being infants under one year, of whom 4 were under one month old), and 48 
were aged 60 years and upwards, including 24 persons aged 70 and upwards, of whom 
11 were octogenarians. 

Seventy-two of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 18 took place in the North Dublin Union Work-

No.1 North City District, Last (Clarence-street, Nortn).—The deaths (18) are equal to an aunual rate 
,ot 33°1 ver 1,000. There was one death from whooping-cough ; there were 2 deaths from diarrhea, 
“ote death from influenza, 3 deaths from phthisis, one death from bronchitis, one death from pneu- 
monia, and one death from accident. 

No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (26) are equal to an annual rate ot 34°6 per 
1,000. Scarlet fever and diarrhwa each caused one death; phthisis caused 2 deaths, tuberculous 
meningitis caused 4 deaths, and diseases of the respiratory system 5 deaths, including one death 
from pneumonia. 

No.4 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual rate of 27°7 
per 1,000. Measles caused one death, phthisis caused 3 deaths, tuberculous meningitis caused one 
deuth, and diseases of the respiratory system caused 4 deaths. 

No. 8 North City District (Blacknall-place)—The deaths \18) represent an annual rate of 296 per 
fall Ae SED disease caused 5 deaths, bronchitis caused one death, and pneumonia caused 
one death. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week 
are :—Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 217 ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No, 1, part of, 20°8 per 1,000 
inhabitants ; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 23°5. There was one death from whooping-cough 
in the latter district. 

No. 1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 188 per 
1,000. Scarlet fever and whooping-cough each caused one death, tuberculous disease caused 4 deaths, 
bronchitis caused one death, and pneumonia caused one death. 

No, 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 36°6 per 
1,000. Tuberculous disease caused 3 deaths, diseases of the respiratory system caused 6 deaths, 
including one death each from broncho-pneumonia and pneumonia. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street)—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 23:3 per 
1,000. There was one death from epidemic enteritis, one death from influenza, 2 deaths from phthisis, 
and 4 deaths to diseases of the respiratory system, including one death from pneunronia. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street),—The deaths (17) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
252 per 1,000. Six deaths were caused by tuberculous disease of which 4 were from phthisis There 
were 5 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, including one death from pneumonia and one 
accidental death. 

New Kilmainham District—The annual death-rate represented by the deaths recorded last week is 
29°3 per 1,00 inhabitants, The 5 deaths from all causes registered include one from measles, one from 
enteric fever, and 2 from diseases of the respiratory system. 

Urban Districis.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Rathmines and Rathgar, 17'3 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Pembroke, 16:0; Blackrock, 179; and Kingstown 
17°83. The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these districts include one from 
scarlet fever for Rathmines and Rathgar, and one from diphtheria for Kingstown. There were 3 
deaths from diseases of the respiratory system registered in Rathmines and Rathgar Urban District, 
and the 8 deaths from all causes in Pembroke include 4 from diseases of the respiratory system and 
one death from suicide.

Table XI. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the 
Dublin Hospitals during the week ended 14th February, 1903. 

From this it appears that :— ; 

Six cases of small-pox were admitted to hospital during the week, and 9 remained 
under treatment at its close. 

Six cases of measies were admitted to hospital, being 4 under the admissions for 
the preceding week; 9 were discharged, there were 2 deaths, and 24 cases remained 
under treatment at the close of the week. 

Seventeen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 7 cases were discharged, 
there was one death, and 61 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Thirty-one cases of svarlatina were admitted to hospital, 27 cases were discharged, 
there were 3 deaths, and 172* cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Fifteen cases of typhus fever remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Eight cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 3 were discharged, and 
80 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 6 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 

hospital, 5 patients were discharged, and 17 cases remained under treatment at the 


end of the week.

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MBTEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see Tasie II.) 

Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.R.MET.soc., has favoured the Registrar—General, 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 14th 
February, 1903 :— 

“This was the warmest week experienced in February for very many years—the mean temperature of 
Sunday. the 8th, was 566°, or some 15° above the average for the timeof year. Until Thursday, the 
thermometer never fell below 50° by night or by day in Dublin ; only on Friday did it go below 40° in the 
sereen. fhe high temperature further was accompanied by generally dry, fine weather, rain falling only 
on Thursday and then in but small amount. Another peculiarity was the height of the barometer during 
the greater part of the week. The fact was that an anticyclone over France and a series of deep 
depressions over the Norwegian Sea and Scandinavia maintained steep gradients for S.W. and W. winds 
in Ireland and England. These winds were warm, blowing as they did off the Atlantic and anti- 
eyclonically from a low latitude. How intense were the cyclonic systems in the far north may be 
gathered from the statement that atda.m. of Sunday the barometer read only 28°36 inches at Bodé, in the 
N.W. of Norway, and again on Wednesday morning the mercury was down to 28°40 inches at Haparanda 
on the Gulf. of Bothnia—a reading no less thin 145 inches lower than that which had been recorded at 
the same station 24 hours previously. On Sunday, a secondary depression brought a downpour of rain to 
Scotlané where temperature was at the time low owing to the N. wind of the Scandinavian depression. 
On Wednesday morning the barometer read 30°73 inches at Lyons, or as much as 2°33 inches above the 
simultaneous reading at Haparanda. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 30°30) inches, the 
range being from 29850 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, W.S.W ) to 30527 inches at 9 a.m. of Friday 
(wind, also W.S.W.). The mean temperature was as high as 509°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. 
and 9 p.m. was 497°. The screened thermometers rose to 590° on Sunday and fell to 388° on Friday. 
Bright sunshine was estimated at 124 hours. The rainfail was 032 inch on two days, ‘017 inch being 
recorded on Wednesday.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°32] inches. ‘The highest reading (30°540) was on 
Friday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°865) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind W.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 49°1°, being 8-9° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902. The temperature was highest on Sunday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 57°29, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 36°0°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 48-52 
and of the Wet Bulb 46°79. The mean humidity of the air was ‘88, complete saturation 
being represented by 1°0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 9°3 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured ‘050 inch, 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 47°7°, the maximum 56°0°, and 
the minimum 36'4°; at Glasgow the maximum was 53’8°, the minimum 39°4°, and the 
mean 47:0°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 54:0°, the minimum 31°5°, and the mean 
43°8°. The rainfall at (Jreenwich measured 0:00 inch; at Glasgow 2°54 inches ; and at 
Edinburgh 1°51 inches.*

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases f registered in the 22 districts auring last 
week* were equal to an annual rate of 2°3 per 1,000. the rates varying from 0:0 in 
fourteen of the districts to 16:0 in Dundalk, the 8 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district including 4 from measles. Among the 143 deaths from all causes in Belfast are 
5 from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 2 from enteric fever, and 
4 from diarrhea. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA, 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
222—113 boys and 109 girls; and the deaths to 161—.73 maies and 88 females. 


DEATHS. 

The deaths registered represent an annuai rate of mortality of 22:2 in every 1,000 
of the popuiation; omitting the deaths (numbering 11) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 20°7 per 1,000. During the 
seven weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 27°3, and was 3°2 below 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1893-1902. 

Six deaths from measles were registered; in the week preceding 2 deaths had been

preceding the deaths were 2, 3, 3, and 3 respectively. Five deaths were due to influenza. 
and, as in the week preceding, 3 deaths from whooping-cough occurred. Diphtheria 
eaused 3 deaths; in the 4 weeks preceding deaths from this disease were 3, one, 3, 
and one respectively. ‘There was one death from enteric fever, and one from diarrhea. 
There was no death from smallpox or typhus fever. ) 

The deaths caused by tuberculous disease comprise one death from tuberculous 
phthisis, 20 deaths from phthisis, 3 deaths from tuberculous meningitis, one death from 
tabes mesenterica, and 3 deaths from other forms of the disease. 

Two deaths were attributed to carcinoma and 2 deaths to malignant disease, “ cancer.” 

Fifteen deaths were caused by diseases of the nervous system, including 6 (of children 
under 5 years of age) from convulsions. 

There were 25 deaths from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels. 

The deaths from diseases of the respiratory system were 26, which number is equal 
to an annual rate of 3°6 per 1,000 of the population of the Dublin Registration Area (in 
_ the preceding week the rate was 5:6 per 1,000), the average rate for the correspond- 
ing period of the past 10 years being 7°6 per 1,000. There were 14 deaths from bron- 
chitis, one death from broncho-pneumonia, and 7 deaths from pneumonia. 

There were 3 deatbs from accidental causes, 2 of which were due to drowning. 

In 6 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 4 children under one 


year of age and the deaths of 2 persons aged 60 years and upwards. 

Forty-nine of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 
years of age (21 being infants under one year, of whom 6 were under »ne month old), 
aud 38 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 17 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
- whom 4 were octogenarians. : | 

Sixty-five of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 8 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house, 17 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and one in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse, 

Tne following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths m Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on

inhabitants, the rate tor the Uity being 2% (31 in the North City Districts, and 18 in the South) 
anu for the Urban Districts 2°4 per 1,0uu. 

No.1 North City District, Kast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (11) are equal to ap aunual rate 
ot 202 ver 1,u0U. There was one death from influenza, phthisis caused one death, pneumonia caused 
one death, and one accidental death was registered. 

No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill)—L he deaths (18) are equal to an annual rate ot 24:0 per 
1,000. Diphtheria and enteric fever each caused one death ; 3 deaths were due to tuberculous disease, 
there were 3 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system. 

No.2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual rate of 24:2 
per 1,000. Diarrhea and influenza each caused one death, phthisis caused 3 deaths, broncho- 
pneumonia caused one death, and pnewmonia two deaths. 

No. 3 North City District (Blackhall-place).—lhe deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 32°9 per 
1,000. Measles caused 3 deaths, scarlet fever and diphtheria each caused one death, tuberculous 
disease caused 3 deaths, and diseases of the respiratory system caused 6 deaths, including one death 
from pneumonia. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week 
are :—Clontarf and Howth, No.1], part of, 108; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, part of, 15°6 per 1,000 
inhabitants ; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 78. There was one death from measles in the 
last-named district. 

‘No.1 South City District (South Harl-street).—The deaths (12) represent an annual rate of 161 per 
1,000. Scarlet fever and whooping-cough each caused one death, tuberculous disease caused 2 deaths 
end diseases of the respiratory system caused 3 deaths. : 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 366 per 
1,000. Scarlet fever and whooping-cough each caused one death, tuberculous disease caused 5 deaths 
and bronchitis caused one death, and one death was due to accidental causes, : 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate of 17'1 per 
1,000. There was one death from whooping-cough and one death from influenza ; also one death from 
phthisis ; there were 3 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system. 

No.4 South City District (Grand Canal-street)—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
237 per 1,000, ‘here were 2 deaths from tuberculous diseases, and 2 deaths from diseases of the 
respiratory system, one of which was due to pneumonia. 

New Kilmainham District—There were no deaths registered for this district during this week. 

Urban Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Rathmines and Rathgar, 12°6 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Pembroke, 20:0; Blackrock, 60; and Kingstown 
266. The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these districts include one from 
diphtheria for Rathmines, one from scarlet fever for Pembroke, 2 from measles for Kingstown.

Table XI. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the 
Dublin Hospitals during the week ended 21st February, 1903. 

From this it appears that :— 

Three cases of small-pox were admitted to hospital during the week, and 12 remained 
under treatment at its close. 

Seven cases of measles were admitted to hospital, being one over the admissions for 
the preceding week; 3 were discharged, there were 3 deaths, and 25 cases remained 

under treatment at the close of the week. 

Eleven cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 11 cases were discharged, 
there were 3 deaths, and 58 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week: 

Twenty-nine cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, 22 cases were discharged, 
there were 9 deaths, and 170* cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

One case of typhus fever was discharged; and 14 remained under treatment at the 
close of the week. 

Nine cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 2 were discharged, there were 
8 deaths, and 34 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 5 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 5 patients were discharged, there was one death, and 16 cases remained 
under treatment at the end of the week.

(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLY LL.) by 
Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F-R.MET.Soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General, Pa 


with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 21st 
February, 1903 :— 


“ Southwesterly weather again prevailed. Until Wednesday, however, it was fine, dry and quiet. On 
the afternoon of that day a sudden squall caused a veritable dust-storm in Dublin, and the remainder of 
the week was stormy. The remarkably dry conditions which have characterised February 1903 
prevailed until Thursday evening, when rain fell lightly in Dublin. Heavier downpours occurred on 
Friday evening and about midday of Saturday. At the beginning of the week the barometer was 
highest (30°2 inches) off the 8. of Ireland and over the S.W. of France. On Monday morning a ridge of 
high pressure (30°3 inches and upwards) stretched northwards from the Peninsula across Great Britain to 
the Shetlands. By Tuesday morning a well-marked anticyclone developed over France, the S.E. of 
England, Belgium, Holland and Germany, the barometer touching 30°71 inches at Brussels and Frankfiirt. 
This system held its own during the ensuing 24 hours, its presence causing sharp frost in the districts 
named—in England the thermometer fell to 27° in London, 26° at Oxford, and 25° at Bath early on 
Wednesday. Large and deep depressions now recommenced to pass north-eastwards along the shores of 
Ireland, Scotland and Norway, so that very steep gradients for S.W. winds were formed. On Friday 
morning the barometer ranged from 28°63 inches at Bodé in the N.W. of Norway, to 30°78 inches at Lyons. 
At Haparanda, on the Gulf of Bothnia, temperature rose 42° in the 24 hours ended 8 a.m. of Thursday —to 
30° from —12° Faht. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 30'129 inches, the observed range 
being from 30428 inches at 9 p.m. of Monday (wind, S.S.E.) to 29°763 inches at 9 a.m. of Saturday (wind, 
S.W.). The mean temperature was 49°0°. the mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. borne Soe 
The sereened thermometers rose to 578° on fhursday, having fallen to 414° on Wednesday. Bright ™ 
sunshine was estimated at 13 hours, including 4 hours on Wednesday. The prevalent winds were S. and . 
S.W. Rain fell on the last three days to the amount of ‘531 inch, ‘380 inch being recorded on Saturday.” 4 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°147 inches. ‘The highest reading (80-432) was on 
Monday at 9 p.m., wind S., and the lowest (29°761) on Saturday at 9 a.m., wind S.W. — 

The mean temperature for the week was 46°9°, being 7-9° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902. The temperature was highest on ‘Thursday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 57°3°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the ~ 
mercury having fallen to 337°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 47:0° 
and of the Wet Bulb 44°6°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘84, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 12°5 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured ‘728 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 44°4°, the maximum 58°39, and 
the minimum 26°2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 55’6°, the minimum 35°9°, and the 
mean 45°6°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 54°5°, the minimum 36 2°, and the mean 
44°99, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0-01 inch; at Glasgow 0°54 inch ; and at 
Edinburgh 0°73 inch.*

The average annual death-rate represented by the deaths registered* last week in 
the Dublin Registration Area and the twenty-one priacipal provincial Urban Districts 
of Ireland was 21°7 per 1,000 of their aggregate population, which, for the purposes 

of these Returns, is estimated at 1,093,289. The deaths registered in each of the 
past four weeks, and during the whole of thas period, in the several Districts, alpha-

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases { registered in the 22 districts during last 
week* were equal to an annual rate of 1°9 per 1,000. the rates varying from 0-0 in 
fourteen of the districts to 16°8 in Newry, the 10 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district including 4 from measles. Among the 148 deaths from all causes in Beltast are 
3 from measles, one from scarlet fever, one from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 
5 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea.

in the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
203 —110 boys and 93 girls; and the deaths to 195.88 maies and 107 females. 


DEATHS. 

The deaths registered represent an annuai rate of mortality of 26:8 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was. 25°9 per 1,000. During the 
eight weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 27°2, and was 3:4 below 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1893-1902. 

One death from measles was registered; in the week preceding there were 6 deaths

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from this disease. There were 3 deaths from scarlet fever; in the 4 weeks preceding 
deaths were 3, 3, 3, and 5 respectively from this disease. ‘There were 8 deaths from 
influenza and 5 deaths from whooping-cough. Diphtheria caused one death ; in the 4 
weeks preceding deaths from diphtheria were one, 3, one, and 3 respectively. ‘here was 
one death from enteric fever, and 4 deaths were registered as being due to diarrheal 
diseases. ‘There was no death from either smallpox or typhus fever. 

The deaths from tuberculous disease (36) comprise 2 deaths from tuberculous phthisis, 
23 deaths from phthisis, 3 deaths from tuberculous meningitis, 2 deaths from tuberculous 
peritonitis, one death from tabes mesenterica, and 5 deaths from other forms of the disease. 

Two deaths were attributed to carcinoma and 6 deaths to malignant disease, ** cancer.” 

Of 21 deaths assigned to diseases of the nervous system, 8 (all children under one 
year of age) were from convulsions. 

There were 28 deaths from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 33 deaths, equal to an annual rate of 4°5 per 
1,600 of the population, the average rate for the corresponding period of the past 10 years 
being 8°9 per 1,000. ‘There were 25 deaths from bronchitis, one death from broncho- 
pneumonia, and 4 deaths from pneumonia included in above total. 

Seven deaths from accidental violence were registered. 

In 12 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 10 children under one 
year of age and the death of one person aged 64 years. 

Fifty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 
years of age (31 being infants under one year, of whom 7 were under one month old), 
and 48 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 2! persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 2 were octogenarians, and one (a female) was stated to have been aged 93 years. 

Seventy-two of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 16 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house, 14 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and one in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. | 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ILI. and VIT.} 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 25°9 per 1,000 the rate in 
the City was 263 (27'0 in the North City Districts, and 25°6 in the South), and in the Urbav Districts 24°4. 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 19 per 1,000 of 
{ahabitants, the rate for the City being 2:1 (1'7 in the North City Districts, unu 26 in the South, 
ana for the Urban Districts 1‘°2 per 1,0uv. 

No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (10) are equal to an aunual rate 
ot 184 per 1,000. One death was caused by dysentery, two deaths were due to tuberculous disease ; 
diseases of the respiratory system causel 4 deaths, including one death trom broncho-pneumonia ; 
there was one accidental death. 

No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).--The deaths (24) are equal to an annual rate of 32°0 per 
1,000. There were 3 deaths from pithisis, there were 6 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, 
including 2 deaths from pneumonia. 

No.2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (15) are equivalent to «m annual rate of 26°0 
per 1,0C0. Tuberculous disease caused 5 deaths, and 2 deaths were due to bronchitis. 

No. 3 North City District;(Benburb-street)—The deaths \21) represent an annual rate of 34°6 per 
1,600. Diphtheria, enteric fever, dysentery, and diarrhwa, each cau-ed one death; tuberculous 
disease caused 4 deaths; there was one death from bronchitis, and 2 deaths from accidental violence. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week 
are':—Clontarf and. Howth, No. 1, part of, 21'7 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumceondra, No. 1, 
part of, 104 ; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 313. There was one death from influenza in the 
last-named district. 

No.1 South City District (South Karl-street).—The deaths (15) represent an annual rate of 20:1 per 
1,000. There was one death from measles, there were 2 deaths from whooping-cough, there was one 
death from phthisis, and there were 4 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system. 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street)—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 457 per 
1,000. There were 5 deaths from tuberculous disease, and there were 3 deaths from diseases of the 
respiratory system. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street),—The deaths (27) are equal to an annual rate of 33:1 per 
1,000. Whooping-cough caused 3 deaths, influenza caused one death, tuberculous disease caused 7 
deaths, and diseases of the respiratory system caused 6 deaths. including one death from pneumonia. 

No.4 South City District (Grand Canal-street)—The deaths (10) are equivalent to an annual rate of 


14°83 per 1,000. Diarrhea and influenza each caused one death, tuberculous disease caused one death, | 


diseases cf the respiratory system caused 3 deaths, including one from pneumonia, and there was one 
death from accidental violence. 

New Kilmainham District—The annual death-rate per 1,000 represented by the deaths recorded 
last week for this district was 17°6. 

Urban Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Rathmines and Rathgar, 17'3 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Pembroke, 34:1; Blackrock, 35°77; and Kingstown 
178. The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these districts comprise 2 from 
Atte’ for Pembroke, and one from influenza in each of Rathmines, Pembroke, Blackrock, and

From this it appears that :— 

Two cases of small-pox were discharged from hospital during the week, and 9 
remained under treatment at its close. 

Nine cases of measies were admitted to hospital, being 2 over the admissions for 
the preceding week; 5 were discharged, and 29 cases remained under treatment at 
the close of the week. 

Ten cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 6 cases were discharged, and 
62 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Thirty-two cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, 37 cases were discharged, 
there were 4 deaths, and 161* cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Four cases of typhus fever were discharged, and 10 remained under treatment at the 
close of the week. 

Eight cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 7 were discharged, and 35 
cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 7 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 4 patients were discharged, and 19 cases remained under treatment at the 


end of the week.

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METEOROLOGY. : 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE 11.) 
Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.R.MET.soc,, has favoured the Registrar—General, 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 28th 
February, 1903 :— 


“A week of a very tempestuous, rainy and generally unsettled character brought February, 1905, to a 
close. The period will be memorable for the violent tempest which swept across Ireland from 8.W. to J 
N.E. on the night of Thursday and early morning of Friday, and in which the wind is believed to have y' 
attained hurricane foree, or a velocity of 90 miles per hour, from time to time. Sunday broke gloomy 7 
and wet, owing to the presence over Ireland of a subsidiary to a vast depression central off the extreme 
N.W. of Norway, where the barometer stood as low as 28°32 inches. At night a rapid fallof temperature 
occurred and on Monday snow and hail squalls, accompanied by some thunder and lightning, prevailed. 
Tuesday was much warmer again, but squally owing to the arrival of another deep depression off the 
West of Ireland. After a brief respite yet another cyclonic system on Wednesday night caused S.W. 
gales, rain and much vivid lightning. But these disturbances were nothing when compared with the 
tempest which burst forth after 8 p.m. of Thursday and lasted untilafter3 a.m. of Friday. At this latter 4 
hour the barometer read:28°55 inches in Dublin, having fallen some: nine-tenths of an inch in some six : 
hours. Greater havoe was done by the tempest in Dublin than in ahy storm which had occurred since 





the memorable gale of January 6, 1839. A fine, dry day followed, with frost on Saturday morning. But A 
the respite was brief, and another subsidiary depression caused showers of slect and rain in the course ; 
of Saturday. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°424 inches, the range being from 29°798 be 
inches at 9 p.m. of Mcnday (wind, 8.W. by W.) to 28550 inches at 3 a.m. of Friday (wind, S.W.). The mean 

temperature was 43'3°. The screened thermometers rose to 568° on Sunday and fell to 317° on Saturday. * 
South-westerly winds again prevailed. Bright sunshine was estimated to last 27 hours. The rainfall \ 


amounted to 1°500 inches on 6 days, ‘644 inch being recorded on Thursday. Lightning was seen on 4 
Monday, Wednesday, Thursday and Friday.” b 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°859 inches. ‘The highest reading (29°813) was on 
Monday at 9 p.m., wind S.W., and the lowest (29:099) on Thursday at 9p.m., wind SS.E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 40°99, being 1-4° over the average for the f 
corresponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902. The temperature was highest on Sunday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 55°5°, and was lowest on Saturday, the 
mercury having fallen to 25°3°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 40:19 
and of the Wet Bulb 38°79. The mean humidity of the air was °88, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 24:4 
hours. The rainfall measured 1-040 inches. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 45°0°, the maxtmum 54°49, and 
the minimum 35°2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 52°5°, the minimum 32°89, and the 


mean 42°5°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 51°1°, the minimum 32:7”, and the mean 


39°7°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1°13 inches; at Glasgow 1°77 inches; and 
at Edinburgh 0°72 inch.* |

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases f registered in the 22 districts during last 
week* were equal to an annual rate of 1°8 per 1.000. the rates varying from 0:0 in 
fifteen of the districts to 25:2 in Newry, the 9 deaths from all causes in that district include 
ing 5 from measles and one from diphtheria. Among the 160 deaths from all causes in 
Belfast 4 were from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 2 from simple 
continued and ill-defined fever, and 4 from diarrhea. The 25 deaths from ail causes in 
Londonderry include 2 from typhus, one from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, and 


2 from diarrhea. 
. DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA, 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
185—93 boys and 92 girls; and the deaths to 211—.112 maies and 99 females. 


DEATHS. : | 
‘The deaths registered represent an annuai rate of mortality of 29:0 in every 1,000 
of the popuiation; omitting the deaths (numbering 9) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 27°8 per 1,000. During the 
nine weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 27°4, and was 3:4 below 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1893-1902. 
As in the week preceding, there was one death from measles. There were 2 deaths

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from scarlet fever, which, in the 4 weeks preceding, had caused 3, 3, 5, and 3 deaths 
respectively. As in the preceding week, there were 8 deaths from influenza. Whoop- 
ing-cough caused 3 deaths, and there was one death from diphtheria ; in the 4 weeks 
preceding the deaths registered from the latter disease numbered 3, one, 3, and one 
respectively. There was one death from enteric fever, and diarrhea was the cause of 
2 deaths. No death from typhus fever was registered. 

Forty-nine deaths were due to tuberculous disease ; of these, 2 were attributed to 
tuberculous phthisis, 33 to phthisis, 5 to tuberculous meningitis, 2 to tuberculous peri- 
tonitis, and 7 deaths to other forms of the disease. 

Malignant disease, ‘‘ cancer,” caused 2 deaths. 

Of the 18 deaths assigned to diseases of the nervous system, 10 were from convul- 
sions (all of children under 5 years of age). 

There were 34 deaths from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels. 

Of 42 deaths attributed to diseases of the respiratory system, 33 were due to bron- 
chitis, 2 were due to broncho-pneumonia, and 3 to pneumonia. ‘The total (42) equals 
an annual rate of 5°8 per 1,000 of the population of the Dublin Registration Area, 
the annual average rate for the corresponding period of the past 10 years being 8°2 per 
1,000. 

Six deaths were due to accidental violence, including 2 caused by vehicles and horses, 
one by burns, and one by drowning. 

In 18 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 8 children under 5 
years of age (including 4 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 8 persons aged 
60 years and upwards. 

Fifty-eight of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 
years of age (35 being infants under one year, of whom 10 were under one month old), 
and 60 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 25 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 6 were octogenarians, and 2 (a male and a female) were stated to have been aged 
95 and 90 years respectively. 

Fighty-five of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 18 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 23 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables III. and VII.} 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 27°8 per 1,000, the rate in 


the City was 806 (26°3 in the North City Districts, and 35"1in the South), and in the Urban Districts 18°3. . 


The deaths from certain epidemic diseases* in the entire Area egual an annual rate of 12 per 1,000 of 


- fahabitants, the rate for the City being 12 (1°0 in the North City Districts, and 1°5 in the South, 


and for the Urban Districts 12 per 1,00vu. 

No.1 North City District, East (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate 
of 29°4 per 1,000. There were 4 deaths from influenza, 3 deaths from tuberculous disease, and 3 
deaths from diseases of the respiratory system. 

No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate of 21°3 per 
1,000. There were 3 deaths from tuberculous disease and 6 deaths from diseases of the respiratory 
system ; and one accidental death occurred. 

No.2 North City District (Lisburn-street)—The deaths (16) are equivalent to an annual rate of 27°7 
per 1,000. Whooping-cough and enteric fever each caused one death, phthisis caused one death, and 
diseases of the respiratory system caused two deaths. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street)—The deaths (19) represent an annual rate of 31°3 per 
1,000. Measles caused one death, phthisis caused 3 deaths, and diseases of the respiratory system 
eaused 4 deaths, including one death from pneumonia. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week 
are :—Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 434 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, 
part of, 15'6 ; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 156. The deaths for these districts include one 
from phthisis tabulated for Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, part of. 

No.1 South City District (South Karl-street).—The deaths (20) represent an annual rate of 268 per 


1,000. There were 5 deaths from tuberculous disease, 3 deaths from diseases of the respiratory — 


system and 2 deaths from accidental violence. 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street)—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 33°5 per 
1,000. There was one death from scarlet fever. Tuberculous disease caused 5 deaths, and diseases 
of the respiratory system caused 2 deaths. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street)—The deaths (82) are equal to an annual rate of 392 per 
1,000. Whooping-cough, diphtheria, and influenza each caused one death. There were 10 deaths 
tabulated to tuberculous disease, and 8 deaths to diseases of the respiratory system, including one 
death from pneumonia. There was one death due to accidental violence. 


No.4 South City District (Grand Canal-street)—The deaths (32) are equivalent to an annual rate of 


475 per 1,000. There was one death from diarrhea. There were 8 deaths from tuberculous disease 
and 6 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system. Accidental violence caused one death. : 

New Kilmainham District—There was only one death (constituting a rate of 59 per 1,000) tabulated 
for this district during last week. 

Urban Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Rathmines and Rathgar, 157 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Pembroke, 160; Blackrock, 298; and Kingstown 
207. The deaths from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these districts include one from 
whooping-cough and one from diarrhea for Rathmines, ‘

Table XI. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the 
Dublin Hospitals during the week ended 7th March, 1903. 

From this it appears that :— 

Five cases of small-pox were admitted to hospital during the week, there was one 
death (an unvaccinated child aged 2} years), and 13 patients remained under treatment 
at its close. . 

Five cases of measles were admitted to hospital, being 4 under the admissions for 
the preceding week; 4 were discharged, and 30 cases remained under treatment at 
the close of the week. 

Three cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 11 cases were discharged, and 
54 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Twenty-three cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, 14 cases were discharged, 
there were 3 deaths, and 167* cases remained under treatment at the close of the week, 

One case of typhus fever was admittcd, 9 were discharged, and 2 remained under 
treatment at the close of the week. 

Ten cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 13 were discharged, there was 
one death, and 31 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 6 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 3 patients were discharged, there was one death, and 21 cases remained under 
treatment at the end of the week. 

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 76 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 16°4), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 16°6 per 1,600 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 18°5 per 1,00, the rate 
for Glasgow being 16°8, and for Edinburgh 22°1.

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. METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 
Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.R.MET.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General, 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 7th 
March, 1903 :— 


“ Blustering and in general much colder weather was felt during the first week of March. The period 
opened with a S.W. gale connected with a V-shaped depression lying over St. couree Channel on Sunday 
morning, and secondary to a primary area of low pressure off the West of Scot and. As both systems 
at ie north-eastwards, the wind veered to N.W. in Ireland, with a brisk fall of temperature and heavy 
showers of hail, graupel and snow. In the afternoon even the plains lying to the westward of the 
Galtees and Dublin and Wicklow Mountains were snow-clad. By 8 a.m, of Monday another and much 
deeper depression was central off the Mayo coast, the barometer being down to 23°58 inches at Blacksod 
Point. .The gales accompanying this disturbance were not severe in Ireland, but raged in the English 
Channel and along the west and north coasts of France, In front of the centre. the barometer sank to 
98°00 inches in Dublin, whereas the thermometer ran up to 538°. At2p.m.on Monday the barometer 
read 28°50 inches at Malin Head-and 2851 inches at Donaghadee. A fine day followed on Tuesday, but 
Wednesday found another cyclonic system off Cape Wrath in Sutherlandshire. This and subsequent 
depressions kept the weather disturbed to the end of the week, squally W.S.W. to N.W. winds, hail and 
sleet showers, and low temperature being the main features of the time. In Dublin the mean atmospheric 
pressure was 29'568 inches, the range being from 28600 inches about 3 p.m. of Monday (wind, W.S.W.) to 
30:170 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 421°, the mean 
dry bulb readings at 9a.m.and 9 p.m. being 406°. The screened thermometers rosé to 53°8° on Monday, 
having fallen to 341° during the previous night. Bright sunshine was estimated at 31} hours. Rain fell 
daily to the total amount of ‘365 inch, ‘103inch being recorded on Sunday. The prevalent winds were. 
westerly (W.8.W. and W.N.W.). Showers of hail or sleet fell on Sunday, Thursday and Saturday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°581 inches. The highest reading (30°186) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., wind W., and the lowest (28°628) on Monday at 9 p.m., wind W. 

‘The mean temperature for the week was 41:0°, being 04° under the average for the 
corresponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902, The temperature was highest on Monday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 51:7°, and was also lowest on that day, the 
mercury having fallen to 323°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 39°79 
and of the Wet Bulb 39:0°. The mean humidity of the air was -95, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 39°1 
hours. The rainfall measured ‘398 inches. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 42°7°, the maximum 54°99, and 
the minimum 34:0°; at Glasgow the maximum was 48’5°, the minimum 31°0°, and the 
mean 39'4°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 45:5°, the minimum 31:0°, and the mean 
37:5°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°86 inch; at Glasgow 0°71 inch; and 
at Edinburgh 0°57 inch.*

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases { registered in the 22 districts during last 
week* were equal to an annual rate of 1°8 per 1,000. the rates varying from 0:0 in 
fourteen of the districts to 21:0 in Newry, the 7 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district including 5 from measles. Among the 15] deaths from all causes in Beltast are 

6 from measles, 4 from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, one from enteric fever, and 
2 from diarrhea; and the 29 deaths from all causes registered in Cork include 2 from 
whooping-cough and one from diarrheea. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
204—106 boys and 98 girls; and the deaths to 200—87 maies and 113 females. 
DEATHS. 

The deaths registered represent an annuai rate of mortality of 27°5 in every 1,000 
of the popuiation; omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 26°6 per 1,000. During the 

ten weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 27°4, and was 3°6 below 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1893-1902. 
. * Exclusive of deaths of persons admitted into Public Institutions from without the respective 


districts, 
t 8ée note (*), Table II, tSee columns 1018 of Table I, 
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Small-pox,* measles, scarlet fever, influenza, and epidemic enteritis each caused one 
death; 2 deaths were caused by whooping-cough, 2 by diphtheria, and 3 by enteric fever, 
In the 4 weeks preceding scarlet fever caused respectively 3, 5, 3, and 2 deaths, and 
whooping-cough 8, 3, 5, and 3 deaths. 

Tuberculous disease was the cause of 48 deaths. Of these, 32 were attributed to 
phthisis, 3 to tuberculous meningitis, 8 to tabes mesenterica, and 10 to other forms of the 
disease. 

Carcinoma caused 2 deaths, and malignant disease, ‘‘ cancer,” caused 5. E 

Sixteen deaths were assigned to diseases of the nervous system ; of these, 8 were from 
convulsions, all children under 5 years of age. 

There were 31 deaths from diseases of the heart and blood vessels. | 
Diseases of the respiratory system caused 39 deaths, equal to an annual rate of 5:4 
per 1,000 of the population of the Dublin Registration Area, the annual average rate 
for the corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 8°6 per 1,000. The 39 deaths 
include 21 from bronchitis, 11 from pneumonia, 3 from broncho-pneumonia, one from — 

croup, and one from pleurisy. 3 

Nine deaths were due to accident, including 2 caused by drowning and 4 by burns or 
scalds | 

In 8 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases comprise the deaths of 5 infants under one 
year old and the deaths of 3 persons aged 60 years and upwards, 

Fifty-five of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 
years of age (28 being infants under one year, of whom 7 were under one month old), 
and 48 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 21 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 6 were octogenarians, and 2 (females) were stated to have been aged 92 and 96 
years respectively. 

Eighty-three of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 16 took place in the North Dublin Union Work-— 
house and 15 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ILI. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 26°6 per 1,000, the rate in 
the City was 29'7 (266 in the North City Districts, and 32°8 in the South), and in the Urban Districts 158, 

The deaths trom certain epidemic diseasest in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 14 per 1,000 
jahabitants, the rate for the City being 18 (1'7 in the North City Districts, and 1 in the South, 
and for the Urban Districts 0°0 per 1,0Uv). 

No.1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate 
ot 2211 per 1,000. They include one from whooping-cough, one from influenza, 3 from diseases of the 
my system, and 4 frcm diseases of the respiratory system. There were 2 deaths from accidental 
violence.

Six cases of measles were admitted to hospital, being one over the admissions for 
the preceding week; 5 were discharged, there was one death, and 30 cases remained 
under treatment at the close of the week. 

Twelve cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 1! cases were discharged, 
- there was one death, and 54 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Thirty-three cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, 20 cases were discharged, 
there were 2 deaths, and 178} cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

One case of typhus fever was discharged; and one remained under treatment at the 
close of the week. 

live cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 13 were discharged, there was 
one death, and 22 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 14 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 7 patients were discharged, there were 4 deaths, and 24 cases remained under 
treatment at the end of the week. 

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 76 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 16°3), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 17°2 per 1,600 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 19-7 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 19°1, and for Edinburgh 18°9.

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METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 
Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.R-MET.Soc,, has favoured the Registrar~General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 14th 
March, 1903 :— 


“Although the deep atmospheric depressions of previous weeks were wanting, yet the barometer 
remained very unsteady and the weather in consequence changeable and unsettled. An anticyclone of 
some intensity hovered over Russia, the Baltic, and Austro-Germany during the week, while depressions 
were repeatedly found central to the north-westward of Scotland. The secondaries of the latter systems 
passed eastwards across Ireland and England as V.-shaped depressions from time to time—notably on 
Monday, Thursday and Friday. As usual they brought in their train sharp changes in wind-direction 
and temperature, and considerable falls of rain—the heaviest of all being 1°:006 inches in Dublin on 
Thursday and part of Friday. Sunday was fair and cold to overcast. By Monday morning a large 
depression had arrived from the Atlantic, its minimum being found at 8 a.m. 4 little to the north ward of 
the Hebrides. As it passed away a sharp ‘chill’ took place, the thermometer in Dublin falling from 
51° to 39° in a few hours on Monday afternoon. Two fine days followed, but a shallow secondary 
V.-shaped depression{passed eastward across Ireland on Thursday, causing gloomy, wet and raw weather. 
Friday was very fine, but a cold N.E. wind, clouds and rain returned on Saturday. In Dublin the mean 
height of the barometer was 29°895 inches, the highest reading being 30°332 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday 
(wind, W.) ; the lowest, 29°675 inches, at 9 p.m. of Wednesday (wind, S.).. The corrected mean temperature 
was 435°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 431°. The screened thermometers rose 
to 533° on Wednesday and fell to 342° on both Sunday and Tuesday. The duration of bright sunshine 
was estimated at i9} hours, The prevailing winds were S.W.and N.N.W. The rainfall was as much as 
1°691 inches on four days, ‘808 inch being measured on Thursday. Early on Friday morning the screened 
thermometer fell to 28° at Birr, King’s Co.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean heizht of 
the barometer during the week was 29900 inches. The highest reading (30-347) was on 
Sunday at 9 a.m., wind S.W., and the lowest (29-680) on Wednesday at 9 p.m., wind S. 

The mean temperature for the week was 41°8°, being 0-1° under the average for the 
corresponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902. The temperature was highest on W ednesday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 52:6°, and was lowest on Tuesday the 
mercury having fallen to 31:°3°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 42:22 
and of the Wet Bulb 40°5°. The mean humidity of the air was -87, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 20°4 
hours. ‘The rainfall measured 1:440 inches. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 42°9°, the maximum 57 8°, and 
the mmimum 29°5°; at Glasgow the maximum was 53°2°, the minimum 30°1°, and the 
mean 41°9°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 51:2°, the minimum 32°4°, and the mean 
42:0°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°17 inch; at Glasgow 1°23 inches ; and 
at Edinburgh 0°62 inch.*

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases f registered in the 22 districts during last 
week* were equal to an annual rate of 1:2 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in 
fifteen of the districts to 21:0 in Newry, the 12 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district including 5 from measles. ‘The 143 deaths fiom all causes registered in Beltast 
include one from measles, one from scarlet fever, 2 from whooping-cough, 3 from enteric 
fever, and one from diarrhea. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
179—95 boys and 84 girls; and the deaths to 212—84 maies and 128 females. 


DEATHS. 

The deaths registered represent an annuai rate of mortality of 29:2 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 11) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 27‘7 per 1,000. During the 
eleven weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 27°6, and was 3°3 below 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1893-1902. 

As in the preceding week, there was one death from measles; influenza caused one 
death, and 2 deaths were due to whooping-cough; deaths registered from the latter

disease were 3, 5, 3, and 2, respectively, in the 4 weeks preceding. There were 3 deaths 
from diphtheria, which, in the 4 weeks preceding, had caused 3, one, one, and 2 deaths 
respectively. ‘Two deaths were registered as being due to enteric fever, which, in the 
4 weeks preceding, had caused one, one, one, and 3 deaths. There was one death 
attributed to diarrhea, and no death occurred from small-pox, scarlet fever, or typhus 
fever. 


Of the 47 deaths classified as tuberculous disease, 4 were due to tuberculous phthisis, 


16 were due to phthisis, 13 to tuberculous meningitis, 3 to tuberculous peritonitis, and 
11 to other forms of the disease. | 


Of 22 deaths from diseases of the nervous system, 8 were due to convulsions; all the 
latter were infants under one year of age. 

There were 27 deaths from diseases of the heart and blood vessels. 

The deaths (46) from diseases of the respiratory system equal an annual rate of 6:3 
per 1,000 of the population of the Dublin Registration Area, the annual average rate for 
the corresponding week of the preceding 10 years being 6°9 per 1,000. Twenty-eight 
deaths from bronchitis, 6 deaths from broncho-pneumonia, and 11 deaths from pneumonia 
are included in the total. . 

Four deaths due to accidental causes were registered. One of these occurred at a 
railway terminus, one was caused by burns, and one by drowning 

In 13 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 11 children under 
5 years of age (including 10 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 2 persons 
aged 60 years and upwards. 

Sixty of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 5 
years of age (38 being infants under one year, of whom 10 were under one month old), — 
and 65 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 22 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 


whom 8 were octogenarians, and 2 (temales) were stated to have, respectively, been 
aged 92 years. 


Seventy-nine of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
f public institutions; of this number 20 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- — 
il house and 19 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse.

Table XI. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the 
Dublin Hospitals during the week ended 21st March, 1903. 

From this it appears that :— 

Nineteen cases of small-pox were admitted to hospital during the week, 2 were dis- 
charged, and 41* patients remained under treatment at its close. 

Four cases of measles were admitted to hospital, being 2 below the admissions for 
the preceding week ; 18 were discharged, there was one death, and 15 cases remained 
under treatment at the close of the week. 

Thirty-one cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, 33 cases were discharged, 
and 176+ cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. | 

One case of typhus fever remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

‘Three cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 2 were discharged, there were 2 
deaths, and 21 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Hight cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 17 cases were discharged, and 
45 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 5 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 4 patients were discharged, there was one death, and 24 cases remained under 
treatment at the end of the week. 

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 76 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 17°2), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 17°0 per 1,600 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 20'1 per 1,000, the rate 


for Glasgow being 21:0, and for Edinburgh 20°3.

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 

Sir John Moore, M.pD., F.B.C.P.1., F.B.MET.soc,, has favoured the Registrar—General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 21st 
March, 1903 :— 

“Once more the record is one of stormy, rainy weather, with sudden and great changes of tempera- 
ture—on and after Thursday, however, the thermometer ruled high. On Sunday morning a depression 
lay off the West of Ireland, while a shallow ‘secondary ’ was found over the Irish Sea. After a gloomy, 
wet morning, six hours of fine weather were enjoyed in Dublin, but the evening was again rainy. In the 
course of the ensuing night a V-shaped depression crossed Ireland ina northerly direction, causing a 
brief gale. A cold, dry, bright day followed, but at night a new and still dee per depression arrived from 
the Atlantic, the barometer falling to about 29 inches inthe Hebrides on Tuesday morning, In the South 
of Ireland a subsidiary depression was already apparent and this system passed across England within 
the next 24 hours, bringing a general, and to many districts a heavy, rainfall. At8 a.m. of Thursday the 
barometer read 29°09 inches in the Shetlands, but 30°55 inches at Biarritz. Strong and squally 8.W. winds 
in consequence swept across the British Islands, bringing high temperatures and to many places rain. 
A very similar distribution of pressure and weather was observed on Friday, when the French high- 

ressure system surged northwards towards the S.of England. Saturday was warm, but cloudy and 
bistene: the barometer falling as another depression came in from the Atlantic. In Dublin the mean 
height of the barometer was 29°648 inches, pressure ranging from 29°250 inches about 3 a.m. of Monday 
(wind, S.W.) to 29'957 inches at 9 p.m. of Friday (wind also Sukie The corrected mean temperature was 
46°3°- The mean, dry bulb reading at 9 a.m.and 9 p.m. was 460°. The screened thermometers rose to 
57°8° on Saturday having fallen to 349° on Wednesday. The duration of bright sunshine was estimated 
at 19 hours, 8 falling on Wednesday. Rain fell on six days tothe amount of °944 inch, ‘321 inch being 
recorded on Thursday and ‘311 inch on Tuesday. Thedominant wind was §.W.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°652 inches. The highest reading (29°959) was on 
Friday at 9 p.m., wind §.W., and the lowest (29°341) on Tuesday at 9 a.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 453°, being 1-8° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902. The temperature was highest on Saturday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 55:22, and was lowest on Wednesday the 
mercury having fallen to 32°6°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 45°19 
and of the Wet Bulb 42'8°. The mean humidity of the air was -84, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 22:2 
hours. he rainfall measured 1°345 inches. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 46°6°, the maximum 57:2°, and 
the minimum 32°8°; at Glasgow the maximum was 57°8°, the minimum 32°1°, and the 
mean 43°6°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 51°6°, the minimum 30-7°, and the mean 
42:3°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0:17 inch; at Glasgow 2°82 inches ; and 
at Edinburgh 1°16 inches.*

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases f registered in the 22 districts during last 
week* were equal to an annual rate of 1:9 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in 
fifteen of the districts to 29°4 in Newry, the 9 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district including 7 from measles. The 141 deaths from all causes in Belfast include 3 
from measles, 3 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, and 2 from enteric fever. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA, 
In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
264—137 boys and 127 girls; and the deaths to 225—117 maies and 108 females. 


DEATHS. 

The deaths registered represent an annuai rate of mortality of 31:0 in every 1,000 
of the popuiation; omitting the deaths (numbering 12) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 29°3 per 1,000. During the 
twelve weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 27°9, and was 3:0 below 
the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1893-1902.

Diseases of the nervous system caused 18 deaths, of which 8, all children under 5 years 
of age, were from convulsions.

There were 38 deaths from diseases of the heart and blood vessels. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 39 deaths—equal to an annual rate of 5 { 
per 1,000 of the estimated population of the Dublin Registration Area—the annual 
average rate for the corresponding week of the previous 10 years being 7:2 per 1,000, 
The 39 deaths include 22 from bronchitis, 5 from broncho-pneumonia, 8 from pneumonia, 
and one from pleurisy. 

Seven deaths from accidental causes were registered, of which one was caused by 
burns and one by drowning. , 

In 11 instances the cause of death was “ uncertified,” there having been no medical — 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 6 children under 
5 years of age (including 5 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 2 persons — 
aged 60 years and upwards. > 

Fifty-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (35 being infants under one year, of whom 10 were under one month ol

One ease of measles was admitted to hospital, being 3 below the admissions for 
the preceding week; 9 were discharged, there was one death, and 6 cases remained 
under treatment at the close of the week. | 
Twenty-seven cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, 21 cases were discharged, 
thcre were 2 deaths, and 188+ cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 
The only case ot typhus fever remaining in hospital at the close of the previous 
week was discharged. 
Thirteen cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 5 were discharged, there were 
2 deaths, and 27 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 
Four cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 3 cases were discharged and 
46 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 
In addition to the above-named diseases, 10 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 9 patients were discharged, and 25 cases remained under treatment at the end 


of the week.

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LH) METEOROLOGY. 


Wilh, - (For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see Tasue II.) 

Mi Sir John Moore, M.D., F.B.C.P.I., F.B.MET.soc., has favoured the Registrar—General 
bit with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 28th 
(| March, 1903 :— 

“True to the character of the present season, the weather of this week was unsettled, squally and 
showery or rainy. Sunday was a warm, blustering day, the 8.W. winds of a large depression central off 
Mh the W. coast of Norway causing the thermometer to rise to 60°7° in Dublin (tne highest temperature 
recorded since October 29, 1902), to 63° in London, 70° in Paris, and 738° at Biarritz, On Monday morning 
a V.-shaped depression lay over the Irish Sea and St. George’s Channel—its N.W. winds had brought so 
brisk a fall of temperature to the Irish stations that at 8 a.m. the thermometer read only 34° at Birr, 
King’s Co., a dip of 20° in 24hours. In Dublin the thermometer rose in the course of Sunday night to 
55°8°, but fell to 39°7° by 9a.m. of Monday. On Tuesday the weather again chanyed as a new depression 
advanced from S.W. This system was found off the W. and N.W. ‘of Ireland on Wednesday morning, 
when the barometer was down to 28°74 inches at Blacksod Point in Mayo. A wave of unusual warmth 
swept on this day across France, England, and Germany, the thermometer rising to 81° at Biarritz, 79° 
in Paris, 75° at Cap Grisnez (near Boulogne), 71° in Brussels, 67° in London, and 65° at Oxford. Thunder- 
storms occurred during the following night in London and the Scilly Islands. From that time to the 
close of the week the weather remained changeable, fine intervals alternating with rough, showery 
conditions. Hail fell on Saturday, when also a fresh gale from S.W. to W.N.W. prevailed. In Dublin the 
mean height of the barometer was 29°344 inches, the range of pressure being from 28'943 inches at 9 a.m. 
of Thursday (wind, S. by E.) to 29°641 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.N.W.). The corrected mean 
temperature was 487°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 470%. The screened 
thermometers rose to 60'7° on Sunday and fell to 38:2° on Monday. The duration of bright sunshine was 
estimated at 30 hours. The prevalent wind was S.S.W. Kain fell daily to the amount of °400 inch, ‘150 
inch being recorded on Sunday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phcenix Park, the mean height of 
; the barometer during the week was 29°350 inches. ‘The highest reading (29°646) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., wind W.S.W., and the lowest (28°949) on Thursday at 9 a.m., wind S. 

The mean temperature for the week was 46:0°, being 3-3° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902. The temperature was highest on Sunday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 56:22, and was lowest on Tuesday the 
mercury having fallen to 32°3°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 45°69 

and of the Wet Bulb 43:1°, The mean humidity of the air was ‘82, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. ‘The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 25:8 
hours. The rainfall measured 0-393 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 51°0°, the maximum 68:02, and 
the minimum 38°6°; at Glasgow the maximum was 56’9°, the minimum 36:2°, and the 
mean 47°3°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 54'5°, the minimum 36°4°, and the mean 
45°79, The rainfall at. Greenwich measured 0°60 inch; at Glasgow 1°65 inches; and 
at Edinburgh 1:33 inches.* |

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases } registered in the 22 districts during last 
week* were equal to an annual rate of 1:9 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in 
twelve of the districts to 21:0 in Newry, the 8 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district including 5 from measles. Among the 148 deaths from all causes registered in 
Belfast are one from typhus, 2 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 4 from enteric 
fever, and 8 from diarrhea. 


7. DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 

245—126 boys and 119 girls; and the deaths to 204—105 maies and 99 females. 
DEATHS. 

The deaths registered represent an annual rate of mortality of 28°] in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 7) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 27‘1 per 1,000. During the 
thirteen weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 27°9, and was 3:1 
below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1893-1902.

4 tuberculous meningitis, 2 tabes mesenterica, and 9 were of other forms of the disease. z 

Two deaths were registered as carcinoma and 7 as malignant disease, “ cancer.” | 

Of 9 deaths from diseases of the nervous system, 3, of children under 5 years, were | 
attributed to convulsions. e | 

There were 34 deaths from diseases of the heart and blood vessels. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 41 deaths—a number equal to an annual 
rate ot 5°6 per 1,000 of the population, the average annual rate for the corresponding 
period of the past 10 years being 7°4 per 1,000. ‘The total (41) includes one death from 
lobar-pneumonia, 3 deaths from broncho-pneumonia, and 7 deaths from pneumonia, 

Seven deaths were registered as due to accidental violence. ’ 

In 10 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 2 children under 
one year old and the deaths of 6 persons aged 60 years and upwards. q 

Fifty-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (28 being infants under one year, of whom 3 were under one month old), 


whom 9 were octogenarians, and 2 (a man and a woman) were stated to have been aged 
93 and 97 years, respectively. . 

Ninety of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 27 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 18 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse.

Seven cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 8 were discharged, there were 
8 deaths, and 23 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Hight cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 6 cases were discharged, there 
were 2 deaths, and 46 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week.

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METEOROLOGY, 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II,) 
Sir John’ Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.B.MET.soc,, has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 4th 
April, 1903 :— 
“March, 1903, sped on its stormy career until the eve of its passing, when its rough winds died down 


and a fine, dry day was enjoyed. The first two days of April also were fine in Dublin, but dull, rainy and ~ 


generally inclement in London, owing to the passage eastwards across England of a small secondary 
atmospheric depression in the course of Wednesday, April1. OnSunday morning, March 29th, a large 
depression was central off the west coast of Norway, where the barometer was down to 28°72 inches (at 
Christiansund) while it read 30:05 inches in London and 30°41 inches at Biarritz and Corunna. This wide 
divergence of pressure caused south-westerly gales in the British Islands and a very general although 
moderate rainfall. Monday morning disclosed a new disturbance off the West of Scotland, which led to 
a continuance of storm and rain. On Tuesday an anticyclone of little staying power passed over Ireland, 
bringing with it a few hours of really fine weather. On Thursday another wave of high pressure moved 
eastwards from the 8.W. of Ireland to England and finally to Holland. It was followed by a depression 
which kept the weather unsettled on Friday and Saturday, the week closing however, with a clear sky, 
dry air, and low temperature. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°933 inches, pressure 
ranging between 29'574 inches at 9p.m. of Sunday (wind, S.W.) and 30:229 inches at 9a.m. of Wednesday 
(wind, W.). The corrected mean temperature was 466°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. 
being 465°. The screened thermometers rose to 569° on Sunday and fell to 349° on Thursday. Bright 
sunshine was estimated at 25 hours. The prevalent winds were W.,N.W.,and S.W. Rain fell daily to 
the amount of ‘354 inch, ‘164 inch being measured on Sunday.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29:938 inches. The highest reading (30°226) was on 
Tuesday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°621) on Sunday at 9 p.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 45°1°, being 26° over the average for the 
corresponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902. The temperature was highest on Sunday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 54°82, and was lowest on Thursday the 
mercury having fallen to 32'5°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 45°7° 
and of the Wet Bulb 43:0°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘82, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration: of sunshine for the week was 31:0 
hours. The rainfall measured 0-386 inch. . 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 46:2°, the maximum 56°6°, an 
the minimum 35:4°; at Glasgow the maximum was 57°7°, the minimum 35°7°, and the 
mean 45°2°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 53:9°, the minimum 34°9°, and the mean 
43°6°, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°81 inch; at Glasgow 0°99 inch ; and 
at Edinburgh 0°53 inch.*

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DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA.—Births.—In the Dublin Registration Area, 
which consists of the city of Dublin and the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, 
Pembroke, Blackrock and Kingstown, the total area thereof being 13,757 
statute acres, and the population estimated to the middle of 1903, 378, 994, 
there were regisitered during the thirteen weeks ended on Saturday, 4th 
April, 1903, 2,765 births—1,465 boys and 1,360 girls—being equal to an annual 
ratio of 1 in 34: 3, or 292 in every 1,000 of the population. 


The number of births registered in the city was 2,343, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 31°9 in every 1,000 of the population ; and in the urban districts named 
above, 422, equal to an annual rate of 19-7 in ever y 1,000 of the population. 


There were registered in London during the same period 33,422 births—being equal

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Small-pox.—Four deaths, including 2 unvaccinated persons and 2 persons con- 
cerning whom no statement as regards vaccination was made, were registered during 
the thirteen weeks ended 4th April, 1903. From Table I. it appears that 1 case 
of small-pox was under treatment in hospital on the 3rd January, 1903, 73 cases 
were admitted during the quarter, 32 cases were discharged, and 38 cases were under 
treatment at the close—exclusive of 23 in Beneavin, the Convalescent Home of 
Cork-street Hospital. No death from small-pox had been registered as occurring 
in the Dublin Registration Area since the March quarter of the year 1897. \ 
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_ Measles.—Twenty deaths were referred to measles; in the four quarterly periods 
preceding deaths registered from this disease. were 23, 39, 153, and 177 respectivel 

From Table I. it would appear that during the period under review 87 cases were 
admitted 10 hospital, 115 cases were discharged, and 15 cases remained under treat 
ment at its close. 


Scarlet Fever, which in the preceding quarterly period had caused 38 deaths, was 
the cause of 31 deaths in the period now under review. Of these deaths 7 apper 
tained to North Dublin City, 10 to South Dublin City, 8 to the urban districts, 
while 6 deaths were of persons admitted to institutions from without the Dub in 
Registration Area. It appears from Table I. that 370 cases of scarlet fever were 
admitted to hospital, 332 patients were discharged therefrom, and 174 cases wer 
under treatment at the end of the period. 


Typhus Fever—One death from typhus fever was registered, the death apper 
tained to the Registrar's district of North City No. 3. At the close of the quart 
preceding 15 cases of typhus fever were under treatment in hospital, and during # 1e 
quarter 18 cases were admitted and 32 discharged. There was no case under treatment 
in hospital at the close of the period under review. % 


Whooptng-cough.—Thirty-three deaths from this disease were registered, the | 
number in the preceding quarter being 10.

| disease rose further to 35, of which number 17 appertained to North Dublin City, 
13 to South Dublin City, and 3 to the urban districts, while 2 deaths were of persons 
admitted into institutions from localities outside the area. Of the 17 deaths in 
North Dublin City 11 appertained to North City No. 3 district, and of the 13 deaths 
in South Dublin City 5 appertained to the Registrar's district of No. 1 South City. 
It appears from Table I. that 33 cases of diphtheria were under treatment in hospital 
on the 3rd January, 1903, 101 cases were admitted during the quarter, 89 patients 
were discharged, and 23 remained in hospital at the close.

Erysipelas was the registered cause of death in six instances. 


Tuberculous Disease.—The total number of deaths (500) assigned to tuberculous 
disease includes 335 from pulmonary forms of the complaint, 60 from tuberculous 
meningitis, 23 from abdominal disease, and 82 from other forms of the disease, and 
is equal to an annual average rate of 5:3 per 1,000 of the population of the Dublin 
Registration Area, the rate for phthisis being being 3-5 per 1,000 of the population.

Small-pox, measles, whooping-cough,and dysentery, each caused one death, 5 deaths wi 
due to phthisis, and3 deaths.to diseases of the respiratory system, including one death from pnewmo 
two deaths from accidental causes also occurred. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-strect).—-The deaths (23) represent an annual rate of 379 
1,000. One death was due to enteric fever, 6 deaths were due to tuberculous disease, and 7 deat 
(including one from pneumonia) were due to diseases of the respiratory system. a. 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week 
are :—Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 10°8 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, N 
part of, 15°6 ; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 7°8._ The only death from any epidemic disea 
registered was one from enteric fever for Coolock and Drumeondra, No. 1, part of.

Table XI. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the 
Dublin Hospitals during the week ended 11th April, 1903. 

From this it appears that :— 

Nineteen cases of small-pox were admitted to hospital during the week, 15 were dis- 
charged, there was one death, and 41* patients remained under treatment at its close. 

Seven cases of measles were admitted to hospital, being 6 below the admissions for 
the preceding week; 2 were discharged, and 20 cases remained under treatment at 
the close of the week. . 

_ Forty-three cases of svarlatina were admitted to hospital, 25 cases were discharged, 
there weie 2 deaths, and 190 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Seven cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 3 were discharged, and 27 cases 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Thirteen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 12 cases were discharged, 
there was one death, and 46 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 
In addition to the above-named diseases, 4 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 3 patients were discharged, there was one death, and 20 cases remained under 
treatment at the end of the week. 

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. : 

The mortality last week in 76 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 15°2), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 15°6 per 1,600 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 17°6 per 1,000, the rate 


for Glasgow being 16-9, and for Edinburgh 20:5.

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METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see Tasue II.) 

Sir John Moore, M.D., F.B.C.P.I., F.R.MET.SoC., has favoured . the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 11th 
April, 1903 :— 

“Much finer and drier weather was enjoyed during this week, which might be described as the first of 


spring. This pleasant state of things was brought about by an increasing tendency to an area of high 
atmospheric pressure off the 8.W. of Treland, while the low-pressure systems travelled in an easterly or 
even south-easterly direction across the Norwegian Sea and the North of Europe. On Sunday the 
barometer ranged from 30 40 inches at Corunna and 30 25 inches at Valentia, Co. Kerry, to 2910 inches at 
Stockholm. The weather was fine in Ireland; but clouds increased as the day advanced and the wind 
backed, owing to the approach of a new depression to the N. of Scotland and W. of Norway. This system 
was central near the Shetlands on Monday morning and over Scandinavia 24 hours later. It caused fresh 
to strong N.W. winds and gales a fall of temperature and showers in many parts of the British Islands. 
Dublin escaped with clouds and high winds. By Wednesday morning an anticyclone had come in over 
Treland from the Atlantic, and the barometer rose in the course of that day or the following night above 
30°3 inches over Connaught, Munster and Leinster. A fall of the barometer in the extremes N.W. on 
Thursday and Friday heralded the approach of a fresh disturbance to that region, and accordingly the 
weather turned showery and squally on Saturday, the wind veering to N.W. in the afternoon. At night 
the Paschal Full Moon was almost totally eclipsed, the eclipse being splendidly seen from start to finish. 
In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30 130%inches, atmospheric pressure ranging from 29'3827 
inches about 3 p.m. of Monday (wind. W.S.W.) to £0322 inches at 9 p.m. of Thursday (wind, N W.). The 
corrected mean temperature was 483°. The mean-dry bulb reading at 9 a.m, and 9 p.m. was 485°. ‘The 
screened thermometers rose to 61'1° on Monday having fallen to 39'1° on Sunday. The duration of bright 
sunshine was estimated at24 hours. N.W. winds prevailed. Rain fell only on Saturday, and then to 
the amount of only ‘011 inch.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°133 inches. The highest reading (30°331) was on 
Thursday at 9 p.m., wind N.W., and the lowest (29°843) on Monday at 9 p.m., wind W.. 

The mean temperature for the week was 48-0°, being 3°4 over the average for the 
corresponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902. The temperature was highest on Monday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 59:1°, and was lowest on Suuday the 
mercury having fallen to 35°9°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 47°42 
and of the Wet Bulb 44°6°. The mean humidity of the air was 81, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 24:0 
hours. The rainfall measured 0:015 inch, 

At Greenwich the méan temperature for the week was 464°, the maximum 56°8°, and 
the minimum 33°3°; at Glasgow the maximum was 56:2°, the minimum 37°0”, and the 
mean 47°49; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 540°, the minimum 34-9°, and the mean 
463°, he rainfall at (Greenwich measured 0:03 inch; at Glasgow 0°18 inch ; and 
at Edinburgh 0°15 inch.*

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The deaths from certain epidemic diseases $ registered in the 22 districts during last 
week* were equal to an annual rate of 1°3 per 1,000. the rates varying from 0-0 in 
thirteen of the districts to 11:4 in Newtownards, the 5 deaths from all causes registered 
in that district including 2 from whooping=-cough. Among the 128 deaths from all 
causes in Beltast are one from measles, one from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 2 
from simple fever, 3 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea; and the 37 deaths from 
all causes in Cork include 2 from scarlet fever and one from whooping-cough. 


. DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA, 
In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
187—93 boys and 94 girls; and the deaths to 186—103 maies and 83 females. 


DEATHS. . 

The deaths registered represent an annuai rate of mortality of 25°6 in every 1,000 
of the popuiation; omitting the deaths (numbering 8) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 24°5 per 1,000. During the 
fifteen weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 27°5, and was 3°2 
below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1893-1902. 

One death from small-pox was registered (an unvaccinated child aged one year), 
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making a total of 5 deaths for the 6 weeks ending 18th April from this disease. There 
were 3 deaths from scariet fever, 2 deaths from influenza, one death from whooping- 
cough, and 3 deaths from enteric fever. No death was recorded from measles, typhus. 
fever, diphtheria, or from diarrheal disease. 

Forty-eight deaths were assigned to tuberculous: disease, namely—to tuberculous 
phthisis one death, to phthisis 31 deaths, to tuberculous meningitis 5 deaths, to tubercu- 
lous peritonitis one death, to tabes mesenterica 3 deaths, to scrofula one death, and 6 
deaths to other forms of the disease. - 

Three deaths were caused by carcinoma, one death by sarcoma, and 4 deaths by 
‘ malignant disease, ‘‘ cancer.” 

There were 16 deaths from diseases of the nervous system; these include 5 deaths 
from convulsions, of children under 5 years of age. 

Diseases of the heart and blood vessels caused 26 deaths. 

Of 34 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, 17-were due to bronchitis, 2 to 
broncho-pneumonia, 12 to pneumonia, and 3 to other diseases of the respiratory system. 
The total (84) is equal to an annual average rate of 4°7 per 1,000, the rate for the 
corresponding period of the past 10 years being 5°9 per 1,000. — 

Five deaths due to accidental violence were registered. 

In 6 instances the cause of death was ‘uncertified,’ there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 2 children under 
one year of age and the deaths of 2 persons aged 60 years and upwards. . 

Forty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
6 years of age (29 beg infants under one year, of whom 10 were under sne month old), 
and 50 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 22 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 8 were octogenarians, and 2 (women) were stated to have been aged 93 and 94 
years respectively. ae 

Sixty-seven of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 16 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 10 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. : |

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METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE IL.) 

Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.B.MET.SOC., has favoured the Registrar—General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 18th 
April, 1903 :— 

“The tafter-winter’ which is so often in evidence in the British Islands at Easter-tide, was of peculiar 
severity this year. The mean temperature of Easter Day was only 417° compared with 50°19, the mean ~ 
temperature of Ohristmas Day, 1902. Easter Monday showed a still greater falling away of temperature, 
and blizzard-like squalls of hail and snow alternated with clear intervals of bright sunshine and intensely 
blue sky. The mean temperature of this day was as low as 39°5°, and this value was repeated on Tuesday, 
when the thermometer in Dublin fell to 31°0° in the screen and 289° on the ground. These winterly con- 
ditions were brought about by the presence over Scandinavia of a large and rather deep atmospheric de- 
pression, the secondaries of which passed eastwards or southeastwards across Great Britain and the North 
Sea, while an area of high barometer lay off the S.W. of Treland. At 8a.m. of Sunday pressure ranged from 
30°25 inches at Valencia in Kerry to 29°19 inches at Bodé on the N.W. coast of Norway. On Tuesday night 
~ well marked secondary system of low pressure passed quickly from the W. of Scotland across Great 
Britain and the North Sea to Holland, where it was central on Wednesday morning. This disturbance 
caused snowstorms in Scotland and the N. of England and sharp night frosts in nearly all parts of the 
United Kingdom. On Saturday the barometer fell in the west and there was a promise of milder weather. 
In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30235 inches, pressure ranging from 29'876 inches at 9 
p.m. of Tuesday (wind, W.S.W.) to 30°504 inches at 9 a.m. of Friday ( wind, N.). The corrected mean 
temperature was 395°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m.and$ p.m. was 396°. The sereened ther- 
mometers rose to 49°7° on Saturday, having fallen to 29°9° on Friday, when the grass minimum was 27°5°. 
N. and N.W. winds predominated. Bright sunshine was estimated at 59 hours. The rainfall was 104 inch 
on three days, ‘081 inch being measured on Tuesday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Utfice, Phoenix Park, the mean height of © 
the barometer during the week was 30°244 inches. The highest reading (30°520) was on 
Friday at 9 p.m., wind N.N.i., and the lowest (29°894) on Tuesday at 9 p.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 37°3°, being 8°2 under the average for the 
corresponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902. Both extremes of temperature—highest, 
471; lowest, 24°9—were recorded on Saturday. ‘The mean of the Dry Bulb for the 
week was 38°4°, and of the Wet Bulb 35°1°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘74, 
complete saturation being represented by 1°0. The registered duration of sunshine for 
the week was 49-9 hours. The rainfall measured 0:150 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 39:5”, the maximum 49°5°, and 
the minimum 30:2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 49°0°, the minimum 24°2°, and the 
mean 38°19; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 464°, the minimum 26°5°, and the mean 
361°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°05 inch; at Glasgow 0°79 inch ; and 
at Edinburgh 0°19 inch.*

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases { registered in the 22 districts during last 
week* were equal to an annual rate of 1:3 per 1,000. the rates varying from 0:0 in 
sixteen of the districts to 11:4 in Newtownards, the 6 deaths from all causes registered 
in that district including one from whooping-cough and one from diarrhea. Among 
the 154 deaths from all causes in Belfast are one from measles, one from whooping- 
cough, one from diphtheria, 5 from enteric fever, and 5 from diarrhva.

There was one death from measles; scarlet fever caused 2 deaths, influenza caused 3 
deaths, whooping-cough caused one death ; 2 deaths were due to diphtheria, and enteric 
fever caused one death; in the 4 weeks preceding deaths from the latter disease were 
3, 2, 4, and 3 respectively. No mortality was recorded from typhus fever or from

Forty-two deaths are attributed to tuberculous disease, namely—one death to tuber- 
culous phthisis and 26 deaths to phthisis, 6 deaths to tuberculous meningitis, one death 
to tuberculous peritonitis, and 8 deaths to other forms of the disease. ! 

Six deaths were recorded from malignant disease, “cancer,” and 3 deaths from car- 
cinoma were also registered. 

There were 15 deaths from diseases of the nervous system, including 3 deaths from 
convulsions, of children under 5 years of age. 

There were 28 deaths from diseases of the heart and blood vessels. 

Of 39 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, 28 were due to bronchitis, one to 
broncho-pneumonia, 4 to pneumonia, and 6 to other diseases of the respiratory system. 
The total (39) is equal to an annual average rate of 5°4 per 1,000 of the population 
of the Area, the annual average rate for the corresponding weekly period 1n the past 
10 years being 6°0 per 1,000. 
eee deaths from accidental causes and one death by suicide were registered during 
the week. . 

In 8 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 3 children under 
one year of age and the deaths of 2 persons aged 60 years and upwards. ' 

Forty-five of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
6 years of uge (25 being infants under one year, of whom 8 were under one month old), 
and 56 were aged 60 yeurs and upwards, including 22 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 10 were octogenarians, and one (a female) was stated to, have been aged 92 years. © 

Seventy-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 19 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 17 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse,

From this it appears that :— 

Ten cases of small-pox were admitted to hospital during the week, 7 were dis- 
charged, there was one death, and 35* patients remained under treatment at its close. 

Eight cases of measles were admitted to hospital, being 12 below the admissions for 
the preceding week ; 13 were discharged, and 32 cases remained under treatment at 
the close of the week. 

Thirty-one cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, 30 cases were discharged, there 
were 2 deaths, and 205 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Six cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 6 were discharged, there were 2 
deaths, and 23 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Eight cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 8 cases were discharged, there 
was one death, and 43 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 10 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
ok ital, : patients were discharged, and 22 cases remained under treatment at the end 
OF the week. 

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality Jast week in 76 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 16°8), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 17°4 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 18°5 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 20°3, and for Edinburgh 17°9.

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METBOROLOGY. . 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see Tasce IL.) 
Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.R.MET.SOC., has favoured the Registrar—General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 25th 
April, 1903 :— 3 


“The past week has been characterised by extremely cold and wintry weather. Tuesday was the only 
day on which the minimum did not fall below 40°, the lowest temperature on that day being 41°. On 


Towards the close of the week a large cyclonic disturbance approached the West Coast of Ireland and 
spread over the United Kingdom causing milder weather and bringing with it rain. In Dublin the mean 
height of the barometer was 99'750 inches, pressure ranging from 30°277 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday 
(wind, HE.) to 29°474 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (air, calm). The corrected mean temperature was 
43'9°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. being 44°49. The screened thermometers fell to 340° 
on Friday and rose to 549° on Saturday. Bright sunshine was estimated at 25 hours, 6 hours falling on 
Friday. N.E, and E. winds were prevalent. The rainfall was 402 inch on four days, ‘340 inch being 
measured on Saturday.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°756 inches. The highest reading (30°275) was on 
Sunday at 9 a.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°486) on Saturday at 9 p.m., wind S S.E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 40:0°, being 7°4 below the average for the corres- 
ponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902. Both extremes of temperature—highest, 
51°7; lowest, 25°8—were recorded on Friday. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the 
week was 41°99, and of the Wet Bulb 39°4°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘82, 
complete saturation being re resented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for 
the week was 28:2 hours. ‘The rainfall measured 0°435 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 42°1°, the maximum 58°49, and 
the minimum 28:4°; at Glasgow the maximum was 602°, the minimum 27°2°, and the 
mean 41°9°: and at Edinburgh the maximum was 52°7°, the minimum 27°7°, and the mean 
39:19, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°00 inch; at Glasgow 0°02 inch; and 


at Edinburgh 0°08 inch.*

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases { registered in the 22 districts during last 
week* were equal to an annual rate of 1°4 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
sixteen of the districts to 8-9 in Lurgan, the 7 deaths from all causes in the latter 
district including 2 from measles.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see Tasue II.) 
Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.R.MET.SOC,, has favoured the Registrar—General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 2nd 
May, 1903 :— 


“This week was signalised by very changeable, rainy weather, and easterly winds with rather low 
temperature. The type of distribution of atmospheric pressure was throughout cyclonic over and in the 


immediate vicinity of the British Isles, a series of baric depressions drifting in from the Atlantie in an © 


easterly or south-easterly direction. Over the extreme N. of Europe a tendency to high pressure—or anti- 
cyclonic—conditions was on the contrary observed, Hence baric gradients for S.E. to N.E, winds 
held as a rule over the United Kingdom, France and the Peninsula on the other hand getting 
SW. winds as their share of the cyclonic circulation round the low pressure area 
off the West of Ireland. So far_as_ Dublin is concerned the rainfall did not become 
heavy (although it was frequent) until Friday and Saturday, on which days taken together ‘693 inch 
was measured, On Thursday thunderstorms were reported from many parts of the Kingdom and some 
bright flashes of lightning were seen from Dublin at 845 p.m. After a continuous downpour of rain on 
Friday, Saturday proved fine ; but at night another heavy fall ofj rain set in,. yielding 378 inch in 
the gauge at 9am, of Sunday, May 3rd. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was no higher 
than 29°386 inches, the range of pressure, as observed, being from 29188 inches ‘at 9a.m. of Wednesday 
(wind, S.E.), to 29512 inches at 9 a.m. of Saturday (wind, E.N.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 


49'3°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. being 48°29. On Thursday the screened thermometers — 


rose to 592°, having fallen to 387° during the previous night. The duration of bright sunshine was 
estimated at 224 hours, of which 84 fell on Thursday. The prevalent wind was E.N.E. The rainfall was 
1:095 inches, ‘378 inch being measured on Saturday. Rain fell daily.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Otfice, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°401 inches. The highest reading (29°529) was on 
Friday at 9 p.m., wind N.W., and the lowest (29°207) on Wednesday at 9 a.m., wind KE. 

The mean temperature for the week was 47°19, being 1°9 below the average for the corres- 
ponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the 
week was 47°19, and of the Wet Bulb 45°3°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘88, 
complete saturation being represented by 1°0. The registered duration of sunshine for 
the week was 24°3 hours. The rainfall measured 0-945 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 49°4°, the maximum 60°99, and 
the minimum 34:7°; at Glasgow the maximum was 57°8°, the minimum 35°8°, and the 
mean 47°2°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 53:2°, the minimum 33°1°, and the mean 
43°3°, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1°42 inches; at Glasgow 0°21 inch; and 
at Edinburgh 0°70 inch.*

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases f registered in the 22 districts during last 
reek * were equal to an annual rate of 1°6 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in 
ourteen of the districts to 4:9 in Kilkenny. Among the 155 deaths from all causes 
egistered in Belfast are one from measles, 3 from diphtheria, 2 from simple fever, 3 
fom enteric fever, and one from diarrhea; and the 19 deaths from all causes in Lon- 
onderry include one from whooping-cough and one from diarrhea. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA, : 
In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
30—123 boys and 107 girls; and the deaths to 192—93 males and 99 females. 


DEATHS. | 

The deaths registered represent an annual rate of mortality of 26-4 in every 1,000 
{the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 8) ‘of persons admitted into public 
stitutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 25°3 per 1,000. During the 
ighteen weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 27°3, and was 2°6 
elow the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1893-1902. 

There were 4 deaths from small-pox registered during the week, making a total of 13 
eaths from the disease during the 9 weeks ended the 9th instant. ‘Three of the 4

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deaths were of persons aged respectively 28, 45, and 48 years, who were stated to have 
faint primary vaccination marks, and the fourth was a child aged one year who had 
never been vaccinated. Scarlet fever caused 2 deaths, influenza 3, whooping-cough’4, 
diphtheria one, diarrhcea one, and enteric fever 3 deaths; the deaths from the latter 
disease numbered, respectively, 4, 3, one, and 2 in the 4 preceding weeks. _ 

Tuberculous diseases caused 37 deaths, including 3 from tuberculous phthisis, 24 from 
phthisis, 3 from tuberculous meningitis, one from tuberculous peritonitis, and 6 deaths 
from other forms of the disease. ze 

One death from carcinoma, and 5 deaths from malignant disease, ‘‘ cancer,” were 
registered. 

Diseases of the nervous system caused 19 deaths, including those of 8 children under 
one year old from convulsions. 

Diseases of the heart and blood vessels caused 29 deaths. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 35 deaths, being equal to an annual rate of 
4:8 per 1,000 of the population, and also to the annual average rate for the correspond- 
ing period of the past 10 years. The 35 deaths include 16 from bronchitis, one from | 
croupous pneumonia, 2 from broncho-pneumonia, 10 from pneumonia, and 2 from croup. | 

Two deaths were due to accidental causes, including one resulting from burns. 

In 10 instances the cause of death was ‘uncertified,’ there having been no medical | 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 8 children under | 
one year old. 

Forty-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (32 being infants under one year, of whom 15 were under one month old), 
and 49 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 32 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 10 were octogenarians. | | 

Seventy of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and on } 
public institutions; of this number 9 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
pone 16 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 4 in the Rathdown Union Work- 

ouse. | 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ILI. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 253 per 1,000, the rate in

From this it appears that :— 
Twenty-six cases of small-pox were admitted to hospital during the week, 18 were 
charged, there were 4 deaths, and 44* patients remained under treatment at its close. 
Nineteen cases of measles were admitted to hospital, being 6 below the admissions 
‘the preceding week; 17 were discharged, and 47 cases remained under treatment 
the close of the week. 
Twenty-five cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, 34 cases were discharged, 
1 202 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week.

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METHOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Trish Meteorological Stations see Tasue II.) 
Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.B.MET.SOC,, has favoured the Registrar~General 
ze the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 9th 
ay, 1903 :— 


“Strangely dull, rainy, chilly weather prevailed for the most part—only on Sunday, Tucsday, and 
Friday were there intervals of bright sunshine. A period more unlike a, classical May could hardly be 
imagined. This unpleasant state of things was caused by the persistence over the British Islands of a 
large area of low atmospheric pressure, in which baric gradients were slight and which underwent 
amceboid changes in shape and size from time to time.. The system was central off the 8.W. of Ireland 
at 8 a.m. of Sunday, when the barometer stood as low as 29°18 inches at Valentia in Kerry. It subsequently 
spread slowly eastwards and southeastwards, several secondary minima developing within its borders 
and causing widespread electrical disturbances—in France and Denmark on Monday, in Great Britain 
and the South of Ireland on Tuesday. In Dublin the afternoon of the latter day was fair and sunny, but 
Wednesday broke overcast and gloomy and it was rainy from noon to 4 p.m. and againatnight. Thursday 
was also dull and unsettled, while another brief spell of fine weather occurred on Friday afternoon. Not 
a. break in the clouds was seen on Saturday, but the weather was dry. In Dublin the mean height of the 
barometer was 29486 inches, pressure ranging between 29'246 inches at 9 p.m. of Monday (wind, N.N.E.) 
and 29°828 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, N.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 49°5°, the 
mean dry bulb at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. being 485°. The screened thermometers rose to 593° on Sunday and 


fell to 41'8° on Friday. Only 12 hours of bright sunshine were estimated to have occurred. Easterly 


winds prevailed. Rain fell on six days to the amount of “484 inch, ‘142 inch being measured on Thursday.” 
At the Observatory of the Urdnance Survey Otfice, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 


the barometer during the week was 29-500 inches. The highest reading (29°848) was on 


Saturday at 9 p.m., wind K., and the lowest (29°252) on Monday at 9 p.m., air calm. 

The mean temperature for the week was 47°0°, being 0°8 below the average for the corres- 
ponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902. The temperature was highest on Sunday 
on which day the thermometer registered 57°3°, and was lowest on Friday, the mercury 


having fallen to 351°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 47°12, and of the 


Wet Bulb 460°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘92, complete saturation being 


repre-ented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 9:1 hours. — 


The rainfall measured 0°497 inch. 
At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 50°4°, the maximum 65°3°, and 
the minimum 38°2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 55°8°, the minimum 36°2°, and the 


mean 46°99; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 49°9°, the minimum 38°6°, and the mean — 
440°, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°79 inch; at Glasgow 0°76 inch; and — 


‘at Edinburgh 0°61 inch.*

In 5 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 3 children under 
one year of age and the deaths of 2 persons aged 60 years and upwards.

Eighty-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 18 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 16 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. .

Table XI. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the 
Dublin Hospitals during the week ended 16th May, 1903. 

From this it appears that :— 

“ Sixteen cases of small-pox were admitted to hospital during the week, 14 were 
discharged, there were 3 deaths, and 43* patients remained under treatment at its close. 

Nine cases of measles were admitted to hospital, being 10 below the admissions for — 
the preceding week; 12 were discharged, and 44 cases remained under treatment at 
the close of the week. 

Twenty-three cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, 36 cases were discharged, 
there was one death, and 188 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Eight cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 4 were discharged, and 29 cases 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Twelve cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 12 cases were discharged, 
there were 2 deaths, and 30 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 4 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 2 patients were discharged, there was one death, and 20 cases remained under 
treatment at the end of the week. 

ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 76 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 14-4), was equal to an average annua! death-rate of 15°4 per 1,000 persons 
iving ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 18°0 per 1,000, the rate 
or Glasgow being 19°3, and for Edinburgh 19°1.

METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see Tabu II.) 
Sir John Moore, .p., F.R.C.P.I., F.R.-MET.soc,, has favoured the Registrar—General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week’ ended Saturday, 16th 
May, 1903 :— 


“ Changeable, cool, showery weather was again in the ascendant. In the middle of the week, however, — 
a complete change took place in the distribution of atmospheric pressure over North-Western Europe. 
Up to Wednesday a large area of comparatively low pressure hovered over the South of England, France 
and Germany, whereas the barometer stood relatively high over Ireland. This caused cold N. or N.E. 
winds, low temperatures and showery conditions over North-Western Europe. Hail fell in several 
places and thunder and lightning occurred at afew stations—notably at Jersey early on Tuesday morning. 
By Wednesday magrning, however, a baric depression of some size and depth had approached the West — 
of Scotland from §,W. This disturbance brought S.W, winds and a brisk rise of temperature to all parts 
of the British Isles; rain in considerable quantity to Ireland, Scotland and the N.W. of England. On 
Friday morning ashallow secondary V.-shaped depression crossed the South of Ireland travelling east- 
wards. In its van went wind and showers; in its wake came a spell of fine, bright weather. On Saturday 
a deeper depression arrived from the Atlantic, bringing with it a renewal of showers and wind. In 
Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°913 inches, the range of pressure being from 29°700 inches 
about 3 p.m. of Wednesday (wind, S.W.) to 30°164 inches at 9 p.m. of Friday (wind, W.). The corrected 
mean temperature was 495°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 486°. The screened 
thermometers rose to 60°89 on Thursday having fallen to 41°19 on Monday. The duration of bright sunshine 
was estimated at 18 hours, of which 8} hours fell on Friday. The prevalent winds were—at first, N.N.E., 
afterwards W.S.W. The rainfall was ‘673 inch on six days, ‘240 inch being measured on Saturday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29:921 inches. The highest reading (30°175) was on 
Friday at 9 p.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°731) on Wednesday at 9 p.m., wind W.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 48°1°, being equal to the average for the corres- 
ponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902, The temperature was highest on Thursday 
on which day the thermometer registered 58°7°, and was lowest on Monday, the mercury 
having fallen to 39°29. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 47°3°, and of the 
Wet Bulb 45:19. The mean humidity of the air was ‘85, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 23°6 hours. 
The rainfall measured 0:653 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 48°8°, the maximum 60°99, and 
the minimum 31:3°; at Glasgow the maximum was 55°5°, the minimum 31°6°, and the 
mean 46°8°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 54°8°, the minimum 35°5°, and the mean 
464°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°31 inch; at Glasgow 1°30 inches ; and 
at Edinburgh 0:29 inch.*

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases f registered in the 22 districts during last 
week * were equal to an annual rate of 1:0 per 1,000. the rates varying from 0-0 in 
ighteen of the districts to 10:3 in Clonmel; the 5 deaths from all causes registered in 
that district including one from diphtheria and one from diarrhea, Among the 164 
deaths from all causes registered in Belfast are one from measles, one from diphtheria, 
t from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhea. 


. DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA, 
In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
‘20—104 boys and 116 girls; and the deaths to 173—88 males and 85 females. 


DEATHS. 

The deaths registered represent an annuai rate of mortality of 23°8 in every 1,000 
vf the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 10) of persons admitted into public 
nstitutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 22°4 per 1,000. During the 
wenty weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 27°0, and was 2°3 
elow the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1893-1902. 

_ As in the week receding, 4 deaths from small-pox were registered, making a total 
atality of 21 for the 11 weeks ended Saturday, 23rd May, from the disease. All the 


leaths were of females, aged respectively 9, 28, 32, and 46 years. In 2 there was no

‘Dublin Hospitals during the week ended 23rd May, 1903. 

From this it appears that :— 

Twelve cases of small-pox were admitted to hospital during the week, 12 were 
discharged, there were 4 deaths, and 39* patients remained under treatment at its close. 

‘Three cases of measles were admitted to hospital, being 6 below the admissions for 
the preceding week ; 22 were discharged, there was one death, and 24 cases remained 
under treatment at the close of the week. 

Thirty cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, 28 cases were discharged, there 
was one death, and 189 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Six cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 11 were discharged, and 24 cases 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Four cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 12 cases were discharged, and 
22 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 4 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 5 patients were discharged, there were 3 deaths, and 16 cases remained under 
treatment at the end of the week.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorolozical Stations see TAnu LT.) 
Sir John Moore, M.p., F.R.c.P.I., F.R.MET.soc,, has favoured the Registrar—General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 23rd 
May, 1903 :— 


“ Pleasant, springlike weather prevailed during the greater part of this week, which also witnessed a 
decided advance in temperature. ‘lhursday indeed was quite a summer's day, the mean temperature in 
Dublin being as high as 60°0°. Sunday, however, was at first dull and cold owing to the passage of an 
atmospheric depression across Great Britain in « southeasterly direction. This disturbance brought 
chilly N.W. and N. winds and clouds io Ireland. thunderstorms and hail showers to the E. and §.E. of 
England, and heavy rain to Belgium, Holland and North Germany. When its centre reached the North 
Sea, the depression changed its course moving slowly away northeastwardsto the Baltic. The barometer 
rose quickly in its wake and the weather became fine and quiet. By Monday afternoon a S.E. wind had: 
become general in Ireland and the S8.W. of England. This afterwards extended to I‘rance, and was 
acveompanied by hazy but fine dry weather. Areas of relatively low pressure soon appeared off the N. of 
Ireland and _W. of Scotland, but they merely brought 8.W. winds and warmth except to the extreme 
Atlantic seaboard, along which rain fell heavily on Friday, when a V.-shaped depression passed across 
Ireland. Saturday was fair, with cool breezes—first from N.W.,afterwardsfrom S$ E. In Dublin the mean 
height of the barometer was 30°052 inches, pressure ranging between 29'842 inches at 9 a.m. of Wednesday 
(wind, W. by 8.) and 30°447 inches at 9 a.m. of Saturday (wind, N.W.). The corrected mean temperature 
was 531°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m.and 9 p.m, was 522%. The screened thermometers fell 
to 40 9° on Sunday and rose to 67°8° on Thursday (the highest reading recorded in Dublin since September 
22, 1902, when the thermometer touched 69°0°). The prevalent winds were N.W.andS.E. Bright sunshine 
was estimated at 57 hours’ duration. The rainfall was ‘037 inch, ‘032 inch being measured on Friday, the 
Only ‘rainy day.’” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°063 inches. The highest reading (30°455) was on 
Saturday at 9 a.m., wind W.S.W., and the lowest (29°844) on Wednesday at 9 a.m., wind W. — 

The mean temperature for the week was 50°2°, being 0°1 over the average for the corres- 
ponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902, The temperature was highest on Thursday 
on which day the thermometer registered 63°7°, and was lowest on Monday, the mercury 
having fallen to 36°29. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 50°79, and of the 
Wet Bulb 46:9°. The mean humidity of the air was -76, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 49:3 hours. 
The rainfall measured 0-055 inch. ; 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 54°6°, the maximum 77:99, and 
the mmimum 35:4°; at Glasgow the maximum was 624°, the minimum 36°8°, and the 
mean 50°6°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 63-7°, the minimum 38°6°, and the mean 
49°7°, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°34 inch; at Glasgow 0°17 inch; and 
at Edinburgh 0-04 inch.*

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases $ registered in the 22 districts during last 
week * were equal to an annual rate of 0°8 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
sixteen of the districts to 4:5 in Lisburn, Among the 148 deaths from all causes regis- 
tered in Belfast are 2 from whooping-cough, one from simple fever, one from enteric 
fever, and 2 from diarrhvea.

Scarlet fever, whooping cough, and diarrhea each caused 2 deaths, and one death each 
was attributed to zymotic enteritis, enteric fever, and influenza. There was no death 
from small-pox registered during the week; in the 12 weeks ended 30th May, 1903, 21 
deaths from the disease were registered. 

Tuberculous disease caused 43 deaths, including 4 from tuberculous phthisis, 25 from 
phthisis, 5 from tuberculous meningitis, 4 from tuberculous peritonitis, one from tabes 
mesenterica, and 4 from other forms of the disease. 

Two deaths were due to carcinoma, and 11 to malignant disease, *‘ cancer.” a 

Diseases of the nervous system caused 15 deaths, including 7 deaths from convulstons 
of children under 5 years of age, of whom 5 were under | year old. 

There were 24 deaths from diseases of the heart and blood vessels. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 27 deaths, being equal to an annual rate of 
3°7 per 1,000 of the estimated population of the Dublin Registration Area; the average 
annual rate for the corresponding period of the previous 10 years was 4°2 per 1,000. 
The 27 deaths include 11. from bronchitis, one from croupous pneumonia, 2 from broncho- 
pneumonia, 7 from pneumonia and 2 from pleurisy. 


Eight accidental deaths were registered, of which 4 were caused by drowning, and one 
death by suicide was recorded. 

In 6 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 5 children under 
one year of age. 

Forty-three of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (28 being infants under one year, of whom 11 were under one month old), 
and 40 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 23 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 10 were octogenarians. 


Seventy-three of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 13 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 16 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ILI. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 222 per 1,000, the rate in 
the City was 243 (North City Districts, 253 ; South, 234), and in the Suburbs, 14°6. ;

No.1 North City District, Hast (Olarence-street, North).—The deaths (14) are equal to an annual rate 
“of 25°8 per 1,000. Tuberculous disease caused 2 deaths, and diseases of the respiratory system 4, in- 
cluding 2 from pneumonia. 

No.1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate of 20°0 per 
alae Tuberculous disease caused 3 deaths, and 3 deaths were due to diseases of the respiratory 
system. 

No.2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (14) are equivalent to an annual rate of 242 
per 1,000. Whooping-cough caused one death, and diarrhea 2; tuberculous disease caused 4 deaths, 
and 3 deaths were caused by convulsions. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (13) represent an annual rate of 21°4 per 
1,000. Enteric fever caused one death, tuberculous disease 2, and 3 deaths were due to diseases of 
the respiratory system, including one from broncho-pneumonia.

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 37°1 per 
1,000. Tuberculous diseases caused 4 deaths, 4 were due to diseases of the heart and blood vessels, and 
2 were caused by bronchitis.

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METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Trish Meteorological Stations see TaBue if.) 

Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.E.MET.soc,, has favoured the Registrar—General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 30th 
May, 1903 :— = 

“Until Friday the weather in Dublin was extremely fine, bright and pleasantly warm, A heavy fall of 
rain took place on Friday evening and Saturday morning; but the clouds soon broke and the splendid 
sunshine, which had been so continuous during the greater part of the week, once more prevailed. The 


changes in atmospheric pressure during the week were neither many nor sudden. On Sunday morning 
an anticyclone, with central baric readings slightly above 30°5 inches, covered the whole of North-Western 


-Europe—at 8 am. the barometer stood at 302 inches at Skudesnzs in the 8.W. of Norway. Easterly 


winds were blowing in England and France, southerly winds in Ireland and Scotland, and sunshine was 
almost uninterrupted. The barometer now began to fall over France and Germany and by Tuesday a 
well-defined depression had formed over the Gulf of Genoa, spreading slowly northwards and north- 
westwards. By Thursday morning this disturbance had covered the sky with clouds over the S. of 
England where sharp thunderstorms and heavy local rains occurred in the course of the day. On Friday - 
morning the southern depression was central over Brittany, and the Irish skies were becoming overcast— 
a few hours later a heavy downpour of rain occurred on the east coast of Ireland. There were further 
electrical disturbances in England on Saturday, at 8 a,m. of which day the depression was central near 
Waterford. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30134 inches, pressure ranging from 30°408 
inches at 9 a.m. of Tuesday (wind, N.E.) to 29°734 inches at 9 a.m. of Saturday (wind, E.N.E.). The 
corrected mean temperature was 576°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 573°. The 
sereened thermometers rose to 68.0° on Monday and I‘hursday and fell to 45°0° on Sunday. N.H. winds” 


_ prevailed. ‘I'he estimated duration of bright sunshine was 775 hours. The rainfall was ‘497 inch on two 


days, 479 inch being measured on Friday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Oifice, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30:140 inches. The highest reading (30°409) was on 
Tuesday at 9 a.m., wind N.E., and the lowest (29°742) on Saturday at 9 a.m., wind N. * 

The mean temperature for the week was 53°3°, being 3:0 over the average for the corres- 
ponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902. The temperature was highest on ‘Thursday 
on which day the thermometer registered 66°4°, and was lowest on Monday, the mercury 
having fallen to 36°9°. ‘The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 54:99, and of the 
Wet Bulb 51:9°. The mean humidity of the air was -82, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 66:5 hours. 
The rainfall measured 0°330 inch. a 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 58°4°, the maximum 77°52, and 
the minimum 38:1°; at Glasgow the maximum was 73°4°, the minimum 40°2°, and the 
mean 56°3°; and at Iidinburgh the maximum was 67:2°, the minimum 42°3°, and the mean 
530°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°33 inch; at Glasgow 0°19 inch; and 
at Edinburgh 0:06 inch.*

The ages of the 
3 deceased persons, were 2 years, 22 years, and 24 years, respectively ; all were 
reported as ‘never vaccinated,” ‘There were 2 deaths from measles, one death from 
whooping-cough, and 2 deaths from influenza. ‘Three deaths from enteric fever were 
registered; in the 4 weeks preceding, this disease caused 3 deaths, one death, 2 
deaths, and one death respectively ; and there was one death from dysentery. 

Tuberculous disease caused 24 deaths, including 2 from tuberculous phthisis, 14 from 
phthisis, 4 from tuberculous meningitis, and 4 from other forms of the disease. | 

Three deaths were assigned to carcinoma, one to sarcoma, and 4 to malignant disease, 
‘‘ cancer.” 

Of 11 deaths from diseases of the nervous system, 5 (all of children under one year ) 
were registered as from convulsions. 

There were 31 deaths attributed to diseases of the heart and blood vessels. 

The deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, in number 43, are equal to an 
annual rate of 5:9 per 1,000, the annual average rate for the corresponding period of the 
past 10 years being 3-9 per 1,000. The total (43) includes 21 deaths from bronchitis, 
2 deaths from croupous pneumonia, 7 deaths from broncho-pneumonia, and 10 deaths 
from pneumonia. 

Four deaths from accidental violence were also registered. 

In 10 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,’’ there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 6 children under 
5 years of age (including 5 infants under one year old) and the deaths of 3 persons aged 
60 years and upwards. 

Forty-eight of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (31 being infants under one year, of whom 15 were under one month old), 
and 50 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 22 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 7 were octogenarians. = 

Eighty-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 17 took place in the North Dublin Union Work- 
house and 20 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed.

Table XI. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the 
Dublin Hospitals during the week ended 6th June, 1903. 

From this it appears that :-— 

Sixteen cases of small-pox were admitted to hospital during the week, 10 were 
discharged, there were 3 deaths, and 40* patients remained under treatment at its close. 

Nine cases of measles were discharged from hospital, and 5 cases remained under 
treatment at the close of the week. 

Twelve cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, 20 cases were discharged, and 
168 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Seven cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 8 were discharged, and 24 cases 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. 
_ Six cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 13 cases were discharged, there 
were 2 deaths, and 19 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 12 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 4 patients were discharged, and 21 cases remained under treatment at the 
end of the week. 


. ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 
The mortality last week in 76 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 13°8), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 14°3 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 18-2 per 1,000, {he rate

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METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE ILI.) 

Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.R.MET.Soc,, has favoured the Registrar—General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 6th 
June, 1903 :— 

“ Although bright sunshine was not so much in evidence as in the previous week, yet the weather was 
uninterruptedly fine and dry in and near Dublin. The barometer:stood high throughout—highest of all 
over Ireland—and winds of moderate strength from polar quarters were prevalent. On Sunday an area 
of high barometric pressure was spreading eastwards across Ireland in the wake of shallow thunderstorm 
depressions which still lay to the N.E. and S.E. of the British Isles, The day proved very fine, tempera- 
ture rising to 78° in London, 68° in Dublin, but only to 62° at Malin Head. Monday was also fine. except 
in Scotland, where there was some rain and temperature ruled low—at Aberdeen the maximum was 
only 52° compared with 83° in London. In Dublin clouds prevailed, and the thermometer did not rise 
above 602°. The anticyclone now became'central over Ireland, and so remained to the end of the week, 
cool nights and cloudy mornings being followed by bright, warm days and evenings. On Thursda 
morning the isobar of 305 inches embraced the whole of Ireland, and the variation in pressure was 
very trifling, the highest reading at 8 a.m. being 30°54 inches at Blacksod Point and Birr, and the lowest 
80°50 inches at Donaghadee. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30°279 inches, the range 
being from 29°904 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, W.N.W.) to 30°505 inches at 9 a.m. of ‘fhursda 
(wind, N.N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 566°, the mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. an 
9 p.m. being 55°8°. The screened thermometers rose to 70°88 on Friday, having fallen to 439° on Wed- 
nesday. Bright sunshine was estimated at 56 hours, including 13 hours on Thursday. The prevailing 
winds were N.N.W. and N.E. Therej{was no rain.” ; 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°290 inches. ‘The highest reading (30°510) was on 
Thursday at 9 a.m., wind N.W., and the lowest (29°909) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 53°3°, being °6 over the average for the corres- 
ponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902. The temperature was highest on Friday 
on which day the thermometer registered 68°6°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the mercury 
having fallen to 35:29. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 538°, and of the 

Wet Bulb 51°5°, The mean humidity of the air was -85, complete saturation being 
represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 53°6 hours. 
There was no rain during the week. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 57:0°, the maximum 82°69, and 
the minimum 42:0°; at Glasgow the maximum was 72:2°, the minimum 39°6°, and the 
mean 56°79; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 74:2°, the minimum 41°6°, and the mean 
56°19. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°13 inch; at Glasgow 0°03 inch; and

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases { registered in the 22 districts during last 
week * were equal to an annual rate of 1°6 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
thirteen of the districts to 14-7 in Kilkenny, the 9 deaths from all causes in that district 
including 3 from measles.

Casss or Inrectiovs Diszasus Unpex Treatment IN Dustin Hosritats. 
Table XI. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the 
Dublin Hospitals during the week ended 13th June, 1903. 
From this it appears that :— 
Eleven cases of small-pox were admitted to hospital during the week, 14 were 
discharged, there were 2 deaths, and 35* patients remained under treatment at its close. 
One case of measles was admitted to hospital, 2 were discharged, and 4 cases 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. 
Seventeen cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, 26 cases were discharged, 
there was one death, and 158 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 
Five cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 6 were discharged, and 23 cases 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. 
Four cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 7 cases were discharged, and 
16 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 
In addition to the above-named diseases, 12 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 7 patients were discharged, there was one death, and 25 cases remained 
under treatment at the end of the week. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 
The mortality last week in 76 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 12-4), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 13°9 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 17°5 per 1,000, the rate 


for Glasgow being 188, and for Edinburgh 15°6.

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases f registered in the 22 districts during last 
veek ™ were equal to an annual rate of 1°6 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in 
ifteen of the districts to 10-3 in Portadown, the 6 deaths from all causes registered in 
that district including 2 from measles. Among the 140 deaths from all causes in Belfast 
are 4 from measles, 3 each from whooping-cough, enteric fever and diarrhea; and the 
26 deaths in Cork include one from whooping-cough and one from diarrhva.

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
200-103 boys and 97 girls; and the deaths to 151—73 males and 78 females.

The deaths registered represent an annual rate of mortality of 20-8 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 8) of persons admitted into public 
nstitutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 19°7 per 1,000. During the 
twenty-four weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 26°3, and was 1:9 
under the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1893-1902. 

Three deaths from small-pox were registered during the week of persons aged 3 
months, 7 years, and 47 years, respectively; the two former are reported “never

Saturday, 20th June. Measles and scarlet fever each caused one death; one death | 
from parotitis, 2 deaths from influenza, 6 deaths from whooping-cough, and one death | 
from diphtheria were also registered. 

Tuberculous disease caused 26 deaths, of these 16 were pulmonary, 3 deaths were 
caused by tuberculous meningitis, and 7 were caused by tuberculous disease of other 
organs. 

Ons death was attributed to carcinoma, one to sarcoma, and 4 deaths were due to 
malignant disease, ** cancer.” a 

Of 7 deaths from diseases of the nervous system, 4 were due to convulsions ; the latter 
deaths were of children under 5 years of age. 

Thirteen deaths were attributed to diseases of the heart and blood vessels. 

The 29 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system include 21 from bronchitis, 3 
from croupous pneumonia, 7 from broncho-pneumonia, and " from. pneumonia. The 
total (39) equals an annual rate of 5:4 per 1,000 of the Dublin Registration Area, the 
average rate for the corresponding period of the past 10 years being 3:3 per 1,000. 

Two deaths were due to accidental violence. 

In 7 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 5 children under | 
one year old and the death of a person aged 68 years. 

Forty-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (30 being infants under one year, of whom 8 were under one month old), 
and 28 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 13 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 4 were octogenarians. . 

Sixty-five of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 12 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 11 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. . 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed.

As already stated, the death rate for the entire Registration Area was 19'7 per 1,000, the rate in 
the City was 21°0 (North City Districts, 19°7 ; South, 22°3), and in the Suburbs, 15°2.

Table XI. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the 
Dublin Hospitals during the week ended 20th June, 1903. 

From this it appears that :— 

Eleven cases of small-pox were admitted to hospital during the week, 10 were 
discharged, there was one death, and 35* patients remained under treatment at its close. 

Three cases of measies were admitted to hospital, 2 were discharged, and 5 cases 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. 
Fifteen cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, 29 cases were discharged, 
there was one death, and 143 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Nine cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 3 were discharged, there was 
one death, and 28 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

One case of enteric fever was admitted to hospital, 3 cases were discharged, and 
14 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. : 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 13 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 8 patients were discharged, there were 2 deaths, and 28 cases remained 
under treatment at the end of the week. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. ; 
The mortality last week in 76 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 13°1), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 14°3 per 1,600 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 17:0 per 1,000, ihe rate 


for Glasgow being 17°9, and for Edinburgh 16:4.

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METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE IL.) j 

Sir John Moore, M.pD., F.R.C.P.I., F.R.MET.Soc,, has favoured tha Registrar—General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 20th 
June, 1903 :— . 

“This week was remarkable for its coldness, a persistence of northeasterly winds, and a large exces 
of cloudiness. In Ireland and Scotland generally the weather was singularly dry, but vast quantities of 
rain fell over the South of England and especially in the London District and along the Thames Valley 
westward. At Brixton, London, 1°15 inches fell on Sunday. ‘76 inch on Monday, and ‘80 inch on Friday. 
Throughout the week atmospheric pressure was relatively high over Ireland, Scotland, and the Atlantic 
Ocean to the west of those countries. On the contrary, numerous depressions hovered over France, 
Germany, England, and the North Sea—after Sunday, these systems affected Sweden and the Baltic also, 
It will thus be seen that the distribution of atmospheric pressure was favourable to a persistence of cold 
northeasterly winds over North-Western Europe : and to a prevalence of clouds and rain in the regions 
under the influence of the low-pressure systems. Early on Sunday morning athunderstorm, accompanied 
by heavy rain and hail, passed southwards down the coast-line of the Counties Dublin and Wicklow, 
involving the City of Dublin but sparing the Phenix Park—the rainfail was nowhere excessive, ‘255 inch 
at Greystones, ‘21 inch at Killiney, and Glasnevin, ‘14 inch in the S.H. of Dublin. The Ordnance Survey 
Office, Phoenix Park, had only ‘(4 inch. Some cold rain fell at intervals up to Thursday morning, but 
from that time to the close of the week the weather was dry. Saturday was brilliant. In Dublin the 
mean height of the barometer was 29°878 inches, pressure ranging between 29728 inches at 9 a.m. of 
Thursday (wind, E.S.E.) and 30120 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, E.). The corrected mean tempera-. 
ture was 521°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 515°. The screened thermometers 
rose to 61'°3° on Wednesday, having fallen to 41°0°on Sunday. The prevailing wind was N.E. Sunshine 
was estimated at 345 hours. The rainfall was ‘085 inch on 4 days, ‘037 inch falling onSunday. At 9.36 a.m. 
of Friday two distinct shocks of Earthquake were felt at Fassaroe near Bray and at Greystones in the 
Co. Wicklow.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°883 inches. The highest reading (30°119) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°726) on Thursday at 9 a.m., wind E. i 

The mean temperature for the week was 49°1°, being 5°7 under the average for the corres- 
ponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902, The temperature was highest on Wednesday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 61'0°, and was also lowest on the same day, the 
mercury having fallen to 36:0°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 49°69, 
and of the Wet Bulb 47°3°. The mean humidity of the air was °85, complete saturation 
being oprenied by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 34°6. 
hours. ‘The rainfall during the week measured 035 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 49:9°, the maximum 67-09, and 
the minimum 41°3°; at Glasgow the maximum was 59°5°, the minimum 36°8°, and the 
mean 48°6°; and at Kdinburgh the maximum was 56°6°, the minimum 39°7°, and the mean 
47°7°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 3:73 inches; at Glasgow 0°14 inch ; and 


at Edinburgh 0°20 inch.*

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases f registered in the 22 districts during last 
veek * were equal to an annual rate of 1°9 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
thirteen of the districts to 17:7 in Lurgan, the 7 deaths from all causes registered in 
that district including 4 from measles. Among the 127 deaths from all causes registered 
in Belfast are 2 from measles, one from scarlet fever, one from simple fever, 3 from 
enteric fever, and 3 from diarrhea; and the 36 deaths from all causes in Cork include 
3 from whooping-cough, one from enteric fever, and one from diarrhea.

The deaths registered represent an annual rate of mortality of 23:4 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 8) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 22°3 per 1,000. During the 
twenty-five weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 26°2, and was 1°7 
below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1893-1902.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABL# LL.) 
Sir John Moore, M.D., F.B.C.P.I., F.B.MET.soc., has favoured the Registrar—General — 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 27th 
June, 1903 :— 


“Sunday was a lovely summer’s day—bright and pleasantly warm. But on Monday the weather broke 
in Ireland ; and southerly winds, clouds and rain set in and continued to prevail to the close of the week. 
Curiously enough, exactly the opposite change took place over southern England, where bright summer 
skies and warmth replaced the cold dull wet weather of the previous fortnight. Dublin experienced 
about the worst of the rainy weather which marked the period in Ireiand—the rainfall in the city was 
‘838 inch on Monday and ‘739 inch on Wednesday, when a sharp thunderstorm occurred in the afternoon 
accompanied by hail and torrents of rain. The remarkable reversal of the weather conditions noted 
above was brought about by a radical change in the distribution of atmospheric pressure over the 
British Isles and their vicinity. On Sunday a feeble anticyclone covered these Islands and the weather 
was fair and quiet. In the evening long rays of cirrus clouds overspread the sky from N.W. in Dublin. 
This proved to be the forerunner of a low pressure system which on Monday took up its position off the 
west coast of [reland. This distribution of pressure brought southerly winds to all parts of the United 
Kingdom, but clear skies and warmth to England, clouds and rain to Ireland and Scotland, and in some 
measure to the northern half of England also. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 30°014 
inches, the barometer rising to 30186 inches at 9 p.m. of Sunday (wind, calm), and falling to 29°896 inches 
at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, S.S.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 57°0°. The mean dry bulb 
reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 671°. The screened thermometers rose to 66'2° and fell to 459° on 
Sunday—the extremes of temperature thus occurring on the same day. The prevailing wind was §.S.H. 
Only 19} hours of bright sunshine were observed, and of these 16 fell on Sunday. Rain fellon six days to 
pe saree at aRnE of 2°161 inches, ‘838 inch being recorded on Monday and ‘739 inch on Wednesday in a 

understorm. 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30-014 inches. The highest reading (30°202) was on 
Sunday at9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°894) on Saturday at 9 p.m., windS.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 55:0°, being 1°3 under the average for the corres 
ponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902. The temperature was highest on Saturday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 66°0°, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen to 36°99. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 56°59, 
and of the Wet Bulb 53°8°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘84, complete saturation 
being Ad egies by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 18-4 
hours. ‘The rainfall during the week measured 1°603 inches. . 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 59°6, the maximum 83°3°, and 
the minimum 38°7°; at Glasgow the maximum was 69°5°, the minimum 38°9°, and the 
mean 57°2°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 66:79, the minimum 437°, and the mean 
569°, . The rainfall at Glasgow measured 1°36 inches; and at Edinburgh 0-44 inch. 
There was no rainfall at Greenwich.* _

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One death from small-pox—that of a male child aged one year and stated to be 
unvaccinated—-was registered. The total number of deaths from the disease during the 
17 weeks ended the 4th July was 31, There were 3 deaths from measles and one from 
diarrhea. ! 

Twenty-six deaths were caused by tuberculous disease. Of this number 4 were from 
tuberculous phthisis, 13 from phthisis, 4 from tuberculous meningitis, 2 from tabes 
mesenterica, and 3 from other forms of the disease. 

Three deaths were attributed to carcinoma and 6 to malignant disease, ‘‘ cancer.” 

Diseases of the nervous system caused 15 deaths, of which 7 (all children under one 
year old) were from convulsions. 

Diseases of the heart and blood vessels caused 26 deaths. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 26 deaths, being equal to an annual rate of 
3°6 per 1,000 of the estimated population, and 0:2 over the average rate for the corres- 
ponding period of the previous 10 years. Of the 26 deaths 12 were from bronchitis, 5 
from broncho-pneumonia, and 4 from pneumonia. 

Two deaths from accidental violence were registered. 

In only 2 instances (those of infants under one year old) the cause of death was 
“uncertified,” there having been no medical attendant during the last illness. 

Thirty-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (25 being infants under one year, of whom 7 were under one month old), 
and 33 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 16 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 3 were octogenarians. | 

Forty-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 5 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 15 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. ) 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed.

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (21) are equal to an annual rate of 28:0 
per 1,000, Among them are 4 from tuberculous disease, 3 from diseases of the heart and blood vessels 
and 8 from diseases of the respiratory system, the latter including 3 from broncho-pneumonia. 


No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (10) are equivalent to an annual rate of 173, 
per 1,000. One death was caused by measles, 1 by diarrhea, 3 by tuberculous disease, and 3 by 
diseases of the nervous system. 


No. 3 North City District (Benburb-strect).—The deaths (7) represent an annual rate of 11° per

(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 
Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.R.MET.soc., has favoured the Registrar—General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 4th 
July, 1903 :— 


“A week of very favourable, if somewhat changeable weather. In Ireland there were electrical 
disturbances on Sunday and Thursday, but the accompanying rainfalls were nowhere large, In the east 
and south of England it remained throughout dry, fine and warm—in London the maximal temperatureg 
up to Saturday were 84°, 74°, 75°, 78°, 84° and 71°. During Sunday and Monday a shallow but well 
marked atmospheric depression lay over the North of Scotland, while pressure was high both over the 
Bay of Biscay and in the Baltic. In Dublin temperature rose on Sunday to 727°, and at 6 p.m. a 
thunderstorm passed northeastwards across the western and northern suburbs. Monday was very fine — 
with fresh westerly winds—at midday a solar halo appeared. Tuesday found an anticyclone central 
over Brittany, where the barometer stood a little above 304 inches. At the same time @ new area of 
relatively low pressure was evident off the N. of Ireland and W. of Scotland. This system brought rain 
and some thunder to Scotland. Wednesday, July 1, was a perfect summer's day—bright and warm—in 
Dublin the thermometer rose to 73°9°. In the course of Thursday a thunderstorm depression passed 
northwards across Ireland, causing thunder and lightning in many parts of Ireland, Wales and Scotland, 
but no excessive rainfalls, At8.a.m. of Friday this disturbance lay off Cape Wrath in Sutherlandshire, 
the barometer being down to 29°34 inches at Stornoway in the Hebrides. Fresh to strong and squally 
8.W. to W. winds blew over the British Isles, accompanied by showers in most districts. Saturday was at 
first very fine, bright and warm, afterwards changeable and dull. In Dublin the mean height of the 
barometer was 30°083 inches, pressure ranging between 3('269 inches, at 9a.m. of Tuesday (wind, W.S.W.), 
and 29°730 inches about 5 p.m. of Thursday (wind, 8.W.). The mean temperature was 61°4°. The mean 
dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m, and 9 p.m. was 599°. The screened thermometers rose to 73'9° on 
Wednesday and fell to 519° on Saturday. The duration of bright sunshine was estimated at 50 hours, 
The prevailing wind was §8.W. The rainfall was ‘092 inch on three days, ‘019 inch being measured on 
Saturday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°083 inches. ‘The highest reading (30°269) was on 
Tuesday at 9 a.m., wind S.W., and the lowest (29°815) on Thursday at 9 p.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 59°2°, being 0°2 over the average for the corres- 
ponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902. The temperature was highest on Wednesday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 71°9°, and was lowest on Thursday, the 
mercury having fallen to 45°99. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 58:39, 
and of the Wet Bulb 54°6°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘78, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 53°9 
hours. ‘The rainfall during the week measured 0°183 inch. } 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 65°2°, the maximum 84°8°, and 
the minimum 50°6°; at Glasgow the maximum was 75'6°, the minimum 47°6°, and the 
mean 59°9°; and at. Edinburgh the maximum was 74°6°, the minimum 49°1°, and the mean 
59:79. The rainfall at Glasgow measured 0°41 inch; and at Edinburgh 0-08 inch, 
There was no rainfall at Greenwich.*

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| DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA.—Births.—In the Dublin Registration Area, 
which consists of the city of Dublin and the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, 
Pembroke, Blackrock and Kingstown, the total area thereof being 13,757 
statute acres, and the population estimated to the middle of 1903, 378,994, 
there were regisitered during the thirteen weeks ended on Saturday, 4th 
July, 1903, 2,764 births—1,411 boys and 1,353 girls—being equal to an annual 
‘ratio of 1 in 34-3, or 29-2 in every 1,000 of the population. 


The number of births registered in the city was 2,317, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 31:6 in every 1,000 of the population; and in the urban districts named 
above, 447, equal to an annual rate of 20°9 in every 1,000 of the population.

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Enteric Fever.—There were 24 deaths attributed to enteric fever during the 
juarter, as against 20, 36, 41, and 27, respectively, in the preceeding four quarters. 
Of the 24 deaths 13 appertained to North Dublin City ; 9 to South Dublin City, and one 
‘9 the Urban District of Rathmines and Rathgar. There was also one death of a 
person admitted toa hospital from a locality without the Dublin Registration Area. 
From Table I. it appears that there were 46 cases of enteric fever under treatinent 
ut the close of the previous quarter, that in the period now the subject of review 
88 cases were admitted, that 102 patients were discharged, that there were 7 deaths, 
and that 25 cases remained under treatment at the termination of the quarter. 


Diarrheal Diseases.—Fifteen deaths were registered as being caused by epidemic 
diarrhea, epidemic enteritis, diarrhoea, &c., or dysentery ; the number of deaths 
attributed to these diseases in the quarter preceding was 30. 


Influenza.—Twenty-nine deaths were thus registered. 
-Tetanus.—Two deaths were due to tetanus. 

Erysipelas.—The deaths thus assigued were nine in number. 
 Corebro-spinal Fever.—One death was registered. 


Tuberculous Disease.—The deaths from tuberculous disease (433) include 35 
registered as tuberculous phthisis, 254 phthisis, 48 tuberculous meningitis, 17 
tuberculous peritonitis, 9 tabes mesenterica, and 70 other forms of tuberculous 
disease. The total equals an annual rate of 4°6 per 1,000 of the population of the 
Dublin Registration Area, estimated to the middle of the year 1903, The deaths 
from phthisis are equal to a rate of 3-1 per 1,000. 


Cancer, Malignant Discase.—Of a totai of 98 deaths under this heading, 31 were 
attributed to carcinoma, and 6 to sarcoma. 


Diseases of the Nervous System.—Of 200 deaths which were thus classified, 80 were 
attributed to convulsions; of the latter 69 were of children under one year of age. 


~ Diseases of the Heart and Blood-vessels—Vhree hundred and twenty-four deaths 
were attributed to diseases of the heart and blood vessels, 


Diseases of the Respiratory System.—Of the 468 deaths from diseases of the 
respiratory system, 255 were due to bronchitis, and 158 to the various forms of 
pneumonia. The total (468) is below that of the preceding quarter by 67, and is 
equal to a rate of 4:9 per 1,000 of the estimated population, the annual average rate 
for the corresponding period in the previous ten years being 4°5 per 1,000. 


+ Accidental Deaths,—There were 44 deaths attributed to accidental violence. These 
include 5 by vehicles and horses, 7 (all children under 5 years of age) by burns, 
sealds, or explosions, and 10 by drowning. 


~ Homicide.—One death was registered as having been due to homicidal violence. 


Suicide. —Three deaths by suicide were registered.

In 102 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness. Of the 102 cases, 65, or 63-7 per cent., were deaths 
of children under 5 years of age: these 65 deaths form 10:8 per cent. of the total 
number of deaths of children of that age. Of the deaths of 139 infants under one 
month old registered, there were 26 (or 18-7 per cent.) regarding which the cause 
was uncertified. 


From Table IL., on page 4280, it will be seen that, excluding 112 deaths of persons 
admitted into Public Institutions from localities outside the Dublin Registration 
Area, the number of deaths registered during the quarter was 2,145, equal to an 
annual rate of 22-6 per 1,000 of the estimated population, and that 135 of these 
deaths, representing an annual rate of 1:4 per 1,000 persons, were caused by the 
principal epidemic diseases.t| The death-rate for the city (from all causes) was 
24:2 per 1,000, and for the urban districts 17-3 per 1,000.

Occupations.—‘Table IIT., on page 429, shows the occupations or social position of 
the persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter, the various callings 
being grouped in classes and orders, so as to show the respective rates of mortality 
in the several social grades of the population. From this Table it will be observed 
that the deaths in families of the “ Professional and Independent Class” were equal 
to an annual rate of 28-2 per 1,000 of the persons in that class according to the 
Census of 1901 ; in the “ Middle Class” the death-rate was 14-8 per 1,000; among 
the “Artisan Class and Petty Shopkeepers” it was 18-5; and in the ‘General 
Service Class ” and the “ Inmates of Workhouses,” combined, it was 32°4,

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ages.— Of the 2,257 persons whose deaths were registered in the Dublin Regis- 
tration Area during the quarter, 602 were under 5 years of age, this number being 
equal to an aunual mortality of 63:1 in every 1,000 children at that age (according 
to the Census of 1901); 196 were between the ages of 5 and 20, representing an 
annual rate of 7:3 per 1,000 persons of that age period ; the total number under 20 
years being equal to an annual mortality of 22-0 per 1,000 of the population at that 
age (according to the Census of 1901) ; 376 or 11:1 per 1,000 persons were between 
20 and 40; 496 or 28:9 per 1,000 between 40 and 60; 491 or 80°9 per 1,000 
between 60 and 80; 96 or 201-7 per 1,000 were aged 80 and upwards, including 
9 persons aged 90 and upwards, of whom one was a man whose age was stated 

to be 114 years. 


Public Institutions. —Of the 2,257 deaths recorded during the quarter, 931, or 
41:2 per cent., occurred in public institutions, viz., 533 in the various hospitals, 
prisons, and lunatic asylums ; 197 in the North Dublin Union Workhouse; 194 in 
the South Dublin Union Workhouse; and 7 (those of persons admitted from within 
the Dublin Registration Area) in the Rathdown Union Workhouse.

temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, was 49°3°. 
At Greenwich, it was 51:9° ; at Glasgow, 50°1° ; and at Edinburgh, 48°3°. 

The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 4-991 inches; at 
Greenwich, 9:47 inches ; at Glasgow, 5°73 inches ; and at Edinburgh, 3:26 inches.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TARLE II.) 
Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.R.MET.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 11th 
July, 1903 :— 


“Tf changeable at times, the weather of this week was eminently favourable. The range of tempera- 
ture was vetharkably large, amounting in Dublin to 34:9° between Tuesday and Thursday. The cold of - 
the early morning of the first-named day accompanied the clear sky and N.W. winds of a cyclonic 
disturbance which arrived off the N.W. and_N. of Ireland on Sunday morning, travelling thence at first 
eastwards and then in an east-south-easterly direction across the 8, of Scotland and the N, of England, 
and the North Sea, to Denmark and North Germany. The passage of this disturbance, in which the 
barometer fell below 295 inches, was attended by a downpour of rain in Scotland, and by fresh 8.W. to — 
N.W. and N. gales in Ireland and Great Britain. At8 a.m. of Monday 2°50 inches of rain were measured 
at Wick, 1:17 inches at Stornoway and 1°04 inches at Nairn. In Dublin a very heavy shower fell at 115 
p.m. of Sunday. As the depression passed_eastwards temperature fell fast—early on Tuesday morning 
to 39° at Stornoway, 41° at Birr, and 44° in Dublin, in the course of Tuesday night to 37° at Nairn, 38° at 
Aberdeen, 39° at Wick, 41° at Leith, and 45° even in London. On Wednesday, however, a sudden and great 
rise of the thermometer took place in Ireland, quickly extending to Great Britain—in Dublin the ther- 
mometer rose to 759° on Wednesday and to 790° on Thursday—the latter weading being the highest 
recorded in this city since July 17, 1901, when 81'8° was reached, Friday was warm but cloudy—at night 
a shallow depression brought N.E. wind, rain and a sudden dip in temperature ; Saturday proved dull, 
wet, and cool. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 301154 inches, the barometer falling to 29 650 
inches at 3 p.m. of Sunday (wind, 8.W.) and rising to 30°345 inches at 9 a.m. of Thursday (wind, W.). The 
corrected mean temperature was 614°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m.and 9 p.m. was 602°. ‘he © 
screened thermometers fell to 441° on Tuesday but rose to 790° on Thursday, on which day the ther- 
mometer stood. at 716° even at 9 pm. N.W. and W. winds prevailed Bright sunshine was estimated 
at 40 hours, of which 13 fell on Thursday. Rain fell on three days to the amount of ‘279 inch, *131 inch 
being registered on Saturday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°159 inches. ‘The highest reading (30-349) was on 
Thursday at 9a.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°728) on Sunday at 9a.m., windS.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 604°, being 1°9 over the average for the corres- 
ponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902. The temperature was highest on Thursday, 
on which day the tkermometer registered 78°6°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 39°39, The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 585°, 
and of the Wet Bulb 559°. The mean humidity of the air was -84, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. ‘The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 44:5 
hours.. The rainfall during the week measured 0°220 inch. a 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 63°6°, the maximum 87°5°, and 
the minimum 42°2°;-at Glasgow the maximum was 74:2°, the minimum 43°8°, and the 
mean 58°1°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 72-2°, the minimum 42°5°, and the mean 
57:0°. The rainfall at Glasgow measured 0°49 inch; and at Edinburgh 0°33 inch. 
There was no rainfall at Greenwich.* ee 4

From this it appears that :— | 

Seven cases of small-pox were admitted to hospital during the week, 4 were dis- 
charged, there were 2 deaths, and 37* patients remained under treatment at its close. 

One case of measles was discharged from hospital, and no cases remained under 

treatment at the close of the week. 

Twenty cases of scarlatina were admitted to hospital, 22 cases were discharged, 
there were 3 deaths, and 104 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Ten cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 6 were discharged, and 25 
cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Six cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 6 cases were discharged and 
29 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. _ 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 5 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 5 patients were discharged, there were 2 deaths, and 33 cases remained 
under treatment at the end of the week.

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METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 

Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.R.MET.soc., has favoured the Registrar—General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 18th 
July, 1903 :— | 

“ Very unsettled weather prevailed throughout this week. In Dublin Sunday was the only entirely dry 
day, and even it was cloudy, cool, and breezy. Monday also was chiefly fine and dry after light showers 
in the morning, but the amount of cloud was large. During these two days cool N.W. winds blew 
steadily, determined by a low pressure system over Scandinavia and an anticyclone lying off the W. and 
S.W. coasts of Ireland. Tuesday morning showed a complete change, so far as Ireland was concerned. 
The high pressure system had given place to a depression off the western shores of this island, and this 
system steadily grew deeper and spread eastwards until Friday, when the barometer was below 29°5 
inches all over Ireland as well as in a small secondary depression over Northumberland and Berwick. In 
the interval between Tuesday and Friday rain was the order of the day, at first in Ireland, Wales and the 
North of England, afterwards in Scotland and the greater part of England also. Thunder accompanied ~ 
the copious showers in places. Saturday broke gloomy and wet in the neighbourhood of Dublin, but 
with a N.E. wind the clouds rolled away and from 1.30 p.m. the weather was brilliant until 4.30 p.m, 
On this day rain was general in England and heavy in many places. In Dublin the mean height of the 
barometer was 29'769 inches, pressure ranging between 30°099 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, N.N.W.) 
and 29'477 inches at 6 p.m. of Thursday (wind, S.E.). The corrected mean temperature was 588°. The 
mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 57°3°. The screened thermometers rose to 71°9° on 
Wednesday, having fallen to 51°5° on Monday. The prevalent winds were first N.W. afterwards E.N.E. 
Bright sunshine was estimated at 22; hours, 7 falling on Friday and 6 on Sunday. The rainfall was 1562 
inches, on six days, ‘517 inch being measured on Monday, ‘469 inch on Friday, and ‘339 inch on Wednesday. 
At Brixton, South London, a thunderstorm on Friday night gave 1°50 inches of rain.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°772 inches. The highest reading (30°093) was on 
Sunday at 9a.m., wind N.W., and the lowest (29500) on Friday at 9 a.m., wind N.E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 56:9°, being 2°1 under the average for the corres- 
ponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902. The temperature was highest on Wednesday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 70°9°, and was lowest on Sunday, the 
mercury having fallen to 48°79. ‘The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 55:99, 
and of the Wet Bulb 54°3°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘90, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 157 
hours. The rainfall during the week measured 3°313 inches. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 60°7°, the maximum 77:19, and 
the minimum 46:0°; at Glasgow the maximum was 63:2°, the minimum 422°, and the 
mean 55'0°; and at Kdinburgh the maximum was 61:4°, the minimum 44°5°, and the mean 
52°49, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°57 inch; at Glasgow 2°04 inches; and 
at Edinburgh 1:99 inches.*

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases } registered in the 22 districts during last 
week * were equal to an annual rate of 1°9 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
fourteen of the districts to 5°2 in Portadown. Amongst the 105 deaths from all causes 
registered in Belfast are 5 from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, 4 from enteric fever, 
and 11 from diarrhvea; and the 22 deaths from all causes registered in Cork include 2

Two deaths from small-pox were registered, making a total mortality of 34 for Re | 
weeks ende} on the 25th July. The two deaths were of males aged, respectively, 38 | 
and 56 years, regarding whom it was stated that there was no trace of primary or | 
secondary vaccination on either. There was one death from measles, also one death | 
from scarlet fever. Three deaths from whooping-cough, and one death each from | 
enteric fever and from epidemic enteritis, were also registered.

The 16 deaths comprise 9 from bronchitis, one from croupous pneumonia, 2 from |

In 8 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical | 

attendant during the last illness ; these cases include the death ofa person aged 60 years. | 

Twenty-one of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (14 being infants under one year, of whom 3 were under one month old), 
and 38 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 18 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 9 were octogenarians. . 7 | 

Fifty-one of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 12 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, 14 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and 3 in the Rathdown Union 
Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed.

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METEOROLOGY. 


(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see Tanun II.) 
Sir John Moore, M.p., F-R.C.P.I., F.R.MET.Soc.,, has favoured the Registrar—General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 25th 
July, 1903 :— 


“The weather was changeable and the rainfall was heavy at_times—nevertheless in Dublin, although 
rain was recorded on six days, three days were fine—Sunday, Monday, and Thursday. During the first 
two days cool northerly breezes prevailed, and the weather was chiefly fine and bright after cloudy, 
dull mornings. Early on Tuesday a large but shallow depression was found off the N.W. of Ireland and 
W. of Scotland. This disturbance led to heavy,rainfalls on the Irish and British shores of St, George’s 
Qhannel and the Irish Sea—in Dublin 440 inch was measured at 9 a.m. of Tuesday and ‘320 inch fell in 
- drenching showers in the afternoon of the same day. Wednesday was at first bright and warm, but after 
4 p.m. there were heavy showers with thunder. Thursday proved very fine, bright and summerlike in 
Dublin. It was a ‘pet day’ owing to an equalisation of atmospheric pressure. This was caused by the 
advance of a secondary depression in a north-easterly direction from the Bay of Biscay to the S.E. of 
England and the North Sea. Much rain fell along the track of this disturbance—the measurements at 
8 am. of Friday were 1'73 inches at Cap Gris Nez, 1:53 inches in London, 1:24 inches at Clacton-on-Sea, 
Essex, 0°62 inch at Dungeness, and 0°61 inch at Spurn Head, Yorkshire. On Saturday a new and deeper 
primary depression, approaching Ireland rapidly from the southwestward, threw the weather intoa 
very broken, squally and rainy condition, In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29'849 inches, 
the range of pressure being from 30°074 inches at 9 p.m, of Monday (wind, N.E.) to 29627 inches at 9 p.m, 
of Saturday (wind, W.5.W.). ‘he corrected mean temperature was 596°. The meandry bulb reading at 
9 am.and 9 p.m. was 531°. The screened thermometers rose to 70°5° on Wednesday and fell to 49°8° on 


Monday. The prevailing wind was W.S.W. Bright sunshine was estimated at 42 hours. Rain fellon 6 


days to the amount of 1'321 inches, ‘441 inch being measured on Saturday,” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°860 inches. The highest reading (30-094) was on 
Monday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°642) on Saturday at 9 p.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 57:4°, being 3:0 under the average for the corres- 
ponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902. The temperature was highest on Tuesday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 688°, and was lowest on Monday, the 
mercury having fallen to 44°5°. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 57:19, 
and of the Wet Bulb 55:1°. The mean humidity. of the air was ‘88, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 44°6 
hours. The rainfall during the week measured °840 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 60°5°, the maximum 74:9°, and 
the minimum 45°7°; at Glasgow the maximum was 72°3°, the minimum 43°S°, and the 
mean 57°0°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 69°1°, the minimum 450°, and the mean 
57°42, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 3°18 inches; at Glasgow 0°25 inch; and 
at Edinburgh 0:10 inch.*

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 
Sir John Moore, M.D., F.B.C.P.I., F.R.MET.soc,, has favoured the Registrar~General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, Ist 
August, 1903 :— ; 


“True to the prevailing character of the present season, the weather of this week was unsettled, cool, 
cloudy and rainy. The winds were variable in direction and force. OnSunday afternoon a thunderstorm 
accompanied by heavy rain and in places hail passed over Dublin. Early on Monday morning a 
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depression of some intensity advanced over the South of Ireland from the Atlantic. It subsequently — 


crossed the British Islands in a northeasterly direction, carrying with it squally S.H. to S.W. winds and 
heavy rains. In the interval from Wednesday to Friday the main depression was central over the North 
Sea, Denmark, and the South of Norway, while some secondary disturbances passing eastwards or south- 
eastwards across England kept the weather in a changeable showery condition, N.W. winds of much 
strength and low temperatures being reported from all parts of North-Western Europe. Thunder and 


hailstorms were experienced in the South and Kast of England. On Wednesday afternoon a drenching ~ 


shower, aptly described as a ‘cloudburst, and accompanied by thunder, fell in the districts of Stillorgan, 
Foxrock, and Carrickmines. On Thursday and Friday the N.W. wind blew with the force of a moderate 
gale at exposed stations in both Great Britain and Ireland. On Sunday the rainfall at North Shields was 
1°42 inches. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29'810 inches, the range being from 29598 
inches at 5.30 p.m. of Tuesday (wind, E.) to 30°025inches at 9a.m. of Friday (wind, W.N.W.). The corrected 
mean temperature was 580°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m, and 9 p.m. was 57'1°. The screened 
thermometers rose to 65'9° on Saturday, having fallen to 51'0°on Sunday. The duration of bright sunshine 
was estimated at 37 hours, of which 10 fellon Sunday and 9 on Tuesday. N.W.and W. winds prevailed. 
The rainfall was ‘824 inch on six days, ‘420 inch being measured on Sunday, when a thunderstorm 
occurred.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°817 inches. The highest reading (30-030) was on 
Friday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°617) on Wednesday at 9 a.m., wind W.S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 55°4°, being 3°7 under the average for the corres- 
ponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902. The temperature was highest on Sunday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 65°79, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 46°79. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 56:09, 
and of the Wet Bulb 53°5°. The mean humidity of the air was °86, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 41:8 
hours. ‘The rainfall during the week measured 814 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 586", the maximum 71°52, and 
the minimum 49:0°; at Glasgow the maximum was 67°2°, the minimum 45°6°, and the 
mean 56°4°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 66°8°, the minimum 48°4°, and the mean 
570°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1°52 inches; at Glasgow 0°65 inch; and 
at Edinburgh 2°09 inches.* |

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases f registered in the 22 districts during last 
week * were equal to an annual rate of 2°7 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
fifteen of the districts to 15:4 in Clonmel, the 6 deaths from all causes registered in that 
district including 2 from whooping-cough and one from diarrheal disease. Among the 
152 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast are 4 from measles, one from simple con- 
tinued fever, 6 from enteric fever, and 22 from diarrheal diseases; the 31 deaths from all 
causes in Cork include one from whooping-cough and one from diarrheal disease; and the 
19 deaths from all causes in Londonderry include 4 from whooping cough and 2 from 
diarrheal diseases. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA, 


In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the we2k amounted to 
177-87 boys and 90 girls; and the deaths to 137—74 males and 63 females. 


: DEATHS. 

The deaths registered represent an annuai rate of mortality of 18°8 in every 1,000 
of the popuiation; omitting the deaths (numbering 5) of persons admitted into public 
Institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 18'2 per 1,000. During the 
thirty-one weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 24°7, and was 2°1 
under the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1893-1902.

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A death from small-pox was registered (a faint primary vaccination mark was reported) ; 
the deéeased was a male aged 40 years, and had been suffering from pulmonary tuberculosis 
for 3 months previously. The number of deaths from small—pox registered during the 
twenty-two weeks ending August 8th was 35. One death each was caused by measles, 
influenza, and whooping cough. Of 5 deaths from diarrhceal diseases 2 were due to 
epidemic diarrhea. 

Of 21 deaths attributed to tuberculous disease, 2 were caused by tuberculous phthisis, 
12 by phthisis, 2 by tuberculous meningitis, one by tuberculous peritonitis, one by tabes 
mesenterica, and 3 by other forms of the disease. 

There were 2 deaths from carcinoma, and 4 from cancer, malignant disease, 

Of 16 deaths from diseases of the nervous system, 7 (all of infants under one year) 
were caused by convulsions. 

There were 27 deaths from diseases of the heart and blood vessels. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 15 deaths, including 6 from bronchitis, 4 
from broncho-pneumonia, and 4 from pneumonia. The annual rate represented by the 
15 deaths for the week was 2*1 per 1,000, the annual average rate for the corresponding 
period of the preceding 10 years being 2°5. 

Five deaths were registered as being due to accidental violence. : 

In 7 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness ; these cases include the deaths of 5 children under 5 years 
of age (including 3 infants under one year old) and the death of a person aged 80 years. 

Forty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (32 being infants under one year, of whom 9 were under one month old), 
and 30 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 17 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 5 were octogenarians, and 3 (one man and 2 women) were stated to have been 
aged 92, 92, and 94 years respectively. d 

Fifty-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and 
other public institutions; of this number 10 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, 12 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and one in the Rathdown 
Union Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ILI. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death rate for the entire Registration Area was 182 per 1,000, the rate in 
the City was 192 (North City Districts, 19°4 ; South, 190), and in the Suburbs, 14°6.

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (15) are equivaient toi. n anu ual rate of 26°0 
per 1,000. Diarrhoeal diseases caused 2 deaths, phthisis caused one death, and tuberculous peritonitis 
caused one death. Five deaths were caused by diseases of the heart and blood vessels; and there 
was one accidental death. : 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (16) represent an annual rate of 26% per 
1,000. There was one death each from small-pox, phthisis, and tuberculous meningitis ; there were 
4 deaths from diseases of the heart and blood vessels, and one death from pneumonia. There was one 
accidental death.

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METBOROLOGY,. 


((For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TasxE II.) 

Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.R.MET.soc., has favoured the Registrar—General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 8th 
August, 1903 :— | 

“High winds were the leading characteristic of the weather of this week, which had a much less copious 
rainfall than so many of its predecessors. At the same time a showery tendency prevailed, and in Dublin 
rain was measured daily though generally in small amounts. There were, however, only five ‘rainy’ 
days. During the greater part of the week atmospheric pressure was low over Scandinavia, high over | 
France and the Bay of Biscay—hence the strong N.W. and W. winds of the period. The week opened 
with a fair warm morning on Sunday, but the afternoon and evening wererainy. Monday was very fine, | 
with fresh W.N.W. and W. winds. Showers fell at night, but Tuesday was again fine, dry and breezy, 
temperature rising to 67°9° in the screen. Both on Wednesday and Thursday there were sharp showers, | 
and fine intervals, with a continuance of fresh and at times squally westerly winds. Thursday evening | 
was beautiful—clear, moonlight, and cool. Friday broke fair, sunny yet cool, but a sheet of cirrifor 
cloud.soon overspread the sky, as a large and rather deep depression advanced over Ireland from the 
Atlantic. Some rain fell, and the wind freshened from S. Saturday was breezy, warm and dry, wit 
sunny spells in the afternoon, and strong S.W. winds at night, without rain. In Dublin the mean 
atmospheric pressure was 29'893 inches, the barometer rising to 30°176 inches at 9 p.m. of Thursday 
(wind, W.), and falling to 29476 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, S.W.). The corrected mean tempera- 
ture was 597°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 am. and 9p.m, was 591. On Friday the screened | 
thermometers fell to 48°2° ; a few hours later—on Saturday—they rose to 69'°9°. The duration of bright , 
sunshine was estimated at 425 hours—9 falling on Wednesday and 8 on Thursday. S.W.and W. winds | 
prevailed. .The rainfall was ‘191 inch on five days, ‘105 inch being measured on Sunday.” | 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Otfice, Phenix. Park, the mean height of | 
the barometer during the week was 29°87 inches. The highest reading (30°193) was on | 
Thursday ‘at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°478) on Saturday at 9 p.m., windS.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 56°5°, being 2°7 under the average for the corres: | 
ponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902. The temperature was highest on. Saturday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 67°6°, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 38°39. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 58°62, | 
and of the Wet Bulb 54°6°. The mean humidity of the air was -77, complete saturation | 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 48°3 | 
hours. The rainfall during the week measured ‘266 inch. 

-At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 61°2°, the maximum 77°5°, and 
the minimum 442°; at Glasgow the maximum was 65°5°, the minimum 50:2°, and the 
mean 58°1°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 64-2°, the minimum 48°7°, and the mean |

METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.1., F.R.MET.S0c., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
15th August, 1903 :— 


“True to the character of the present season, the weather of this week was changeable, showery, and 
(at the beginning and close) squally. On Sunday and Monday an atmospheric depression of considerable 
size and depth (29:2 inches) passed northeastwards from the N.W. of treland to the Shetlands and 
Norwegian Sea. It caused squally S.W. to N.W. winds, widespread rainfalls, and (in connection with a 
secondary low pressure system) thunderstorms in England. At8a.m.of Tuesday a new depression was 
found at the mouth of the English Channel. his system passed up that Channel and across the 8.K, of © 
England to the Helder in Holland, off which it was centralon Wednesday morning, A downpour of rain 
took place along its track, London getting 1°02 inches, Yarmouth 1°26 inches, and Lowestoft 1:23 inches. In 
Ireland, on the other hand, the weather became temporarily fine and bright during the passage of this 
depression, owing to the resultant local equalisation of baric pressure. Early on Thursday signs of a 
complete break-up of the weather showed themselves in a sudden and widespread fall of the barometer 
over the Bay of Biscay and the British Isles. In Dublin a sheet of cirrus cloud was seen to spread rapidly 
across the sky from W.N.W., the undercurrent backed to S., and in the evening a heavy fall of rain set in. 
At 9am. of Friday the measurements were ‘47 inch in the city and from ‘59 to ‘61 inch at the Greystones 
stations. About 4 a.m, of Saturday the wind veered to W.N.W. and blew a fresh gale for many hours asa 
deep cyclonic system passed away towards N.E. The week closed dull, cold, and rainy as well as squally. 
Sheet lightning was seen occasionally to S.E. after 9 p.m. of Saturday, and there were many shooting stars 
at night.. In Dublin the mean baric pressure was 29569 inches, the range being from 29°905 inches at 9 a.m. 
of Thursday (wind, S.S.W.) to 28°837 inches at 9 p.m. of Friday (wind,S.). The corrected mean temperature 
was 58°2°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9a.m.and9p.m. was 568°, The screened thermometers 
rose te 68'0° on Friday, having fallen to 488° on Thursday. Bright sunshine was estimated at 41 hours, of 
which 9 fell on Sunday and 8 on Tuesday. The prevailing wind was W.S.W. Rain fell on six days to the 
amount of ‘618 inch, ‘470 inch being recorded on Thursday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°577 inches. The highest reading (29-911) was on 
Thursday at 9 a.m., wind S.W., and the lowest (28°840) on Friday at 9 p.m., wind S.K. 

The mean temperature for the week was 54°7°, being 3°2 under the average for the corres- 
ponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902, The temperature was highest on Friday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 67°8°, and was lowest on Thursday, the 
mercury having fallen to 38°39. ‘The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 55:99, 
and of the Wet Bulb 53°19. The mean humidity of the air was -84, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 39°6 
hours. ‘The rainfall during the week measured 1°0i1 inches. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 59-5°, the maximum 73-52, and 
the minimum 45°3°; at Glasgow the maximum was 66°8°, the minimum 440°, and the 
mean 56°3°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 63°9°, the minimum 44°8°, and the mean 
559°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 2°11 inches; at Glasgow 1°33 inch33; and 
at Edinburgh 0°26 inch.*

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases f registered in the 22 districts during last 
week * were equal to an annual rate of 2'4 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in 
thirteen of the districts to 20°7 in Portadown, the 6 deaths from all causes registered 
in that district, including 2 from measles and 2 from diarrheal diseases. Among the 
103 deaths from all causes registered in Belfast, are one from measles, 3 from whooping- 
cough, 2 from enteric fever, and 15 from diarrheal diseases; and the 22 deaths trom all 
causes in Londonderry include one from typhus, 2 from whooping-cough, one from 
diphtheria, and 4 from diarrheal diseases.

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
227—129 boys and 98 girls; and the deaths to 169—90 males and 79 females. 


DEATHS. 

The deaths registered represent an annual rate of mortality of 22:3 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 3) of persons admitted into public 
Institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 22°9 per 1,000. During the 
thirty-three weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 24°5, and was 2°1 
under the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1893-1902.

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One death from whooping-cough, one death from diphtheria, and 11 deaths from 
diarrheal diseases, constitute the mortality from the principal epidemic diseases. Not 
one death from small-pox was registered during the week. 

Tuberculous disease caused 35 deaths, including 6 deaths from pulmonary tuberculosis, 
16 from phthisis, 4 from tuberculous meningitis, 1 from tabes mesenterica, and 8 deaths 
from other forms of the disease. 

Six deaths were due to cancer, malignant disease, and 6 were caused by carcinoma. 

Of 5 deaths from diseases of the nervous system, 2 (infants under one year old) 
were caused by convulsions. 

There were 22 deaths from diseases of the heart and blood vessels. 

The deaths from diseases of the respiratory system (23) were equal to an annual rate 
of 3°2 per 1,000 of the population of the Dublin registration area, the annual avera 
rate for the corresponding period of the last 10 years being 2:3 per 1,000. The 
total (23) includes 13 deaths from bronchitis, one death from broncho-pneumonia, 
and 4 deaths from pneumonia. : 

Of 4 deaths from violence, one caused by accidental burns, one by drowning, and 
one death by suicide were registered, | 

In 6 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness ; these cases include the deaths of 4 infants under one year 
old, and the deaths of 2 persons aged 60 years and upwards. ; 

Forty-nine of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (36 being infants under one year, of whom 13 were under one month old), 
and 42 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 22 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 3 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been aged 90 years. 

Fifty-six of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number |3 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 15 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. - 

The following are the principal features: of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ILI. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death rate for the entire Registration Area was 22°9 per 1,000, the rate in 
the City was 24:3 (North City Districts, 21'1 ; South, 27°8), and in the Suburbs, 17°7.

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).--The deaths (16) are equal to an annual rate ot 213 
per 1,000. There was one death from epidemic diarrhoea, there were 4 deaths from phthisis, 3 deaths 
grorg gliseasy of the respiratory system, and 4 deaths from diseases of the digestive system 
registered. 4 

No, 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (20) are equivalent to an annual rate of 346 
per 1,000. There were 7 deaths from tuberculous disease, and 5 deaths from diseases of the respira- 
tory system, including one death from broncho-pneumonia. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (10) represent an annual rate of 165 per 
1,000. There was one death from diarrhaa, and two deaths were due to tuberculous disease of he 
lungs ; there were 2 deaths from diseases of the heart and blood vessels. : 

Other North City Districts The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week 
are :—Clontarf and Howth, No.1, part of, 217 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No.

There was one death from diphtheria, and diarrhceal diseases caused 2 deaths ; 4deaths were 
caused by tuberculous disease ; there were 4 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, inelud- 
ing one death from pneumonia ; there was one death from accident. ; 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (12) are equal to an annual rate of 34'2 per 
1,000, There was one death from diarrhea, and tuberculous disease caused 3 deaths ; there were 2 | 
Boats from diseases of the heart and blood vessels, and 2 deaths from diseases of the digestive 
system. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-street)—The deaths (29) are equal to an annual rate of 361 per 
1,000. There were 3 deaths from diarrhoeal diseases, there were 6 deaths from tuberculous disease ; 
of 2 deaths from diseases of the respiratory system, one was due to pneumonia ; diseases of the 
digestive system caused 3 deaths, 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street),—The deaths (11) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
16°3 per 1,000. There were 2 deaths from phthisis, there was one death from pneumonia, and 4 deaths | 
were due to diseases of the digestive system ; one death was due to accidental violence. - 

New Kilmainham District—The deaths (2) are equal to an annual rate of 11°7 per 1,000. | 

uroan Districts.—The annual death-rates represented by. the deaths recordea last week are :— | 
Rathmines and Rathgar, 126 ; Pembroke, 16:0 ; Blackrock, 17°9; and Kingstown, 296. The deaths 
from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these districts consist of one from diarrhea for 
Rathmines and Rathgur, and one from diarrhea for Blackrock.

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~ METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 
Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.0.P.1., F.R.MET.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General 


with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, © 


22nd August, 1903 :— 


“ Another week of broken, showery weather has to be recorded—only on Thursday did rain fail to put 
inan appearance. The leading features of the week were clear cold nights, fine sunny mornings, cloudy 
and showery afternoons. From this it would appear that the rainfall was chiefiy the product of 
‘evaporation showers,’ such as fall in summer-time from day-begotten cumulus clouds. At the be ginning 
of the week all Northwestern Europe was still under the influence of the large and deep depression which 
had first been ‘sighted’ on Thursday, August 13, off the southwest of Ireland, travelling thence ina 
northeasterly direction across Ireland and Scotland. The system was central between the Shetlands and 
the Faroe Islands at 8 a.m. of Sunday, when the barometer read 29°02 inches at Sumburgh Head. In 
Dublin, after a bright, cool morning, a heavy shower fell at2 p.m., but the day was otherwise favourable, 
Secondary depressions passed eastwards across the south of Ireland and of England during the next two 
days, causing very unsettled weather. Thunder, lightning and torrents of rain occurred in and near 
Dublin on Tuesday. Near Shankill, Co. Dublin, the downpour partook of the nature of a ‘cloud-burst.’ 
The only ‘dry’ day in Dublin was Thursday, when showers were prevented by the presence of a sheet of 
lofty cirro-stratus cloud connected with a V-shaped secondary depression which lay over the English 
Channel on Friday morning. The last two days began with fair promise, but sharp showers fell in the 
course of the afternoon of each. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29 683 inches, pressure 
ranging from 29°452 imches at 9 p.m. of Thursday (wind, W.N.W.) to 29°832 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday 
(wind, W.8.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 55'5°, the mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m.and 
9 p.m. being 54°7°. The screened thermometers rose to 64°72 on Sunday and fell to 461° on Friday. The 
duration of bright sunshine was estimated at 375 hours, 9 falling on Friday. ‘The dominant wind was 
she Bese The rainfall was ‘855 inch on six days, ‘424 inch falling on Tuesday, when a thunderstorm 
occurred.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°689 inches. The highest reading (29°831) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., wind S.W., and the lowest (29°458) on Thursday at 9 p.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 58°3°, being 6°3 under the average for the corres- 
ponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902. The temperature was highest on Saturday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 63'6°, and was also lowest on that day, the 
mercury having fallen to 40:79. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 53:89, 
and of the Wet Bulb 51:2°. The mean humidity of the air was -84, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 49°4 
hours. The rainfall during the week measured 1°30! inches. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 58°3°, the maximum 7 3°49, and 
the minimum 47°6°; at Glasgow the maximum was 66°8°, the minimum 44°2°, and the 
mean 552°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 61-9°, the minimum 45°1°, and the mean 
54°:2°, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1°11 inches; at Glasgow 0°32 inch; and 
at Edinburgh 0°32 inch:* ,

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases {registered in the 22 districts during last 
week * were equal to an annual rate of 2°4 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in 
fourteen of the districts to 5°2 in Portadown.

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There were 2 deaths from whooping-cough, 2 from diphtheria, 3 from enteric fever, 
one from influenza, 3 from epidemic diarrhea or zymotic enteritis, and 6 from other 
diarrheal diseases. No death from small_-pox was registered during the week. = 

Tuberculous disease caused 40 deaths, including 3 from tuberculous phthisis, 25 from 
phthisis, 4 from tuberculous meningitis, one from tabes mesenterica, and 7 from other 
forms of the disease. 

Cancer, malignant disease, caused 5 deaths. 

Diseases of the nervous system caused 18 deaths, including 7 (all of children under 
o years of age) from convulsions. 

There were 17 deaths from diseases of the heart and blood vessels. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 17 deaths, being equal to an annual rate of 
2°3 per 1,000 of the estimated population of the Dublin Registration Area, the average 
annual rate for the previous 10 years being also 2:3.

There were 6 deaths from accidental violence, 

In 10 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness ; these cases include the deaths of 8 infants under one year 
old, and the death of a person aged 68 years. 4 

Fifty-six of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (44 being infants under one year, of whom 9 were under one month old), 
and 35 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 18 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 5 were octogenarians, and 2 (women) were stated to have been aged 90 and 96 
years respectively. } 

Sixty-nine of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 12 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse, 20 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse, and one in the Rathdown 
Union Workhouse.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.1., F.R.MET.SOC., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
29th August, 1903 :— 


“The weather was once more unsettled, showery, and squally ; but towards the close an improvement 
was observed and the rains became less heavy and less frequent. The most notable incident in the 
week’s weather was the very severe thunderstorm which passed over Dublin and its suburbs from N.E, 
on Monday afternoon—‘ Diespiter, igni corusco nubila dividens, plerumque per purum tonantes egit 
equos, volueremque currum, These words of Horace aptly describe the storm. It occurred in connection 
with a cyclonic system, first observed over Kerry on Sunday morning. The disturbance developed 
considerable energy and travelled in a zigzag course, first northwards to the mouth of the Shannon, then 
southeastwards to Cornwall, and finally northeastwards to the South of Sweden where it was central on 
Wednesday morning. Very heavy rains fell“in England, France and Denmark—at8 a.m, of Tuesday the 
following measurements were recorded: Cap Grisnez (Calais), 1:02 inches, Spurn Head, 1:20 inches, 
London, 1°27 inches, Nottingham, 2°76 inches. Onand after Wednesday a large area of low atmospheric 
pressure was found off the North of Scotland, while the barometer rose to 303 or 30°4 inches over France 
and Germany. Hence strong winds or gales from S.W. to W. or N.W. prevailed in the British Isles, but 
fortunately the rainfall became less heavy and continuous and Saturday was fine throughout. In Dublin 
the mean atmospheric pressure was 29894 inches, the barometer falling to 29697 inches at 9 p.m. of Sunday 
. Cwind, S.E.) and rising to 30180 inches at 9 p.m. of Tuesday (wind, W.S.W.). The corrected mean tempera- 
ture was 57'7°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 566°. The screened thermometers 
rose to 67°0° on Thursday, having fallen to 471° on Tuesday. Bright sunshine was estimated at 365 hours, 
of which 10 fell on Tuesday and 95 on Saturday. The dominant wind was W.S.W. Rain fell on 7 days to 
the amount of ‘918 inch, ‘858 inch being measured on Monday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29:902 inches. The highest reading (80°184) was on 


Tuesday at 9 p.m., wind W., and the lowest (29:709) on Sunday at 9 p.m., wind E., and also - 


on Monday at 9 a.m., wind N.E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 54'5°, being 3°4 under the average for the corres- 
ponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902. The temperature was highest on Thursday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 65°0°, and was lowest on Monday, the 
mercury having fallen to 41°39. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 56:09, 
and of the Wet Bulb 53°8°, The mean humidity of the air was °86, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 28°6 
hours. The rainfall during the week measured 0°888 inch. 


At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 581°, the maximum 71:0°, and — 


the minimum 44°3°; at Glasgow the maximum was 66°4°, the minimum 40°0°, and the 
mean 562°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 64°8°, the minimum 45°8°, and the mean 
54°79, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1°23 inches; at Glasgow 1°22 inches; and 
at Edinburgh 0°35 inch.*

‘The deaths from certain epidemic diseases } registered in the 22 districts during last 
week * were equal to an annual rate of 2°3 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
seventeen of the districts to 4°8 in Ballymena. Among the 110 deaths from all causes 
registered in Belfast are one from measles, 2 from whooping-cough, one from simple 
continued fever, one from enteric fever, and 16 from diarrheal diseases; the 32 deaths 
from all causes registered in Cork include one from whooping-cough and 7 from diar- 
thal diseases; and the 14 deaths from all causes registered in Londonderry include 
one from whooping—-cough and 2 from diarrheal diseases,

During the 
thirty-five weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 24°2, and was 22 
below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1893-1902. - 

There were 4 deaths from whooping-cough, 2 from epidemic enteritis, 8 from diarrhea, 
one from scarlet fever, and one from enteric fever. No death from small—pox was regis- 
tered during the week. re; 

Tuberculous disease caused 22 deaths, including 4 from tuberculous phthisis, 12 from 
phthisis, 3 from tuberculous meningitis, and 3 from other forms of the disease. 

Carcinoma caused one death, and cancer, malignant disease, 4. 

Diseases of the nervous system caused 9 deaths, including 2 (of children under 5 
years of age) from convulsions. 

There were 17 deaths from diseases of the heart and blood vessels. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 16 deaths, being equal to an annual rate of 
2°2 per 1,000 of the estimated population of the Dublin Registration’ Area, the average 
annual rate for the corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 1°'8 per 1,000. 
The 16 deaths include 10 from bronchitis, one from lobar-pneumonia, and 4 from 
pneumonia. 

There were 4 deaths from accidental violence. 

In 3 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 2 children under one 
year of age, and the death of a person aged 66 years. 

Thirty-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (29 being infants under one year, of whom 6 were under one month old), 
and 28 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 10 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 3 were octogenarians, and one (a woman) was stated to have been aged 102 
years. 

Forty-eight of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number !4 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 9 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. ; 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ILI. and VII.] ; 


As already stated, the death rate for the entire Registration Area was 154 per 1,000, the rate in 
the City was 16:0 (North City Districts, 15°9 ; South, 16:1), and in the Suburbs, 13°4. S 

Lhe deaths from certain epidemic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 2°2 per 1,000 
inhabitants, the rate for the City being 23 (‘7 in the North City Districts, and 18 in the South) 
and for the Suburbs 1°8 per 1,000. a 

No. 1 North City District, Hast (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (7) are equal toan annual rate 
eee per 1,000. They include one from whooping-cough, one from epidemic enteritis, and one from 
influenza. - 4 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—The deaths (19) are equal to an annual rate of 26° 
per 1,000. Amongst them are 2 from whooping-cough, 2 from diarrhea, 8 from tuberculous disease, 
and 3 from diseases of the respiratory system, including one from pneumonia. “4 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (5) are equivaient to an annual rate of 87 
per 1,000. Diseases of the respiratory system caused 2 deaths. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street)—The deaths (12) represent an annual rate of 198 per 
1,000. Enteric fever caused one death, diarrhea one, tuberculous disease 3, and pneumonia 3. ‘* 

Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week 
are :—Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 235 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part 
of, 0°0; and Coolock and Diumcondra, No. 1, part of, 0'0. pee 

No.1 South City District (South Earl-street).—The deaths (17) represent an annual rate of 23:1 per 
1,000. They include one from whooping-cough, one from epidemic enteritis, one from diarrhea, 5 
from tuberculous disease, and 2 from diseases of the nervous system. 

No. 2 South City District (Castle-street)—The deaths (5) are equal to an annual rate of 143 pet 
1,000. Amongst them are one from tuberculous disease, and one from pleurisy. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-strest)—Lhe deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 99 per 
1,000. One death was caused by scarlet fever, one by tuberculous phthisis, one by phthisis, and 2 by 
diseases of the heart and blood-vegsels. a 

No, 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street)—The deaths (10) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
14°83 per 1,000. T'wo deaths were caused by tuberculous phthisis, 3 by diseases of the heart.and 
blood-vessels, and 2 by diseases of the respiratory system. 

New Kilmainham District—The deaths (4) are equal to an annual rate of 235 per 1,000. Diarrhwa 
caused one death, and 2 were caused by diseases of the heart and blood-vessels. 

uroan Districts—'The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Rathmines and Rathgar, 20'4; Pembroke, 6:0 ; Blackrock, 00; and Kingstown, 17'8. The deaths 
from the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these districts consist of 2 from diarrhea for 
Rathmines, and one from diarrhwa for Kingstown. The 13 deaths from all causes tabulated fo1 
Rathmines include 2 from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels and 2 from diseases of the 
respiratory system,

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations sce TauE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.1., B.R.MET.S0C., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, © 
5th September, 1903 :— : 


‘Viewed as a whole, the weather of this week showed an appreciable improvement, particularly in the © 
8.E. of England and Thames Valley, where several summer-days were enjoyed—in London the ther- 
mometer rose to 83° in the shade on Tuesday and to 84° on Wednesday. On Friday, however, rain fell 
heavily, accompanied by thunder and lightning. Sunday broke wet and squally as well as cold, but with 
a veering of the wind from SE. to S.W. temperature rose to 71° in Dublin in the afternoon, that being the 
only occasion upon which the thermometer rose above 70° in the screen in this City during August, 1903, 
As the atmospheric depression which caused the changes just noticed passed off to the northeastward, 
the wind blew afresh gale from W.S.W., the wind veering on Monday morning towards N.W. Another 
depression quickly followed, being central off the North of Ireland on Tuesday morning. It caused heavy 
rain in the N.W. of Ireland (1°0finches at Blacksod Point, Co. Mayo). In the course of Wednesday yet — 
another baric depression travelled quickly from the Bay of Biscay across Great Britain and the North Sea 
to Norway. It caused heavy rains and thunderstorms along its track. In Dublin Wednesday was rainy 
until 5 p.m., but the bad weather in Ireland was at that time limited to the east coast. Portarlington and 
other inland towns enjoying a fine day. Uhursday was very fine, warm, bright and breezy. On Friday | 
a new depression came in from the Atlantic, causing a gale at night and showers from §.S.E. to W.N.W.— = | 
at 11 p.m. a perfect, distinct, coloured double lunar rainbow was seen to N. from Dublin, as the bright | 
harvest-moon shone out and the rainclouds swept away northward. Saturday was fine, bright and 
breezy in the wake of this disturbance. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29'847 inches 2 
pressure ranging between 30°018 inches at 9a.m. of Monday (wind, W. b y N.) and 29'500 inches at 5 a.m. of ; 
Saturday (wind, S.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 585°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 
9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 56’°8°, The screened thermometers rose to 709° on Sunday having been down to 51:39 © 
during the previous night. The prevalent wind was S.W. Bright sunshine was estimated at 36 hours, of © 
eae 9 fell on Thursday, Rain fell on 3 days to the amount of "404 inch, ‘157 inch being measured on — 
Monday,” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29-855 inches. The highest reading (30°028) was on 
Monday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°595) on Friday at 9 p-m., wind S. an 

The mean temperature for the week was 54°9°, being 1:3 under the average for the corres 
ponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902, The temperature was highest on Sunday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 70°1°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 44:2°. ‘The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 55°52, 
and of the Wet Bulb 52:5°, The mean humidity of the air was ‘82, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 31:5 
hours. ‘The rainfall during the week measured 0°323 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 62:9”, the maximum 82°09, and 
‘the minimum 48°9°; at Glasgow the maximum was 65°9°, the minimum: 42°5°, and the 
mean 55°3°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 66-2°, the minimum 44°4°, and the mean 
558°. The rainfall 'at Greenwich measured 0°86 inch ; at Glasgow 2°46 inches; and 
at Edinburgh 1°26 inches.*

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases f registered in the 22 districts during last 
week * were equal to an annual rate of 2°2 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in 
twelve of the districts to 9°6 in Ballymena, the 4 deaths from all causes registered in 
that district including 2 from diarrhceal diseases. Among the 114 deaths from all causes 
registered in Belfast are 3 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, 6 from enteric 
fever, and 12 from diarrheal diseases; and the 9 deaths from all causes registered in 
Waterford include 3 from diarrhveal diseases. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA, 

In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the weak amounted to 

'98—99 boys and 99 girls; and the deaths to 145—67 males and 78 females. 
DEATHS. 

The deaths registered represent an annuai rate of mortality of 19-9 in every 1,000 
f the Population; omitting the deaths (numbering 9) of persons admitted into public 
istinlasive of deaths of persons admitted into Public Institutions from without the respective

institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 18°7 per 1,000. During the 
thirty-six weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 24°1, and was 2°3 
below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1893-1902. 

There was one death each from diphtheria, enteric fever, and whooping-cough, 4 
deaths from epidemic or zymotic enteritis, 2 from diarrhea, and one from dysentery, 
No death from small-pox was registered during the week. : 


Tuberculous disease caused 31 deaths, including 8 from tuberculous phthisis, 21 from 
phthisis, and 1 from tuberculous peritonitis. 

Sarcoma caused one death, and cancer, malignant disease, 2. 

Diseases of the nervous system caused 16 deaths, including 6 (all of children under 1 
year old) from convulsions. 

There were 22 deaths from diseases of the heart and blood vessels. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 11 deaths, being equal to an annual rate of 
1‘5 per 1,000 of the estimated population of the Dublin Registration Area, the average 
annual rate for the corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 2°6 per 1,000, 
The 11 deaths include 9 from bronchitis, one from croupous pneumonia, and one from . 
pneumonia. - 

There were 5 deaths from accidental violence. 

In 9 instances the cause of death was ‘‘uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 5 children under one 
year old, and the death of one person aged 64 years. 

Thirty-seven of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (29 being infants under one year, of whom 11 were under one month old), 
and 38 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 13 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 5 were octogenarians, and one (a man) was stated to have been aged 95 
years. 


Fifty-seven of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number |5 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 12 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 


The following are the principal features of the Dublin District’ Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ILI. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death rate for the entire Registration Area was 18'7 per 1,000, the rate in 
the City was 195 (North City Districts, 19°4 ; South, 19°7), and in the Suburbs, 15'8. i 
The deaths from certain epidemic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 1°4 per 1,000 
inhabitants, the rate for the City being 16 (1°4 in the North City Districts, and 1:8 in the South) 
anu for the Suburbs 0°6 per 1,000. P 
No.1 North City District, Last (Clarence-street, North).—The deaths (6) are equal to an annual rate 
of 11°0 per 1,000. They include one from dysentery and 3 from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels. 
No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).—he deaths (14) are equal to an annuat rate of 186 
per 1,000. Phthisis caused 5 deaths, and diseases of the respiratory system 2, including-one from 
pneumonia. 
No. 2 North City District Lisburn-street).—The deaths (13) are equivalent to an annual rate of 22° 
per 1,000. Amongst them are one from whooping-cough, one from epidemic diarrhea, 3 from phthisis, 
and 2 from diseases of the nervous system. D 
No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (12) represent an annual rate of 19°83 per 
1,000. Tuberculous disease caused 8 deaths, diseases of the nervous system 2, and diseases of the 
heart and blood-vessels 2. i 
Other North City Districts—The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week 
are :—Coolock and Drumcondra, No. 1, part of, 31°2 per 1,U00 inhabitants ; Finglas and Glasnevin, part 
of, 39'l ; and Clontarf and Howth, No. 1, part of, 0°0. The 6 deaths tabulated for Coolock and Drum- 
condra, No.1, part of, include one from diarrhea and 2 from tuberculous disease ; and the 5 deaths for 
Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, include 2 from tuberculous disease. : 
No.1 South City District.— (South Harl-street).—The deaths (10) represent an annual rate of 136 per 
1,000. They include one from epidemic diarrhcea and 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, 
including one from croupous pneumonia. an 
No. 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (8) are equal to an annual rate of 22°8 per 
1,000. Phthisis caused 2 deaths, and diseases of the heart and blood-vessels 2. ‘ 
No. 3 South City District (Peter-street)—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 162 per 
1,000. Amongst them are one from enteric fever, 3 from diarrhceal diseases, 4 from tuberculous 
disease, and 2 from diseages of the heart and blood-vegsels. a 
No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street),—The deaths (19) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
28'2 per 1,000. Two were caused by tuberculous disease, 2 by diseases of the nervous system, and 6 
by bronchitis. 
New Kilmainham District—The deaths (4) are equal to an annual rate of 23'5 per 1,000. iif 
uroan Districts —The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week are :— 
Rathmines and Rathgar, 126; Pembroke, 180; Blackrock, 60 ; and Kingstown, 237. The only 
death from any of the principal epidemic diseases tabulated for these districts was one from 
diphtheria for Rathmines, The 9 deaths from all causes tabulated for Pembroke include 2% from 


tuberculous disease and 2 from diseases of the heart and blood-vessels, and the 8 deaths for Kings- 
town include 2 from phthisis and 2 from convulsions.

One small-pox patient was discharged from hospital during the week, and 3* 
patients remained under treatment at its close. 
There were no cases of measles admitted to hospital during the week, 6 were dise 
charged, and 6 remained under treatment at the close of the week. 
Sixteen cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 15 cases were discharged, 
and 93 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 
_ Three cases of typhus fever were admitted to hospital, one was discharged, and 4 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. 
Four cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 1] were discharged, there was 
one death, and 24 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 
Fourteen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 10 cases were discharged, 
and 67 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 
In addition to the” above-named diseases, 5 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 4 patients were discharged, and 7 cases remained under treatment at the 


end of the week.

The mortality last week in 76 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 15°2), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 15°8 per 1,000 persons 
living; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 14°4 per 1,000, the rate 


for Glasgow being 14°9, and for Edinburgh 12-7.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations sce TABLE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.1., F.B.MET.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
12th September, 1903 :— 


“Boisterous, cold, and rainy--such is the weather record for this week. Sunday, indeed, was chiefly 
fine and bright, but even on that day very heavy showers of rain and hail fell here and there—about 
12.15 p.m. there was a severe hailstorm at Celbridge, Co. Kildare. At night the harvest full moon 
shone in cloudless splendour. On Monday morning an atmospheric depression had arrived off the North 
of Ireland, whereas a ridge of high pressure (30'3 inches) stretched across the Bay of Biscay, Brittany and 
the English Channel to Bournemouth. The consequent steep baric gradients caused squalls from 8. W.. 
and showers, in Ireland especially. Scarcely had the northern disturbance moved off towards the N.E, 
when another and deeper depression skirted the N.W. coasts of Ireland and crossed Scotland in the course 
of Tuesday night. It developed energy as it travelled, so that at last the barometer sank in its centre to 
28'75 inches at Stockholm on Thursday morning. In Dublin rain and aS.W. gale occurred in connection 
with this disturbance, lunar rainbows being seen from time to time on Tuesday night. By 9 p.m, of 
Wednesday the barometer had risen to 30°007 inches in Dublin and fair weather prevailed. But on 
Thursday another and most energetic cyclonic system Swept eastwards across the centre of Ireland, North 
Wales, and Central England, reaching Holland on Friday morning. The fall of the barometer was 
extremely rapid—in Dublin the mercury fell from 29°848 inches at 9 a.m, to a minimum of 28'881 inches at 
5.30 p.m., or at the rate of more than one-tenth of an inch per hour for 83 consecutive hours. Rain fell in 
torrents along the track of the cyclonic centre, 2°920 inches being measured at Recess, Connemara ; 156 
inches at Holyhead, and 1:40 inches at Spurn Head, Yorkshire. As the centre passed east of the meridian 
a brief tempest of wind from N. raged for a short time. Friday and Saturday were cold and showery, 
hail falling heavily in places on Friday. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29821 inches, 

ressure ranging between 30153 inches at 9 p.m. of Sunday (wind, W.) and 28'881 inches at 5°30 p.m. of 

hursday (wind, N.). The corrected mean temperature was 53°69. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. 
and 9 p.m. was 51°8°. The screened thermometers rose to 65°0° on Sunday and fell to 411° on Saturday. 
The estimated duration of bright sunshine was 34'5 hours, 11 falling on Sunday. W. and N.W. winds 
prevailed. The rainfall was 1'647 inches on six days, ‘966 inch bein g measured on Thursday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29-831 inches. ‘The highest reading (30°172) was on 
Sunday at 9p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29-402) on Thursday at 9 p.m., wind N.W. | 

The mean temperature for the week was 50°4°, being 5:5 under the average for the corres- 
ponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902, The temperature was highest on Sunday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 62'4°, and was lowest on Saturday, the 
mercury having fallen to 36:49. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 51:39, 
and of the Wet Bulb 48°8°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘84, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 33°7 
hours. The rainfall during the week measured 1°938 inches. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 53°7°, the maximum 67°99, and 
the minimum 40°3°; at Glasgow the maximum was 63°5°, the minimum 41°6°, and the 
mean 51°8°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 61:9°, the minimum 40°6°, and the mean 
50°1°, The rainfall ‘at Greenwich measured 0°55 inch ; at Glasgow 1°57 inches; and 
at Edinburgh 1:07 inches.*

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.B.C.P.1., F.R.MET.80C., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
19th September, 1903 :— 


“This week witnessed a happy and decided change for the better in the weather. It is true that 
temperature ruled low until Thursday, but the rain ceased and much bright sunshine was enjoyed. On 
the day named a temporary return to wind, clouds, and rain occurred in Ireland, but the break proved 
local and fleeting, and the week drew to a close with a drying easterly wind and sunny skies. Even on 
Sunday morning an anticyclone, or area of high atmospheric pressure, (what is now called an ‘appression, 
in contradistinction to a ‘depression, or area of low atmospheric pressure) was perceived off the West of 
Ireland. This system developed intensity hourly so that by 8 2.m. of Monday the barometer hai risen to 
30°48 inches at Birr, King’s Co. Northerly winds prevailed and the weather, though cold, was dry and 
bright. Twenty-four hours later a ridge of high pressure, in which the barometer stood above 30°5 inches, 
stretched northeastwards in a broad band from Cape Finisterre across the British Isles to Norway. 
Within the central zone of this high pressure system calm, cold weather prevailed by night, the ther- 
mometer falling on Tuesday morning to 31° at Nairn, 33° at Aberdeen, and 35° at Leith. On Wednesday 
morning signs of an Atlantic depression existed in the West of Ireland, while another depression was 
central over Holland and the N.W. of Germany. The latter system soon dispersed, but on Thursday and 
Friday Ireland was within the sphere of influence of the Atlantic disturbance, which brought clouds, rain 
(heavy—-1'54 inches—at Valentia, Co. Kerry) and southerly gales. Finally this system was repulsed by a 
Scandinavian anticyclone, in which the barometer touched 30°75 inches, and the week closed with fine, 
dry, albeit autumnal weather. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30°235 inches, the range 
being from 29°891 inches at 9 a.m, of Sunday (wind, N.N.E,), to 30°561 inches at 9 p.m. of Monday (wind, N.E.). 
The corrected mean temperature was 510°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m, and 9 p.m. was 50°22. 
The screened thermometers fell to 378° on Tuesday and rose to 641° on Thursday. Fifty hours of bright 
sunshine were observed, 114 falling on Tuesday and 11 on Sunday. The rainfall was ‘060 inch on one day 
(Thursday), Easterly winds predominated.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phcenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30:242 inches. The highest reading (30°576) was cn 
Monday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29-896) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind N. 

The mean temperature for the week was 47:9°, being 7:8 under the average for the corres- 
ponding week of the 10 years 1893-1902, The temperature was highest on Friday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 62'4°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 28-9°. ‘Ihe mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was Ole 
and of the Wet Bulb 486°. The mean humidity of the air was 84, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0, The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 46-3 
hours. ‘The rainfall during the week measured ‘010 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 51:7°, the maximum 64°3°, and 
the mmimum 38:4°; and at Glasgow the maximum was 67°8°, the minimum 32:0°, and 
the mean 48°2°. ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°01 inch. There was no rainfall 
at Glasgow.*

There were 4 deaths from epidemic diarrhea or epidemic enteritis, 10 from diarrhea, 
and one each from diphtheria and enteric fever. No death from small—pox was regis- 
tered during the week. 

‘Tuberculous disease caused 34 deaths, including 8 from tuberculous phthisis, 19 from 
phthisis, 2 from tuberculous meningitis, one from tuberculous peritonitis, and 4 from 
other forms of the disease. | 

Carcinoma caused 3 deaths, sarcoma 2, and cancer, malignant disease, one. 

Diseases of the nervous system caused 14 deaths, including 7 (all of children under 
one year old) from convulsions. 

There were 24 deaths from diseases of the heart and blood vessels. 

Diseases of the respiratory system caused 24 deaths, being equal to an annual rate of 
_ 3°3 per 1,000 of the estimated population of the Dublin Registration Area, the average 
annual rate for the corresponding period of the previous 10 years being 2°8 per 1,000. 
The 24 deaths include 10 from bronchitis, 3 from broncho-pneumonia, and 9 from 
pneumonia. 

There was one death caused by accidental violence and one by suicide. 

In 5 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 2 children under one 
year old, and the death of one person aged 70 years. 

Fifty-five of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (44 being infants under one year, of whom 11 were under one month old), 
and 46 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 24 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 7 were octogenarians. 

Fifty-four of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number !8 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 12 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 

- The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables ILI. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death rate for the entire Registration Area was 21°7 per 1,000, the rate in 
the City was 22°9 (North City Districts, 27:0 ; South, 186), and in the Suburbs, 17°7. 

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases* in the entire Area equal an annual rate of 2'2 per 1,000 
inhabitants, the rate for the City being 2° (2'8 in the North City Districts, and 22 in the South) 
and for the Suburbs 1'2 per 1,00v. 

Wo. 1 North City District, East (Olarence-street, North).—The deaths (15) are equal to an annual rate 
Ge 27°6 per 1,000. One death was caused by enteric fever, 2 by diarrhea, 5 by tuberculous disease, and 

y pneumonia. 

No. 1 North City District, West (Summer-hill).--The deaths (25) are equal to an annual rate of 333 
per 1,000. Among them are one from diarrhea, 6 from tuberculous disease, 5 from diseases of the 
heart and blood-vessels, and 5 from diseases of the respiratory system, including 2 from pneumonia. 

No. 2 North City District (Lisburn-street).—The deaths (16) are equivalent to un annual rate of 277 
per 1,000. Four were caused by tuberculous disease, 3 by diseases of the heart and blood-vessels, 
and one by pneumonia. 

No. 3 North City District (Benburb-street).—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 230 per 
1,000. ‘They include 2 from diarrhwa, one from phthisis, and 3 from diseases of the respiratory system, 
including 2 from pneumonia. 

Other North City Districts——The annual death-rates represented by the deaths recorded last week 
are :— Clontarf and Howth, No.1, part of, 43°4 per 1,000 inhabitants ; Coolock and Drumcondra, No.1, 
part of, 10°'4 ; and Finglas and Glasnevin, part of, 156. The deaths from the principal epidemic 
diseases tabulated for these districts consist of one from diphtheria for Clontarf and Howth, No.1, 
part of, and one from epidemic diarrhea for Finglas and Glasnevin, part of. 

No.1 South City District.—(South Earl-street).—The deaths (14) represent an annual rate of 19°0 per 
1,000. Among them are 2 from epidemic enteritis, one from tuberculous phthisis, 3 from diseases of 
the heart and blood-vessels, and 2 from diseases of the respiratory system, including one from 
pneumonia, 

No, 2 South City District (Castle-street).—The deaths (11) are equal to an annual rate of 314 per 
1,000. They include one from phthisis, 2 from convulsions, and 3 from diseases of the respiratory 
system. 

No. 3 South City District (Peter-strest)—The deaths (13) are equal to an annual rate of 16°2 per 
1,000. Four were caused by diarrhoeal diseases, 6 by tuberculous disease, and 2 by diseases of the 
nervous system. 

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street).—The deaths (12) are equivalent to an annual rate of 
17°8 per 1,000.

New Kilmainham District—The one death registered is equal to an annual rate of 5'9 per 1,000.

Table XI. exhibits the number of cases of certain infectious diseases treated in the 
Dublin Hospitals during the week ended 26th September, 1903. 
From this it appears that :— 
One case of small-pox was discharged from hospital during the week, and 2 cases 
remained under treatment at its close. 
Twenty-six cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 17 cases were discharged, 
and 103 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 
There were 2 cases of typhus fever admitted to hospital during the week, and 6 
remained under treatment at its close. 
Four cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 10 were discharged, and 17 cases 
remained under treatment at the close of the week. 
Thirteen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 18 cases were discharged, 
there was one death, and 67 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 
In addition to the above-named diseases, 7 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 2 patients were discharged, there was one death, and 12 cases remained under 
treatment at theend of the week. 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 76 large English towns, including London (in which 
the rate was 15°4), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 16°3 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was 16°8 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 16°3, and for Edinburgh 16:0. ,

Sir John Moore, M.D., F.B.C.P.1., F.R.MET.S0c., has favoured the Registrar-General _ 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, — 


26th September, 1903 :— 


“Taken as a whole, the weather of this week was favourable. It was much warmer than the preceding 
week, but on the other hand rain fell more heavily: and more frequently—on Monday and again on 


Pembroke. The easterly wind blew hard on Monday, and there was a continuous rainfall in Dublin from 
3p.m. Tuesday proved fine after a dull, damp, morning. Wednesday was at first dull and showery but 
warm ; afterwards the weather became summerlike. At this time the isobars ran almost directly north 
and south across the British Isles, causing S. winds and relatively high temperatures, In the course of 
Thursday and Friday a shallow secondary depression passed ina N.N E. direction across the Bay of Biscay, 
Brittany and England. This system brought clouds and rain to England, but the weather remained chiefly 
fine in Ireland almost to the end of the week. On Seger | afternoon the barometer began to fall 
reland, and there was a heavy rainfall in 
the evening. In Dublin the mean atmospheric pressure was 30:027 inches, the barometer falling to 29825 
inches at 9 p.m. of Monday (wind, E.S.E.) and rising to 30188 inches at 9 a.m. of Thursday (wind, S.S E.). 
The corrected mean temperature was. 589°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m: and 9 p.m. was 57°5°. 
The screened thermometers rose to 67'1° on Thursday and fell to 50°2° on Saturday. E.andS.E. winds 
prevailed. Bright sunshine amounted to 37 hours, of which 8 fell on Thursday. Rain fell on the first four 
days, and on Saturday to the amount of 1°126 inches, ‘536 inch being rezorded on Monday and ‘544 inch 
on Saturday night, when thunder and lightning also occurred.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30:029 inches. The highest reading (30°197) was on 
‘Thursday at 9 a.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°827) on Monday at 9 p.m., wind E. . 

The temperature was highest on Thursday, on which day the thermometer: registered 
66°8°, and was lowest on Saturday, the mercury having fallen to 44:19, The mean 

‘of the Dry Bulb for the week was 57°3°, and of the Wet Bulb 55:1°. The mean 
humidity of the air was 86, complete saturation being represented by 1:0. The registered 
duration of sunshine for the week was 37°3 hours. ‘The rainfall during the week measured 
*640 inch. ; 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 59°3°, the maximum 70°59, 
and the minimum 50°5°; at Glasgow the maximum was 714°, the minimum 48-0°, and 
the mean 58°7° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 64°7°, the minimum 47°6°, and the 
mean 55°7°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°22 inch; at Glasgow 0°67 inch; and 
at Edinburgh 0:11 inch.*

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases f registered in the 22 districts during last 
week * were equal to an annual rate of 1:1 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in 
fifteen of the districts to 5°3 in Tralee. Among the 113 deaths from all causes regis- 


tered in Belfast are 2 from scarlet fever, 3 from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria,

No. 4 South City District (Grand Canal-street)—'The deaths (18) are equivalent to an annual rate of ©

From this it appears that :— 

One case of small-pox was discharged from hospital during the week, and one case 
‘remained under treatment at its close. 

Twenty-three cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 11 cases were discharged, 
‘there was one death, and 114 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

There were 3 cases of typhus fever admitted to hospital during the week, one was 
discharged, and 8 remained under treatment at its close. 
Four cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 8 were discharged, and 13 cases 
‘remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Seventeen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 16 cases were discharged, 
there were 2 deaths, and 66 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

In addition to the above-named diseases, 5 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 8 patients were discharged, and 14 cases remained under treatment at the end 
of the week. | 


ENGLAND AND SCOTLAND. 

The mortality last week in 76 large English towns, inclucing London (in which 
the rate was 14°1), was equal to an average annual death-rate of 15°3 per 1,000 persons 
living ; the average rate for 8 principal towns of Scotland was l7°3 per 1,000, the rate 
for Glasgow being 18°3, and for Edinburgh 17:0.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 
Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.R.MET.SOC., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
3rd October, 1903 :— 


“ Changeable and showery indeed, the weather was nevertheless b y nomeans unfavourable, for the winds 
were soft and temperature ruled several degrees above the normal for the time of year. On Thursday, 
October Ist, a decided change in the distribution of atmospheric pressure from ‘a southerly to a westerly 


type occurred, for the ‘ appression’ (or anticyclone) which had so long hung over Central Europe moved ~ 


south westwards and became central over'the Peninsula, The Atlantic depressions, which had previously. 
moved northwards outside the western shores of Ireland, now began to:pass eastwards, and westerly took 
the place of southerly winds. Sunday was very fine—a partial solar halo was seen at 10a.m. Monday 
turned out dull, wet and squally, the wind rising at night toa moderate gale from S.E. Tuesday was fine 
and sunny at first, afterwards cloudy and showery from 5p,m. The following two days were chiefly fine, 
but showers fell at intervals—at 6 p.m, of Thursday there was a beautiful ‘afterglow. Friday opened 
with fresh westerly winds and continued very fine till evening~at night rain fell at intervals. Saturday 


also was breezy and fine, but with much cloud at times and rain fell heavily in the evening. Temperature — 


was high for the season over the greater part of Hurope throughout this week, but Winter showed its 
first stealthy advance in Finland, for at Haparanda, on the Gulf of Bothnia, the minimal readings of the. 


thermometer up to Saturday were 33°, 32°, 32°, 27°, 25°,-25° and 21°. In Dublin the mean height of the ~ 


barometer was 29°633 inches, the range being from 29780 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, S.) to 29°430 — 


inches at 11 p.m. of Monday (wind, S.E.). he corrected mean temperature was 579°. The mean dry bulb 
temperature at 9a.m.and 9 p.m. was 565°. The screened thermometers rose to 651° on Sunday and fell 
to 51'9° on Friday. Bright sunshine was estimated at 32'5 hours, 8 fallingon Sunday. The prevalent winds 
were at first SSE, afterwards S.W. Rain fell on six days to the amount of ‘500 inch, ‘251 inch being 
recorded on Monday.” ; : 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°634 inches. ‘The highest reading (29°788) was on 
Sunday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°'464) on Monday at 9 p.m., wind S.E. 

The mean temperature for the week was 56°8°, being 3°7° over the average for the corres 
ponding period of the 10 years 1893-1902, The temperature was highest on Sunday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 64°8°, and was lowest on Monday, the 
mercury having fallen to 47°89. ke mean of the Dry Bulb for the’week was 56°49, 
and of the Wet Bulb 53°6°. The mean humidity of the air was -83, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. ‘The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 33:4 
hours. The rainfall during the week measured ‘265 inch. : . 

At Greenwich the ‘mean temperature for the week was 59:3°, the maximum 70°79, 
and the minimum 50:2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 67'8°, the minimum 47°59, and 
the mean 57°7°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 64:1°, the minimum 47:79, and the 
mean 559°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°61 inch; at Glasgow 0:93 inch; and 
at Edinburgh 0°81 inch.*

DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA.—Births.—In the Dublin Registration Area, 
which consists of the city of Dublin and the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, 
Pembroke, Blackrock and Kingstown, the total area thereof being 13,757 
statute acres, and the population estimated to the middle of 1903, 378,994, 
there were registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Saturday, 3rd 
October, 1903, 2,716 births—1,405 boys and 1,311 girls—being equal to an annual 
ratio of 1 in 34-9, or 28-7 in every 1,000 of the population. 

“The number of births registered in the city was 2,314, equivalent to an annual 
rate of 31:5 in every 1,000 of the population; and in the urban districts named 
above, 402, equal to an annual rate of 18°8 in every 1,000 of the population. 


‘There were registered in London during the same period 32,646 births—being equal 
to an annual birth-rate of 28:3 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; in Glasgow

—a number affording an annual birth-rate of 24:3 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population, . , ; 

~ peaths.—The number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during 
the quarter was 1,863—960 males and 903 females—affording an _ annual ratio 
of 1 in 50:9, or 19-7 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; omitting the deaths 
(77) of persons admitted into Public Institutions from localities outside the Area, 
the rate was 18:8 per 1,000. ‘The annual mortality represented by the deaths 
registered during the third quarter of the ten years 1893-1902 in the Dublin 
Registration Area as then constituted, was 23:1 per 1,000 of the estimated mean 
population of those years, :

Small-pox.—In the March quarter of the year 1903, 4 deaths from small-pox were 
registered ; the number of deaths rose to 28 in the June quarter; and in the 
September quarter, now the subject of review, the deaths registered from this disease 
were 4 in number, of which figure 3 deaths were stated to have been of persons who 
were never vaccinated, and 1 of a person aged 40 years whot was stated to have | 
been vaccinated in infancy. From Table I, it appears that 37 cases of small-pox 
were under treatment at the close of the preceding quarter, that during the September 
quarter 19 cases were admitted to hospital, 51 cases were discharged, 4 died, and ] 
case remained under treatment on the 3rd October. !

Whooping-cough.—-Of 22 deaths registered from this disease 19 occurred in N orth 
City Districts, and 3 in South City Districts. In the four quarters preceding deaths

Diphtheria.—As in the quarter preceding 8 deaths from diphtheria were regis- 
tered, the average number of. deaths for the September quarter of the ten years 
1893-1902 being 11. In the four quarters preceding the June quarter, 1503, 16, 
22, 33, and 35 deaths were respectively registered from this disease. Of the deaths 
registered during the past quarter 3 appertain to North City Districts, 4 to South City 
Districts, and 1 to the Urban District of Rathmines and Rathgar ; from inspection of 
Table I. it appears that 26 cases of diphtheria were under treatment in hospital at the 
close of the quarter preceding, 71 cases were admitted during the quarter, 80 cases were 
discharged, there were 4 deaths in hospitals, and 13 cases remained under treatment 
at the end of the quarter. s

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Oerebro-spinal Fever.—Four deaths were registered as occurring from this disease. 


Enteric Fever.—The deaths (15 in number) which were registered as being caused 
by enteric fever, are well below the average (37) for the corresponding period of the 
past 10 years, and also below the number which occurred in any of the previous four 
quarterly periods, which were 36, 41, 27, and 24 respectively. Of the deaths re- 
gistered 7 appertain to North City Districts, 5 to South City Districts, 2 to the 
Urban District of Rathmines and Rathgar, and 1 of the deaths registered was that 
of a person who was admitted to hospital from without the Registration Area. 
From Table J. it would appear that 25 cases of enteric fever were under treatment 
at the close of the previous quarter, 150 cases were admitted to hospital during the 
quarter, 101 cases were discharged, 8 persons died in hospital, and 66 cases re- 
mained under treatment at the close of the quarter. 


Diarrheal Diseases.—In this category 23 deaths from epidemic diarrhma, and 50 
deaths from diarrhea, dysentery are included, making a total of 73 deaths, which 
figure is considerably under the average (238) for the corresponding period of the 
previous ten years.

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METEOROLOGY. - 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TasuE IT.) 
Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R:C.P.I., F.R.MET.800., has favoured the Registrar-General . 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
10th October, 1903 :— . | 

“ Another week of broken weather, wind and rain, has to be chronicled. The most interesting feature 
was perhaps the gradual spread southwards of the first winter-cold which had appeared over Northern 
Europe at the beginning of October. The general distribution of atmospheric pressure shows areas of 
relatively high pressure both in the extreme N. and also over the Peninsula and Mediterranean. Between 
these systems, several deep and energetic depressions passed in an east-north-easterly directioa across the 
British Isles and North Sea. Frequent and sometimes very heavy rainfalls accompanied the passage of 
these disturbances, the largest measurement in 24 hours being 2'58 inches at Shields on Friday morning, 
The first serious depression of the week was found off the N. of Ireland’ and W. of Scotland on Monday 
morning. The barometer was slightly below 29 inches in that region, and moderate or fresh gales 
prevailed from §.E. in the N. of Scotland, from 8.W. or W. in Ireland and parts of England. Hard on the 
footsteps of this disturbance followed another on Tuesday. In Dublin at 4 p.m. of this day the barometer 
was down to 29057 inches, a violent though short-lived gale from S.W. veering to W.N.W. springing up at 
the hour named, On Thursday a third and very energetic depression passed northeastwards across 
England causing very heavy rains near its centraltrack. Ireland escaped the bad weather of this System, 
but on Saturday signs of the approach of a new disturbance showed themselves. In Dublin the mean 
baric pressure was 29'597 inches, the range being between 29057 inches at 4 p.m. of Tuesday (wind, S.W.) 
and 29°887 inches at 9 a.m. of Saturday (wind, W.). The corrected mean temperature was 538°. The mean 
dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 51°5°. The screened thermométers rose to 64°9? on Tuesday and ° 
fell to 40°7° on Saturday. The estimated duration of bright sunshine was 33'5 hours, 8 falling on Monday. 
Rain fell on five days to the amount of ‘934 inch, ‘315 inch being measured on Monday. The prevailing 
winds were S.W. and N.W.” bes. . 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°605 inches. The highest reading (29°896) was on 
Saturday at 9a.m., wind W.S.W., and the lowest (29°293) on Monday at 9 a.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature forthe week was 52°4°, being 1-5° over the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1893-1902, The temperature was highest on Tuesday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 63'8°, and was lowest on Saturday, the 
mercury having fallen to 37:82. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 50°89, 
and of the Wet Bulb 48°4°, The mean humidity of the air was ‘85, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration fof sunshine for the week was 312 
hours. ‘The rainfall during the week measured ‘710 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 54:9°, the maximum 64°89, 
and the minimum 39°2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 61:2°, the minimum 30°9°, and 
the mean 481°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 55:7°, the minimum 35-6°, and the 
mean 46°7°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1°05 inches; at Glasgow 2°38 inches; and 
at Edinburgh 2°50-inches.* - si .

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases } registered in the 22 districts during last 
week * were equal to an annual rate of 1°9 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0:0 in 
twelve of the districts to 11:4 in Newtownards, the 7 deaths from all causes registered 
in that district including one from diphtheria and one from diarrhea.

One case of small-pox remained under treatment at the close.of the week. 

Eight cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 4 cases were discharged, and 
[17 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 

Two cases of typhus fever were discharged from hospital during the week, and 8 
‘mained under treatment at its close. 

Five cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, one was discharged, and 15 cases 
emained under treatment at the close of the week.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.1., F.R.MET.S0C., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, | 
17th October, 1903 :— f 

“Almost throughout this week the weather was in a disturbed, stormy, and rainy condition. Several 
atmospheric depressions of vast size and considerable depth swept northeast wards across the British Isles, 
while their secondaries travelled in a similar or more northerly direction from France to Scandinavia. 
Sunday began with fierce squalls from 8.E, to S. and heavy rain after midnight—a fine quiet forenoon 
was followed by a rainy afternoon. By 8.a.m. of Monday the barometer was down to 28°80 inches over 
nearly the whole of Ireland, whereas it stood at 30°20 inches or upwards over the Gulf of Bothnia and 
Finland. Owing toslight baric gradients the winds were light in Ireland, but strong S. to S.E. winds blew 
over France, Great Britain, and Norway, and rain was general and abundant. On Tuesday morning the 
depression, much altered in shape, was central over the N. of Scotland, where the barometer was below 289 
inches. In Ireland the weather was now much colder and drier. On Wednesday, however, another large 
disturbance, with secondaries, approached Scotland from S.W. At8a.m. of Thursday the barometer read 
28°69 inches at Stornoway. Heavy showers of rain and hail, accompanied by thunder and lightning, were 
reported from nearly all districts in the course of this day or the following night. On Friday this 
depression began to fill up quickly without moving its position much, and by Saturday evening the 
barometer in Dublin had risen to 30121 inches. In this city atmospheric pressure showed a mean value of 
29°417 inches, the range being from 28-804 inches at 9 a.m. of Monday (wind, calm) to 30°121 inches at 9p.m. 
of Saturday (wind, N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 510°, the mean dry bulb reading at 
9 a.m. and 9p.m. being 49'4°, The screened thermometers rose to 608° on Monday and fell to 42°19 on 
Thursday and Friday. Rain fell on four days to the amount of ‘602 inch, ‘232 inch being measured on 
Sunday. The duration of bright sunshine was estimated at 24; hours, 7 hours occurring on Tuesday and — 
again on Thursday. The dominant wind was W.N.W.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29-432 inches. The highest reading (30-128) was on 
Saturday at 9 p.m., wind W., and the lowest (28°815) on Monday at 9 a.m., wind S. 

The mean temperature for the week was 50°0°, being 1:2° over the average for the corres- — 
ponding period of the 10 years 1893-1902, ‘The temperature was highest on Monday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 60°8°, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 40°09. ‘he mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 49-29 
and of the Wet Bulb 46°8°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘84, complete saturation 
being represented’ by 1:0." The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 26:1 
hours. ‘he rainfall during the week measured *473 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 52:0°, the maximum 62°69, 
and the minimum 42°3°; at Glasgow the maximum was 59°3°, the minimum 41°2°, and 
the mean 49°19; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 57:0°, the minimum 38°49, and the 
mean 47°7°, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1°39 inches; at Glasgow 1°46 inches; and 


at Edinburgh 0°53 inch.*

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METEOROLOGY. . 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.R.MET.Soc., has favoured the Registrar-General — 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 


24th October, 1903 :— 

“ Although changeable and at times rainy or showery, the weather of this week was in general 
seasonable and many fine sunny intervals were enjoyed. Until Thursday the barometer was lowest to 
the northwestward of Ireland and Scotland with the result that S. and S.W. winds prevailed and 
temperature remained high for the time of year. On Sunday morning a ridge of relatively high 
pressure moved eastwards across Great Britain, while Ireland came quickly under the sway of a 
depression travelling northeastwards along the western shores of the British Isles. Clouds and rain 
prevailed till evening. The following three days were for the most part fine in the neighbourhood of 
Dublin, with much bright sunshine on Tuesday and Wednesday. Early on Thursday morning a large 
secondary depression moved eastwards across Ireland, the Irish Sea, and St. George’s Channel. When its 
clouds and rain had passed, a cool N.W. wind sprang up and the sky cleared, Friday being very fine, 
bright and bracing. At5 p.m. of this day the crescent moon was seen in the southwestern sky. At night 
the sky became overcast, the wind backed to S.,and temperature rose fastfrom a minimum of 39°6° to a 
maximum of 56°92 on Saturday. By 5 p.m. of this day the barometer had fallen to 29134 inches, the 
lowest reading of the week. A recovery of pressure followed, and the week closed fair and cool. In 
Dublin the barometer showed an average pressure of 29616 inches, falling intermittently from 30'049 
inches at9a.m. of Sunday (wind, E.) to 29'134 inches at 5 p.m. of Saturday (wind,8.W.). The corrected 
mean temperature was 50°62, the mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m.and 9 p.m. being 49°5°. The screened 
thermometers rose to 598° on Monday and fell to 396° on Saturday. Bright sunshine was estimated at 
31°5 hours, 9 falling on Wednesday and 9on Friday. The prevailing winds were S.8.W.and W.N.W. Rain 
fell on 5 days to the amount of ‘430 inch, of which ‘187 inch was collected on Saturday.”

‘The highest reading (30°059) was on 
Sunday at 9 a,m., air calm, and the lowest (29°220) on Saturday at 9 p.m., wind S.W.

on which day the thermometer registered 58'9°, and was lowest on Saturday, the

Two cases of measles were discharged from hospital during the week, and no patient 
remained under treatment at its close. - 
Eleven cases of scarlet fever were admitted to hospital, 12 cases were discharged, 
and 125 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 
Eight cases of typhus fever were discharged from hospital during the week, and ! 
remained under treatment at its close. 
Four cases of diphtheria were admitted to hospital, 5 were discharged, there was one 
~ death, and 13 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 
Nineteen cases of enteric fever were admitted to hospital, 12 cases were discharged, 
and 74 cases remained under treatment at the close of the week. 
In addition to the above-named diseases, 7 cases of pneumonia were admitted to 
hospital, 2 patients were discharged, there was one death, and 18 cases remained under 
- treatment at the end of the week.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 
Sir John Moore, M.D., F.B.C.P.1., F.R.MET.S0C., has favoured the Registrar-General 


with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 


31st October, 1903 :— 


“Tn Ireland the weather was often fine and bright, but in England the rainfall was once more heavy 
and frequent. ‘The most striking feature of the week was the low barometric pressure over North- 
western Europe up to Friday. Sunday broke with -depressions, in which readings were below 29 inches, 
both off the N. of Scotland and over the 5.W. of Ireland (Munster). Showers and squalls were prevalent 
in most parts of the British Isles, but temperature ruled high. On Monday a brief spell of quiet bright 
weather was enjoyed in Ireland owing to an equalisation of pressure in consequence of the advance over 


St. George’s and the Bristol Channels of a subsidiary V-shaped depression. In front of this system 
thunder and lightning had been very prevalent in England and Wales on Monday afternoon, and the 


rainfall was very heavy inmany places. By Tuesday morning another depression had reached Cornwall. 
This ’again led to calms and fair weather in Ireland, but to strong 8.E. winds and a renewed rainfall in 
England. At 8 a.m. of Wednesday a new low-pressure system was central over Kerry ; by Thursda 

morning this had reached Sligo Bay, and on Friday morning it lay over Caithness and Sutherland. It 
brought S.W. winds, warmth, andshowers. Especial mention must be made of a remarkable thermo- 


metric gradient which existed over the British Isles at 8 a.m. of Wednesday, when the thermometer 


ranged from 27° at Birr, King’s Co. (it had been down to 25° earlier in the morning), to 56° at Dungeness 
in Kentand at Yarmouth. Friday was fairand sunny, but Saturday was dull and showery in this country 
as a final depression advanced upon Ireland from S.W. ‘This quickly passed off towards N.E., anda 
conjunction of the moon and Jupiter was seen in aclear sky at night. In Dublin the mean height of the 
barometer was 29346 inches, the range being from 28914 inches at 9 p.m. of Sunday (wind, 8.) to 29°884 
inches at 9 p.m. of Friday (wind, N.W.). The corrected mean temperature was 465°, the mean dry bulb 
reading at 9a.m.and 9 p.m. being 45°4°. The screened thermometers rose to 57‘0° on Sunday and fell to. 
33°62 on Wednesday, when the grass minimum was 286°, Bright sunshine was estimated at 285 hours, 8 


falling on Wednesday. The most frequent wind-direction was W.N.W. Rain fell on 5 days to the amount 


of ‘468 inch, ‘171 inch being measured on Wednesday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 


the barometer during the week was 29°360 inches. The highest reading (29-900) was on 
Friday at 9 p.m., wind S.W., and the lowest (28°932) on Sunday at 9 p.m., air calm. _ 

The mean temperature for the week was 44°3°, being 2°6° under the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1893-1902. The temperature was highest on Sunday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 56°3°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 29°49. ‘The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 44°79, 
and of the Wet Bulb 43°0°. The mean humidity of the air was -88, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 15°6 
hours. The rainfall during the week measured ‘618 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 50:8*, the maximum 53°79, 
and the minimum 388°2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 56°2°, the minimum 38°8°, and 
the mean 47°9°; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 53°3°, the minimum 38-29, and the 
mean 46°5°, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1°39 inches ; at Glasgow 2°04 inches; and 
at Edinburgh 1°60 inches.*

The deaths from certain epidemic diseases } registered in the 22 districts during last 
week * were equal to an annual rate of 1:2 per 1,000, the rates varying from 0-0 in 
fifteen of the districts to 5°2 in Portadown. The 124 deaths registered from all causes 
in Belfast included 7 from whooping-cough, 6 from enteric fever, and 3 from diarrheal 
diseases ; and of the 22 deaths from all causes in Cork, 2 were from whooping-cough 
and one from diarrhea. 


DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA. 
In the Dublin Registration Area the births registered during the week amounted to 
232—125 boys and 107 girls; and the deaths to 166—96 males and 70 females. 


DEATHS. ; 

The deaths registered represent an annuai rate of mortality of 22'8 in every 1,000 
of the population; omitting the deaths (numbering 8) of persons admitted into public 
institutions from localities outside the Area, the rate was 21°7 per 1,000. During the 
forty-four weeks ending with Saturday last the death-rate averaged 23°6, and was 2°3 
below the mean rate for the corresponding portions of the ten years 1893-1902.

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Two deaths from influenza, one death from enteric fever, and one death from diarrhea 
were registered. . 
Tuberculous disease in its varied forms caused 36 deaths. The total includes 5 deaths 


registered as tuberculous phthisis, 21 deaths from phthisis, one death from tuberculous — 


meningitis, 2 deaths from tuberculous peritonitis, and 7 deaths from other forms of the 
disease. 

Seven deaths were assigned to carcinoma and one death to cancer, malignant disease, 

Twenty deaths were attributed to diseases of the nervous system, including 10 deaths 
from convulsions, all being of children under one year of age. 

There were 23 deaths from diseases of the heart and blood vessels. 

The total of deaths (36) from diseases of the respiratory system is equal to an annual 
rate of 5:0 per 1,000 of the population of the Dublin Registration Area, the average 
rate for the corresponding period of the past 10 years being 5:1 per 1,000. The total 
includes 23 deaths from bronchitis, 2 deaths from broncho-pneumonia, and 9 deaths 
from pneumonia, not otherwise defined. . 

T'wo deaths from accidental violence were registered during the week. 


In 9 instances the cause of death was “uncertified,” there having been no medical — 


attendant during the last illness; these cases include the deaths of 5 children under 
one year old. 

Forty-five of the persons whose deaths were registered during the week were under 
5 years of age (32 being infants under one year, of whom 14 were under one month old), 
and 40 were aged 60 years and upwards, including 19 persons aged 70 and upwards, of 
whom 6 were octogenarians, and 2 (a man and a woman) were stated to have been aged 
94 and 95 years respectively. 

Sixty-nine of the deaths registered during the week occurred in hospitals and other 
public institutions; of this number 11 took place in the North Dublin Union 
Workhouse and 16 in the South Dublin Union Workhouse. 

The following are the principal features of the Dublin District Returns for 
last week, deaths in Public Institutions being assigned to the districts from which 
the deceased were admitted, and the annual death-rate for each District calculated on 
the mortality so distributed. [See Tables III. and VII.] 


As already stated, the death-rate for the entire Registration Area was 21'7 per 1,000, the rate in 
the City was 231 (North City Districts, 190 ; South, 27-4), and in the Urban Districts, 17°1.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 
Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.R.MET.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
7th November, 1903 ::— 


“Atlasta respite from rain and clouds has been given, and for the first time for many months the 
record is one of fine, quiet weather. This happy change was effected by the substitution for atmospheric 
depressions of an extensive and intensive anticyclone which appeared over the S.W. of Ireland on 


- Tuesday and afterwards spread slowly eastwards during the rest of the week. Sunday was brilliant in | 


Ireland, dullin England, In the afternoon a sheet of cirrus cloud overspread the western sky as seen 


from Dublin—it was the forerunner of a V-shaped depression, which lay off the W. of Scotland and over " 
the whole of Ireland on Monday morning. The passage eastward of this system was marked by a genera] | 


fall of rain—heavy in places, Pembroke getting 117 inches in all. In Dublina fall of ‘22 inch occurred 
up to 9 a.m. of Monday, but the afternoon of that same day was fine, the evening fair. Tuesday was very 
fine and bright with moderate W. winds and about 8 hours of sunshine. On Wednesday the anticyclone 
was central over Ireland and spreading eastwards across England. At night temperature fell fast, to 
26° at Birr, King’s Co, and 33° even in the City of Dublin. Thursday broke densely foggy, but the day 
afterwards brightened and became fair and mild. The centre of England was simultaneously wrapped 


in thick wet fog and temperature was low, while the barometer stood above 30°6 inches over the greater | 
part of England, Wales, and the eastern half of Ireland. A mild S.E. wind now set in over the 8.W. of - 


England and in Ireland, and there was some increase of cloud, but the weather remained rainless, 
Appreciable amounts of water from wet fog and dew were found in the rain gauge on Wednesday, 
Thursday, and Friday. In Dublin the mean barometric pressure was 30°356 inches, or 1010 inch above the 
value for the previous week. The range was from 29°975 inches at 9 a.m. of Monday (wiad, W.) to 30626 
inches at 9 a.m. of Thursday (wind, W.). The mean temperature was 46°1°—maximum, 54°9° on Monday ; 
minimum, 331° on Thursday. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 443°, Bright sunshine 
was estimated at 35:5 hours, of which 8 fell on Sunday and 8 on Tuesday. The dominant winds; were 
W.and §.E. The rainfall was ‘235 inch on two days, ‘216 inch being measured on Sunday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 


the barometer during the week was 30:373 inches. ‘The highest reading (30-642) was on | 


Thursday at 9 a.m., air calm, and the lowest (29-997) on Monday at 9 a.m., wind W. 
The mean temperature forthe week was 43-9°, being 3°2° under the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1893-1902. The temperature was highest on Sunday, 


on which day the thermometer registered 55°7°, and was lowest on Thursday, the | 


mercury having fallen to 29°89. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 42°89, 
and of the Wet Bulb 42°19. The mean humidity of the air was -95, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The ‘registered duration of sunshine for the week was 36°5 
hours. ‘The rainfall during the week measured 0°208 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 47:1°, the maximum 56:29, 
and the minimum 35°2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 58'9°, the minimum 30°5°, and 
the mea 45°9° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 51°9°, the minimum 29°79, and the 
mean 44:49, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°23 inch; at Glasgow 0°22irnch; and 
at Edinb urgh 0:20 inch.*

Sir John Moore, M.D., F.B.C.P.I., F.R.MET.Soc., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, | 
14th November, 1903 :— 


_ “The weather, after the brief respite of the previous weck, again fell into an unsettled, showery or | 

rainy condition with much oloud and winds from southerly to westerly points. At the beginning, the 
anticyclone which had been central over the British Isles for several days was drifting slowly southeast- 
wards across Continental Europe and diminishing at the same time in intensity. Already on Sunday 
morning a baric depression was found off the N. of Ireland and W. of Scotland. It brought 8.W, winds 
and warmth—in Dublin the weather was fine until midnight, after which rain fell heavily for a while, 
Late on Monday night a shallow secondary depression passed in a S.K. direction across the British Isles, 
causing showers—at 11.40 p.m. a lunar halo was seen from Dublin. At this time a new anticyclone. 
appeared over the Bay of Biscay, spreading northwards. A very warm westerly wind accompanied this 
system, so that on Wednesday night the thermometer just touched 60° in the screen in Dublin. A chill 
connected with @ shallow secondary depression brought down heavy rain on Thursday, although the 
barometer remained considerably over 30 inches. In the course of Friday the most decided depression | 
of the week spread in from the Atlantic, bringing clouds, rain, and warm as wellas strong and squally - 

southerly winds. Saturday was finer and colder, the thermometer rising in the daytime only to 47-7? 
whereas it had been up to 557° during the preceding night. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer 
was 29'992 inches, the mercury rising to 30309 inches at 9a.m. of Wednesday (wind, S.W.), and falling to 
29°507 inches at 9 a.m. of Saturday (wind also S.W.). The mean temperature was 50°12. the mean dry bulb 
readings at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. being 491°. The screened thermometers rose to 60°0° on Thursday and fell to | 
39°1° on Saturday evening. S.W. and W. winds prevailed. The duration of bright sunshine was estimated 
at 18 hours, 6 occurring on Monday ani again on Saturday. Rain fell on tive days to the amount of °622 
inch, ‘269 inch being recorded on Thursday.’ 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of | 
the barometer during the week was 30:009 inches. The highest reading (30-328) was cn 
Wednesday at 9 a.m., wind W.S.W., and the lowest (29°522) on Saturday at 9 a.m, 
wind S.W. . 

The mean temperature for the week was 47°6°, being 1°8° above the average for thecorres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1893-1902, The temperature was highest on Thursday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 57°1°, and was lowest on Saturday, the 
mercury having fallen to 37:4°. ‘he mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 48:19, 
and of the Wet Bulb 46:2°. The mean humidity of the air was -89, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 112 
hours. The rainfall during the week measured 0°898 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 48°4°, the maximum 57:09 
and the minimum 35°3°!; at Glasgow the maximum was 55°4°, the minimum 39-0°, and 
the mean 48°7° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 54‘9°, the minimum 39-29, and the 
mean 47:2°, ‘The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°26 inch; at Glasgow 0°81] irch; and

Sir John Moore, M.D., F.B.C.P.I., F.B.MET.SoC., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
21st November, 1903 :— 1 


“Until Friday temperature was low, but a brisk rise then took place and at 9a.m.of Saturday the — 
thermometer stood at 51°7° in Dublin compared with a reading of 31°8° at the same hour on Thursday, - 
In the 24 hours ended 9a.m. of Monday a baric depression passed southeastwards across; the North Sea, 
bringing N.W. and_N. winds and showers to Great Britain, but cold bright weather to Ireland. On 
Monday morning Dublin was 10° colder than Holyhead. Early on Tuesday the passage of a small sub- 
sidiary depression southeastwards over the Irish Sea brought dull skies, light showers and a transitory 
increase of temperature ; but at night the thermometer fell fast—to 24° at Birr, King’s Co., and to 33° in 
Dublin, where the grass miuimum was 28°. This low temperature was quite local, for at 8 am. of 
Wednesday the thermometer read 47° at Blacksod Point, Co. Mayo, and 44° at Holyhead. On both 
Wednesday and Thursday an anticyclone, which had come in from the Atlantic on Tuesday, was central 
over [reland, the barometer standing at 303 inches or slightly above that height. Sharp frost occurred 
on Thursday morning in the centre and east of Ireland and also in central England. At 8a.m. the ther- 
mometer read 26° at Birr, and 28° at Nottingham, but 49° at Blacksod Point. In Dublin the lowest readings 
were 297° in the screen and 268° on the grass, A freshening westerly wind soon brought clouds, light 
showers and high temperatures to all parts of Ireland. This wind was part of the circulation round a 
large and deep depression off the W. coast of Norway on Friday morning. The disturbance subsequently © 
moved eastwards over Scandinavia, causing W. and N.W. galesin the British Isles. The air became dry 
and searching on Saturday. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 30°076 inches, pressure 
ranging between 29°698 inches at 9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, W. by N.) and 30°315 inches at 9 a.m. of Thursday 
(wiad, W.N.W.). The mean temperature was 42°2°. The mean dry bulb temperature at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. 
was 411°, Therange was from 297° on Thursday to 53°'2° on Saturday. The duration of bright sunshine 
was estimated at 26 hours, 7 falling on Monday. N.W. winds prevailed. The rainfall was only °040 inch ” 
on three days, ‘019 inch being recorded on Friday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of | 
the barometer during the week was 30°095 inches. ‘The highest reading (30°343) was on 
Thursday at 9 a.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°716) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 40°2°, being 42° under the average for thecorres- — 
ponding period of the 10 years 1893-1902, The temperature was highest on Saturday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 52°1°, and was lowest on Thursday, the 
mercury having fallen to 24:99. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 39:49, 
and of the Wet Bulb 88°3°. The mean humidity of the air was -91, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 23°6 
hours. ‘The rainfall during the week measured 0°070 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 41:1°, the maximum 54°69, 
and the minimum 26°4°; at Glasgow the maximum was 57'2°, the minimum*, and —

Whooping-cough. 
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METHOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations sce TABLE II.) 
Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.C.P.I., F.R.MET.SoC., has favoured the Registrar-General — 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
28th November, 1903 :— 


“The general distribution of atmospheric pressure was low and cyclonic in the extreme North of 
Europe, high and anticyclonic over the Peninsula, France and the adjacent parts of the Atlantic. On ~ 
Friday a deep and complex depression advanced eastwards across Ireland and Great Britain, throwirg 
the weather into a very disturbed, gloomy and wetcondition. At8 a.m. of Sunday the barometer ranged 
from 28°74 inches at Haparanda, on the Gulf of Bothnia, to 30°50 inches at Biarritz—fresh W. and W.N.W. 
winds prevailed during the day, but only a little drizzle fell in Dublin. By Monday morning a new 
disturbance had arrived off the N.W. of Ireland, and this caused a S.W. gale and showers, accompanied by 
a high temperature. A secondary depression passing quickly in an easterly direction across the S. of 
England on Tuesday brought light polar winds and fair,,cold weither in its wake. Temperature became 
very low in Scotland during the next three days, and a good dealof sleet and snow fell in that country, — 
At Wick the thermometer went down to 21° on Thursday night, and the maximum that day at Aberdeen 
was not above freezing point. At 1lla.m. of Thursday the barometer began to fallin Dublin, the rate 
being slow until 8 p.m., after which it became rapid, the reading at 9a.m. of Iriday being 29°534 inches ~ 
against 30230 inches 24 hours previously. On the morning of this day a primary depression was found 
off the N.W. of Ireland, an equally deep secondary over the Counties Cork and Tipperary. The latter 
system developed much energy and travelled quickly eastwards, reaching London at 6 p.m. It was 
quickly followed by another depression from N.W., which kept the weather in a very unsettled state to 
the end of the week. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29°906 inches, pressure ranging © 
between 30°323 inches at 9 p.m. of Tuesday (wind, W.) and 29'144 inches at 9 a.m. of Saturday (wind, W.). © 
The mean temperature was 460°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m. and 9p.m. was 447%. The screened 
thermometers rose to 55'°2° on Monday and fe!l to 381° on Thursday. The prevalent winds were westerly — 
(between §.W. and N.W.).. The duration of bright sunshine was estimated at 114 hours, 5 hours being 
observed on Wednesday. Rain fell on 5 days to the amount of 1091 inches, 615 inch being recorded on 


Saturday and ‘382 inch on Friday.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of | 
the barometer during the week was 29:929 inches. ‘The highest reading (30°351) was cn- 
Tuesday at 9 p.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°165) on Saturday at 9 a.m., wind W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 44-4°, being 1:5° over the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1893-1902, The temperature was highest on Monday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 53°9°, and was lowest on Tuesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 35°19. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 43°89, 
and of the Wet Bulb 42°4°. The mean humidity of the air was -90, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 10:7 
hours. ‘The rainfall during the week measured 1°153 inches. a 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 45:3°, the maximum 53°19, | 
and the minimum 34:2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 53°4°, the minimum 32°0°, and~ 
the mean 41°7° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 52°6°, the minimum 80°69, and the - 
mean 400°. The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1°18 inches; at Glasgow 1:09 inches; and 
at Edinburgh 0°93 inch.

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.B.C.P.1, F.R.MET.soc., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
5th December, 1903 :— 

“A very ‘cold snap’ was experienced in the course of this week. On Sunday morning a cyclonic system 
was central over the English Channel. Dull, cold, wet weather prevailed in many places. In and near 
Dublin rain fell in the forenoon, sleet and snow later—finally, the sky cleared and.frost set initowards 
evening. Monday and Tuesday were fair and frosty in Ireland, dull and cold at many English stations, 
light snow falling in London on the former day. Tuesday, December 1, was cold generally—the highest 
temperatures at 8a.m. being 43° at St. Mary's, Scilly Islands, and 40° at Holyhead—in Dublin, the ther- 
mometer stood at 28°. During t the ensuing night the thermometer fell to 19° at Birr, King’s County, and 
in the City of Dublin to 271° in the screen and 21°9° on the ground. As usually happens during the 
prevalence of a polar current in winter, heavy cumulus clouds passed southwards down St. George’s 
Channel, discharging showers of hail and sleet or snow at exposed coast stations—thunder and lightning 
occurred on Tuesday afternoon in the Scilly Isles, off which a large waterspout had been seen in the 
morning. On Wednesday night a large depression approached the N. of Scotland from the Atlantic. The 
result was a remarkably brisk rise of temperature over thé British Isles and Scandinavia—at Birr the 
thermometer rose 24° between 8 a.m. of Wednesday and 8 a.m. of Thursday (from 21° to 45°) ; at Haparanda, 
in Sweden, a still greater increase in temperature took place from — 10° at 8 a.m. of Thursd ay to + 279 at 
that hour on Friday. A fresh decrease of temperature occurred on Saturday,and the week closed dull and 
cold. In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29'569 inches, pressure ranging between 30071 
inches at 9 a.m. of Wednesday (wind, W.N.W.) and 29'133 inches at 1 p.m. of Saturday (wind, W.). The 
corrected mean temperature was 36°4°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m. and 9 p.m. was 347°, The | 
screened thermometers rose to 50°8° on Thursday, having fallen to 27':1° on Wednesday. Bright sunshine 
was estimated at 24 hours, 7 hours prevailing on both Monday and Tuesday. W.N.W. winds prevailed. 
The rainfall was ‘382 inch on 3 days, ‘230 inch being measured on Thursday.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29°585 inches. ‘The highest reading (307102) was on 
Wednesday at 9 a.m., wind W., and the lowest (29°129) on Saturday at 9 a.m., air calm. 

The mean temperature for the week was 34°6°, being 8: ve below the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1893-1902. The temperature was highest on ‘Thursday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 49°5°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 23°59. ‘The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 33°69, 
and of the Wet Bulb 32°89. The mean humidity of the air was -91, complete saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine fox the week was 179 
hours. ‘he rainfall during the week measured ‘443 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 35:2°, the maxtmum 45°8°, 
and the minimum, 25°2°; at Glasgow the maximum was 49:29, the minimum 20°0°, and 
the mean 33°3°; and at "Edinburgh the maximum was 46:19, the minimum 25: 6°, and the 
mean 34°2°, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°28 inch; at Glasgow 0°99 inch; and 
at Edinburgh 0°24 inch.*

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TasxeE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.R.0.P.I., F.R.MET.Soc., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
12th December, !903 :— pO 


“A remarkable and persistent depression of the barometer over and to the northwestward of the British 
Isles was observed in the interval between Sunday night and Saturday morning, the lowest reading of 
all—28'60 inches—being recorded at Malin Head on Monday night. At the same timea large anticyclone 
surged slowly westward from Russia, causing very steep gradients for southerly winds over the greater 
part of Europe—at 8 am. of Thursday the barometer ranged from 306 inches in Central Russia to 289 
inches in Ireland. Sunday was fine, with sharp frost in the morning at several British and Irish stations— 
the lowest reading at 8 a.m. was 242 at Aberdeen, where the thermometer had been down to 22° still earlier 
in the morning. At night a brisk fall of the barometer took place and at 8 a.m. of Monday the isobar of 
23°8 inches skirted the N. of Ireland and W. of Scotland, a large atmospheric depression having advanced 
to those regions from 8.W. Fresh 8. to W. gales accompanied the disturbance and temperature rose 
sharply. On Monday night another fall of the barometer took place, a reading of 28°60 inches being 
recorded at Malin Head. Much the same thing occurred on Tuesday night, when the mercury sank to 
28.65 inches at that station. The gales, however, died down, because pressure was generally low, but rain 
fell at frequent intervals, and the weather remained excessively damp and raw. On Saturday the wind 
shifted or‘ backed’ to S.E. and finally N.E., apparently under the combined influence of the Russian anti- 
cyclone and of a new depression approaching the English Channel, Rain fell heavily in the evening. In 
Dublin the mean height of the barometer was only 29°141 inches, pressure ranging between 29°519 inches 
at 9am. of Sunday (wind, W.) and 28°810 inches about 3 a.m. of Thursday (wind, W.N.W.). The corrected — 
mean temperature was 422%. The mean dry bulb reading at 9 a.m.and 9pm. was 415°. The screened 
thermometers fell to 322° on Sunday and rose to 49°0° on Tuesday. Bright sunshine was estimated at 17 | 
hours, 54 hours falling on Wednesday. The prevailing winds were between S.W.and N.W. Rainfellon | 
six days to the amount of ‘846 inch, ‘291 inch falling on Saturday.” 


At the Observatory of the Ordnanve Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of | 
the barometer during the week was 29°162 inches. ‘The highest reading (29°552) was on | 
Sunday at 9 a.m., wind W.S.W., and the lowest (28°891) on Thursday at 9 a.m., air calm. — 

The mean temperature for the week was 40°9°, being 1°9° below the average for the corres- — 
ponding period of the 10 years 1893-1902, ‘The temperature was highest on Wednesday, | 
on which day the thermometer registered 48°8°, and was lowest on Sunday, the | 
mercury having fallen to 30°59. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 40°89, | 
and of the Wet Bulb 39°3°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘89, complete saturation | 
being represented by 1:0. ‘The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 15 | 
hours. ‘The rainfall during the week measured 1°003 inches. ay 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 41:5°, the maximum 52°8°, | 
and the minimum 28°5°; at Glasgow the maximum was 45°8°, the minimum 28°5, and | 
the mean 39°4° ; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 45:2°, the minimum 28°69, and the 
mean 88°89, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 1'12 inches; at “Glasgow 0°72 inch; and 
at Edinburgh 0°36 inch.* A ;

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METEOROLOGY. 

(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 
Sir John Moore, M.D., F.B.C.P.I., F.R.MET.SOC., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
19th December, 1903 :— +. 
“The anticyclone which in the previous week had spread gradually westward from Russia to the Baltic | 





and Scandinavia, remained in evidence throughout the period now under review, and on Monday morning 
the barometer ranged from 30°8 inches at Moscow to 2923 inches at Valentia, Co. Kerry. As usual, 
atmospheric depressions from the Atlantic approached the British Isles from time to time ; but they made 
no headway eastwards, being held in check by the prevailing high pressure in the EH. and N. of Europe, 
They did, however, cause very dull, damp and miserable weather in many parts, especially in Ireland, 
with south-easterly winds of quickly varying strength. On Wednesday night a depression appeared off | 
the N.W. of Ireland, producing a temporary westerly wind in Ireland on Thursday and over Scotlandon /| 
prey On the latter day and again on Saturday morning a sharp frost prevailed in Scotland, but | 
N: 








densely clouded skies checked radiation in England and Ireland. During the last two days of the week 
a depression hovered off the S.W. of Ireland, bringing gloomy skies and S.E. winds. So far as Dublin is 
concerned, Sunday was gloomy, damp and foggy ; Monday was fair and cold to dull and verg rainy ; 
Tuesday was at first rainy and throughout dull; Wednesday was finer and drier but cloudy ; Thursday 
was fair to very foggy ; Friday and Saturday were intensely duil, and the latter day was damp as well. 
In Dublin the mean height of the barometer was 29611 inches, pressure ranging from 29°281 inches at 
9 a.m. of Sunday (wind, E.N.E.) to 29°867 inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind, calm). The corrected mean 
temperature was 43°9°. The mean dry bulb reading at 9a.m. and 9 p.m. was 435°. The screened ther- | 
mometers rose to 490° on Tuesday and fell to 36°7° on Thursday. ‘The estimated duration of bright 
sunshine was only 10 hours, 6 of which fell on Thursday and 4 on Monday. Rain fell onsix days to the 

amount of 425 inch, ‘256 inch being measured on Monday.” 


At the Observatory of the Urdnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29-623 inches. ‘The highest reading (29°872) was on | 
Saturday at 9 p.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°293) on Sunday at 9 a.m., wind N.E. . 











The mean temperature for the week was 41°7°, being 0°5° below the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1893-1902. The temperature was highest on Tuesday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 481°, and was lowest on Thursday, the 
mercury having fallen to 30:99. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 42°49, 
and of the Wet Bulb 41°3°. The mean humidity of the air was °92, complete. saturation 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 53 | 
hours. ‘The-rainfall during the week measured 0°245 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 42-0°, the maximum 49°99, | 
and the minimum 36:2°; and the rainfall measured 0°02 inch.* |

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METEOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations see TABLE II.) 


Sir John Moore, M.D., F.B.C.P.I., F.R.MET.S80Cc., has favoured the Registrar-General 
with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 
26th December, 1903 :— | | 

“ A period of infrequent and’scanty rainfall, except in the West of Ireland, and of sudden and extreme 
changes of temperature. On Sunday morning atmospheric pressure was unusually uniform over the 
British Islands, the range being from 29°83 inches in the Hebrides to 30°05 inches at Oxford and 30°06 inches 
at Bath. In Dublin the weather was fair but damp, fog setting in at 4 p.m. and lasting for some 4 hours. 
On Monday bariec gradients for 8.W. winds were fully established, and a sudden and remarkable rise of 
temperature took place, a maximum of 558° being recorded in Dublin, and one of 55° at Leith. Tuesday 
was again very mild, but dull and rainy—at 8 a.m. the barometer varied from 30'61 inches at Berlin to 
29°54 inches at Stornoway... A southerly gale prevailed in Wales and fresh winds between S.E. and 8.W 
were generally reported. On Wednesday temperature gave way in Ireland owing to a lessened barie 
gradient—at night it turned frosty, as an anticyclone drifted in from the Atlantic. This system continued 
to develop until Christmas Day, after which a gradual decrease of pressure, most marked in the South, 
led to the formation of gradients for easterly winds. Very foggy conditions existed while this change was~ 
taking place, and during Friday night and Thursday morning sharp frost prevailed. ‘The week closed 
with easterly winds of gathering strength and occasional showers of cold rain and hail. In Dublin the 
mean height of the barometer was 30'022 inches, the range.of pressure being from 29'805 inches at 9 a.m, _ 
of Tuesday (wind,’S.W.) to 30171 inches at 9 a.m. of Christmas Day (wind, N.W.). The corrected mean 
temperature was 424°. The mean dry bulb temperature was 41°8°. The thermometric range was from 
55°8° on Monday to 289% on Saturday. Bright sunshine was estimated at 15; hours, 44 falling on 
Friday. The prevailing wind was westerly. Rain fell on two days to the amount of ‘076 inch, ‘066 inch 
being measured on Tuesday.” : 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 30°025 inches. The highest reading (30°86) was on 
Friday at 9 a.m., air calm, and the lowest (29°818) on Tuesday at 9 a.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 39°7°, being 0:5» below the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 9 years 1893-1899, 190] and 1902. The temperature was highest on 
Tuesday, on which day the thermometer registered 54'8°, and was lowest on Friday, the 
mercury having fallen to 26°79. The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 39°69, 
and of the Wet Bulb 38°29. The mean humidity of the air was ‘90, complete saturation” 
being represented by 1:0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 8°7 
hours. ‘The rainfall during the week measured 0:290 inch, 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 40:2°, the maximum 48-99, 
and the minimum 34°1°; at Glasgow the maximum was 54'8°, the minimum 25:8, and 
the mean 38:1"; and at Edinburgh the maximum was 53:1°, the minimum 29°69, and the 
mean 41:2°, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°00 inch; at Glasgow 0°59 inch; and 
at Edinburgh 0:10 inch.*

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There was one death from measles; scarlet fever and influenza each caused 2 deaths + 
12 deaths from whooping-cough and one death each from enteric fever and simple con- 
tinued fever were registered. In the preceding 4 weeks deaths from whooping—cough 
were 5, 7,4, and 3, respectively, and deaths from enteric fever were 2, one, one, and 2, 
respectively. There was not one death from small-pox, typhus, or diphtheria registered. 

Included in the 36 deaths due to tuberculous disease are 7 from tuberculous phthisis, 
18 from phthisis, 3 from tuberculous meningitis, one from tabes mesenterica, and 7 from 
other forms of the disease.

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METBOROLOGY. 
(For Abstract of Observations at several Irish Meteorological Stations sce TABue II.) 
Sir John Moore, M.D., F.B.C.P.I., F.2.MET.S0C., has favoured the Registrar-General 


with the following remarks on the weather during the week ended Saturday, 


2nd January, 1904 :— . 


“Throughout this week the weather was governed by an anticyclone which was for the most part 
central over Denmark, the South of Scandinavia and the Baltic. Severe cold prevailed in Central Europe 
where the winds were easterly or northeasterly. In the British Isles also the cold was sharp and the air 
dry until Saturday. On the other hand, a mild westerly current raised the thermometer on the Norwegian 
coast many degrees above the normal for the season. The contrast in temperature between Bodé in 
Norway (within the Arctic Circle) and Munich (some 30 degs. of are further South) was astonishing in the 
middle of the week—at 8 a.m. of Tuesday the thermometer read 9° F. at Munich, but 42° F’. at Bodé ; 
Wednesday, 12° and 40° ; Thursday, 15° and 419°, at these respective stations. In Dublin thesky was densely 
clouded until Tuesday evening, when the clouds dispersed and sharp frost set in. The following three 
days were cold, very dry, and often cloudy. On Friday temperature rose and the air became damper and 
softer. Saturday was gloomy. damp and rainy, owing to the arrival of a large and deep depression off the 


3.W. and W. of Ireland. In the afternoon the rainfall was heavy and the wind blew strongly for awhile, 


The night was fair and moonlight was unclouded for some hours. In Dublin the mean height of the 
barometer was 29°944 inches, pressure ranging from 30168 inches at 9 p.m. of Sunday (wind, S.E.) to 
29'472\inches at 9 p.m. of Saturday (wind. S.). The corrected mean temperature was 381°. The mean dry 
bulb reading at 9 a.m and 9 p.m. was 377°. The screened thermometers fell to 27°82 on Wednesday and 


rose to 47°0° on Saturday. Bright sunshine was estimated at 8i hours, 4 falling on Wednesday. ‘The 


prevalent wind was §.E. Rain fell on Saturday to the amount of ‘428 inch, ‘002 inch in addition being 
measured on Monday and ‘004 inch on Friday—total measurement, 434 inch. A lunar halo was seen at 
11.80 p.m. on Saturday night.” 

At the Observatory of the Ordnance Survey Office, Phenix Park, the mean height of 
the barometer during the week was 29:948 inches. The highest reading (30°]73) was on 
Sunday at 9 p.m., wind S.E. and the lowest (29°462) on Saturday at 9 p.m., wind S.W. 

The mean temperature for the week was 36°3°, being 5°3° below the average for the corres- 
ponding period of the 10 years 1893-1902, The temperature was highest on Saturday, 
on which day the thermometer registered 45°8°, and was lowest on Wednesday, the 
mercury having fallen to 22°49. ‘The mean of the Dry Bulb for the week was 36:98, 
and of the Wet Bulb 34°5°. The mean humidity of the air was ‘79, complete saturation 
being represented by 1°0. The registered duration of sunshine for the week was 5*4 
hours. ‘The rainfall during the week measured 0°085 inch. 

At Greenwich the mean temperature for the week was 32°6°, the maximum 43°5°, 
and the minimum 23°8°; at Glasgow the maximum was 40°4°, the minimum 20°0°, and 
the mean 33:6 ;.,and at Edinburgh the maximum was 38°4°, the minimum 2609, and the 
mean 33°49, The rainfall at Greenwich measured 0°09 inch; at Glasgow 0°00 inch; and 
at Edinburgh 0:02 inch.*

DUBLIN REGISTRATION AREA.—Births.—In the Dublin Registration Area, 
hich consists of the city of Dublin and the urban districts of Rathmines and Rathgar, 
embroke, Blackrock and Kingstown, the total area thereof being 13,757 
atute acres, and the population estimated to the middle of 1903, 378,994, 
ere were registered during the thirteen weeks ended on Saturday, 2nd 
anuary, 1904, 2,631 births—1,357 boys and 1,274 girls—being equal to an annual 
tio of 1 in 36-0, or 27-8 in every 1,000 of the population. 


The number of births registered in the city was 2,263, equivalent to an annual 
te of 30-9 in every 1,000 of the population; and in the urban districts named 
ove, 368, equal to an annual rate of 17-2 in every 1,000 of the population. 


There were registered in London during the same period 31,511 births—being equal 
yan annual birth-rate of 27:3 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; in Glasgow 
ere were registered 5,920, being equal to 301 per 1,000; and in Edinburgh, 1,843 
-a number affording an annual birth-rate of 22°5 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
pulation. 

Deaths.—The number of deaths registered in the Dublin Registration Area during 
e quarter was 2,293—1,171 males and 1,122 females—affording an annual ratio 
‘1 in 41-3, or 24-2 in every 1,000 of the estimated population ; omitting the deaths 
6) of persons admitted into Public Institutions from localities outside the Area, 
le rate was 23:2 per 1,000. ‘The annual mortality represented by the deaths 
gistered during the fourth quarter of the ten years 1893-1902 in the Dublin «© 
egistration Area as then constituted, was 25-6 per 1,000 of the estimated mean 
ypulation of those years, 3 

L 
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The number of deaths of inhabitants* of the North City districts registered last 
quarter was 906, representing an annual mortality of 24-0 in every 1,000 of the 
population ; and the number in the South City districts was 914, equivalent to a 
rate of 25°6 per 1,000. In the urban districts the number of deaths registered was 
877, being equal to an annual death-rate of 17-6 in every 1,000. 


The number of deaths registered in London during the same period was 19,08Z—a 
number equal to an annual rate of mortality of 16:5 in every 1,000 of the inhabitants ; 
in Glasgow the number was 3,965, equal to 20-2 in every 1,000; and in Edinburgh, 
1,364, affording an annual death-rate of 16°7 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population. 


Diseases.__The number of deaths from the principal epidemic diseases{ registered 
in the Dublin Registration Area during last quarter was 131, being 3 below the 
number for the preceding quarter ; and the annual rate per 1,000 of the population 
represented by the deaths from these diseases was 1°4, being equal to the rate for 
the preceding three months. 3 


Small-pox.—Not one death from small-pox was registered during the quarter. In 
the three quarters preceding, 4, 28, and 4 deaths were respectively registered, as 
appertaining to the Dublin Registration Area. From Table I. it appears that one 
case of small-pox was under treatment in hospital at the close of the preceding 
quarter, and that one case was discharged during the period now under review. 


Measles—The number of deaths from measles fell to 3 from 5 in the preceding 
quarter ; in the December quarter of 1902, and the March and June quarters of 1903, 
the deaths numbered 177, 20, and 21 respectively. From Table I. it appears thatat 
the close of the quarter preceding, not one case of measles was under treatment in 
the Dublin Hospitals, that 29 cases were admitted for treatment during the quarter, 
7 cases were discharged, there were 2 deaths, and 20 cases were under treatment at 
the close of the quarter. 


Scarlet Fever.—Deaths from scarlet fever rose from 6, registered in the quarter 
preceding, to 10. Of these 6 appertained to City Districts (3 to North City and 3 
to South City), 3 to the Urban Districts, and one death occurred of a person admitted 
to hospital from without the Registration Area. In the four quarterly periods which 
terminated on June 30th, 1903, there were registered, 16, 38, 31, and 16 deaths from 
scarlet fever, respectively. 

From Table I. it appears that at the close of the September quarter of 1903, there 
were 114 cases of scarlet fever under treatment in hospital, 194 cases were admitted 
for treatment during the quarter, 200 patients were discharged, 7 deaths occurred, 
and 101} cases were reported under treatment on the 2nd January, 1904. The average 
number of deaths from scarlet fever for the fourth quarter of the 10 years, 1893- 
1902, is 21-8. 

Typhus.—One death was registered. 


Influenza.— Twenty-five deaths were registered during the quarter as being due t 
influenza ; in the quarter preceding, 6 deaths were thus assigned. 


Whooping-cough.—-The deaths registered, 45 in number, are above the averagt 
(31-8) for the fourth quarterly period of the preceding 10 years. Of the total, 3. 
deaths appertain to the North Dublin City District, 10 of which belong to No. ‘ 
North City District ; 11 deaths appertain to the South Dublin City District, and < 
appertain to the Urban Districts which, with the City, constitute the Dublin Regis 
tration Area.

Diphtheria.—Nine deaths from diphtheria were registered as compared with 8 in 
each of the two quarters preceding, the average deaths for the fourth quarterly period 
for the ten years ending 1902 being 13-7. In the four quarters preceding the June 
quarter of 1903, 16, 22, 33, and 35 deaths from diphtheria were respectively registered. 
Of the 9 deaths aforesaid, 3 were for North Dublin City Districts, 5 for South Dublin 
City Districts, and one was of a person admitted to an institution from without the 
Registration Area. An examination of Table I. shows that at the termination of 
the September quarter of 1903, there were 13 cases of diphtheria under treatment in 
hospital, that during the December quarter, 57 cases were admitted for treatment, 
£4 were discharged, there were 4 deaths, and at the close of the quarter there were 
22 cases under treatment. ; 
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Cerebro-spinal Kever.—Three deaths were reported as having been caused by this 
disease. 


Enteric Fever.—As in the quarter preceding, deaths from enteric fever (28 in 
number) are well below the average (54) for the corresponding quarter in the decade 
1903-1902. Of the total, 13 appertain to the North Dublin City Districts, 8 to the 
South Dublin City Districts, 4 to the Urban Districts, and 3 deaths from enteric 
fever occurred of persons admitted to institutions from without the Registration 
Area. It may be gathered from Table I., that 66 persons were under treatment in 
hospitals at the close of the quarter preceding, 157 cases were admitted during the 
quarter, 145 patients were discharged, there were 15 deaths, and 63 persons remained 
under treatment at the close of the quarter. 


Diarrheal Diseases.—Of 33 deaths, 5 were tabulated as being due to epidemic 
liarrheea or enteritis, and 28 to diarrhea or dysentery. The total is about half of 
the average (66:6) for the corresponding period of the ten years 1893-1902. 


_ Erysipelas.—Only one death was registered during the quarter. 


Tetanus, Infective Hndocarditis.—'Three deaths from tetanus and two deaths from 
fective endocarditis were registered. 


Tuberculosis.—This disease caused the deaths of 437 persons, The total comprises 
d1 deaths from tuberculous phthisis, 241 deaths from phthisis, 34 deaths from tuber- 
sulous meningitis, 13 deaths from tuberculous peritonitis, 7 from tabes mesenterica, 
30 deaths from other forms of tuberculosis, and.1 death from scrofula, and equals an 
innual rate of 4:6 per 1,000 of the population of the Dublin Registration Area 
stimated to the middle of the year—the deaths from pulmonary: forms of the 
lisease being equal to a rate of 3:2 per 1,000 of the population. 


Cancer, Malignant Disease.—Forty-one deaths were attributed to carcinoma, 6 
leaths to sarcoma, and 60 deaths to cancer, malignant disease. 





Nervous System.—There were 217 deaths registered from diseases of the nervous 
ystem, of which 108 were from convulsions, the latter including the deaths of 97 
nfants under one year old. - 


Diseases of the Heart and Blood-vessels.— Diseases of these structures caused 367 
leaths, 


Diseases of the Respiratory System.—Of the total 468 deaths, equal to an annual 
ate of 4°9 per 1,000 of the population, 299 were registered from bronchitis, 6 from 
rupous pneumonia, 66 from broncho pneumonia. and 66 from pneumonia. ‘the 
unual rate represented by deaths from this group is 0°4 below that for the corrgs- 
onding period of the previous ten years. ; 


Accidental Deaths,—Of 43 deaths caused by accidental violence, 14 were due to 
urns, scalds, or expiosions—inelnding 7 of children under five years of age—and 6 
leaths were caused by drowning. 


Suicide. —One death by suicide was registered.

In 108 instances the cause of death was uncertified, there having been no medical 
attendant during the last illness. Of the 108-cases, 69, or 63-9 per cent., were deaths, 
of children under 5 years of age: these 69 deaths form 10-0 per cent. of the total) 
number of deaths of children of that age. Of the deaths of 138 infants under one 
month old registered, there were 29 (or 21-0 per cent.) regarding which the cause 
was uncertified. 








From Table II., on. page 8600, it will be seen that, excluding 96 deaths of persons 
admitted inte Public Institutions from localities outside the Dublin Registration 
Area, the number of deaths registered during the quarter was 2,197, equal to an 
annual rate of 23-2 per1,000 of the estimated population, and that 125 of th 








deaths, representing an annual rate of 1:3 per 1,000 persons, were caused by the 
principal epidemic diseases.¢ The death-rate for the city (from all causes) was 
24°8 per 1,000, and for the urban districts 17:6 per 1,000. The in.) 
represented by the mortality from the principal epidemic diseases in the city was 
1:5, and in the urban districts 0:7, the rates for the several districts varying from 
0-2 in Pembroke, to 2°7 in Dublin North, No. 2, the 226 deaths from all cause; 
tabulated for the last named district including 1 from scarlet fever, 10 from whee 
cough, 1 from simple continued fever, 6 from enteric fever, and 2 from diarrhe 
diseases. 





Occupations. Table III., on page 861, shows the occupations or social position 
the persons whose deaths were registered during the quarter, the various callin 
being grouped in classes and orders, so as to show the respective rates of mortalit 
in the several social grades of the population. From this Table it will be observe 
that the deaths in families of the ‘“ Professional and Independent Class” were equé 
to an annual rate of 21:3 per 1,000 of the persons in that class according to th 
Census of 1901; in the “Middle Class” the death-rate was 15-2 per 1,000; amon 
the “Artisan Class and Petty Shopkeepers” it was 19-0; and in the ‘“ Genere 
Service Class ” and the “ Inmates of Workhouses,” combined, it was 33°9.

Ww eather.—The mean temperature for thirteen weeks, deduced from the mean weekly 
temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, was 43°49, 
At Greenwich for thc quarter, it was 44:6°; at Glasgow, 42-7° (average for 12 
weeks) ; and at Edinburgh, 41:9°. 

The rainfall at Dublin during the thirteen weeks measured 6-579 inches; at 
Greenwich, 7:68 inches; at Glasgow, 11:64 inches; and at Edinburgh, 7:52 
inches.

Twenty-two Principal Town Districts of Ireland.—The average annual dea 
rate represented by the deaths from all causes registered during last quarter in th 
Dublin Registration Area and twenty-one of the principal Urban Districts 0 
Ireland (exclusive of deaths in Public Institutions of persons admitted from withou 
the districts), was 20°6 per 1,000 persons, the respective rates for the severa 
districts being as follow, ranging in order from the lowest to the highest :— 


Tralee, 10°9 ; Ballymena, 12°5 ; Londonderry, 15:5 ; Sligo, 15:8; Dundalk 
15-9 ; Queenstown, 16-7 ; Lisburn, 16-8 ; Armagh, 16°9; Lurgan, 17:0; Cork 
17:1; Drogheda, 17:6; Newry, 18:1 ; Galway, 18°8; Clonmel, 20:1; Belfast 
20-1; Waterford, 21:1; Limerick, 21:2; Portadown, 21:4; Wexford, 22:9; Dublit 
Registration Area, 23:2; Newtownards, 26:3; and Kilkenny, 29:8. 


The average annual rate represented by the deaths from the priucipal epidemi 
diseases* in the 22 districts is 15 per 1,000 of the population, the rates varying 
from 0-0 in Traiee to 3:6 in Portadown, the 54 deaths from all causes registered it 
that district including 3 from measles, and 6 from whooping-cough. The 1,80! 
deaths from all causes registered in Belfast include 6 from measles, 11 from scarle 
fever, one from typhus, 89 from whooping-cough, 9 from diphtheria, one fron 
simple continued fever, 32 from enteric fever, and 43 from diarrhceal diseases, 


The following is a synopsis of the mortality from the principal epidemic diseases 
in the twenty-one provincial urban districts already named, and Tables IV. and V 
give in detuil the results of the registration for the quarter :— 


Small-pos.—Not one death from small-pox was registered during the quarter. 


Measles.—Fourteen deaths were registered, comprising 6 in Belfast, 5 in Galway 
and 3 in Portadown. 


Scarlet Fever.—Eleven deaths were registered in Belfast, 2 in Lurgan, and I i 
each of Dundalk, Wexford, and Queenstown. 


Typhus.—In each of Belfast, Limerick, and Dundalk, 1 death was registered. 


Whooping-cough.—Of 120 deaths 89 were registered in Belfast, 12 in Cork, 6m 
each of Limerick and Portadown, 5 in Londonderr y, and one in each of Ballymens 
and Clonmel. 


Diphtheria.—Seventeen deaths were registered, 9 in Belfast, 3 in Dundalk, 2 eael 
in Cork and Londonderry, and 1 in Newtownards. 


Simple Continued Fever.—One death was registered in Belfast. 


Enteric Fever.—Thirty-two deaths were registered in Belfast, 3 in Lisburn 
and one in each of the following towns, Waterford, Dundalk, Drogheda, Kilkenn) 
and Armagh. 


Diarrheal Diseases.—Of 73 deaths registered, 43 appertain to Belfast, and 1 ti 
Cork. 





Phthisis.—For the 22 towns (population 1,093 ,289), the annual rate representes 
by deaths from phthisis for the quarter is 2-8 per 1,000, for Dublin Registratiol 
Area (as before stated), 3:2 per 1,000, for Belfast 2°6 per 1 ,000, and for the other 2 
Urban Districts 2°8 per 1,000 of their respective populations.
